It will only be a matter of time, 
and not a very long time, nntil we will 
have as good a plant as any city of the 
size in the country, and as soon as the ad- 
vertisers generally find out that we are 
fixed for them we will have all the work 
we can do. We have more boards now 
than were ever in Louisville, at one time 
before. Our elegant offices are so much 
different from anything in the bill posting 
line that has been in Louisville before 
that people say that we must surely mean 
business. Our new bill posting wagon 
will be ready by February 1, and it will 
outshine them all. 

You say in your Xmas number that I 
started opposition in Louisville just to be 
brotherly. You are very much mistaken. 
I did not start the opposition. It was 
started before I knew anything about it, 
and when I heard of it, I jumped in and 
bought an interest with the new firm. 
Louisville had been reported rotten so 
long, and I had been hearing so many 
kicks about the service, and about my 
charging so much more than Louisville, 
the largest town in Kentucky, that I wrote 
the old firm offering to buy them out or 
buy half interest with them, in order to 
build up the business, but could not. I 
knew that somebody would "skin" the 
town sooner or later, and was trying eve- 
ry way I could to induce them to sell, 
when the Falls City Bill Posting Com- 
pany started in business. These people 
were entire strangers to me, and started 
.without my knowledge, but as soon as 
they did, I jumped in and bought an in- 
terest with them, knowing that the jig 
was np, and that if I was ever to get into 
Louisville, then was my time. Who could 
blame me under the circumstances, know- 
ing what I did* Is there a business man 
in the bill posting business looking to 
better himself, that would not have done 
as I did? . I guess nit If my own brother 
had been the bill poster there, I would 
have done the same thing. I had offered 
to buy him out— could not I offered to 
but an interest— could not The business 
was going from bad to worse, and after 
waiting until the beginning of the end, I 
bought what I could, and only wish I 
could have bought it all. 
. If the bill posting business is getting to 
that point where a brother bill poster 



must stand idly hy, just because he hap- 
. pens to'be a member of the same-associa- 
tion, and let his neighbor "fluke" adver- 
tisers by putting part of theirpaper oh old 
rotten billboards, stabras and back fences, 
that would not stand jone rain, attd put 
the balance-in the sewers and water clos- 
ets, do the work for "any old" price, get 
his money, and give him the "bull con" 
when he kicks, I can not belong. But I 
am not afraid of being censured by hon- 
est, up-to-date bill posters. I know they 
will say that I was -right, be they associa- 
tion members of not They know that 
there are several more towns that need the 
same treatment; they hear of them every 
day, and hope they will improve, but the 
only remedy is opposition, and the "sur- 
vival of the fittest". It's coming.to that, 
and those that can see a little farther than 
the majority can see it coming fast. .No 
man who does his work right need fear 
opposition. You might as well burn your 
money a-; to start opposition to ninety per 
cent of the association members, but you 
know there are black sheep in all flocks, 
and that it will: take years to get things 
just right 

Remember that, after all I have said, I 
am a strict association man, and this is 
only my opinion. I am not speaking 
from an official standpoint and the boys 
may "put the rollers under me" at the 
next meeting, but I hope I have enough 
friends among them that see as I do. In 
the meantime, "watch us grow".

The strong and 
important locations are tinder our control, and 
we naturally get at least 93- loot hs -.f the display 
adverti<Hne done in St. Louis on account of our 
S'tnerior service, and the Gunning Co. would de- 
rive no benefit, nor would they strengthen their 
system one particle by consolidating with any 
one else. We have a pretty strong boat; well 
eqiipDed. with good oars, and we can paddle 
our own canoe without any assistance.

BLANKING, 
CAMPBELL WAS RIGHT, 

-And the Executive Committee Blunjtrcd 
Badly. 

The American Cereal Co. billing in 
Chicago recently' raised a breeze. They 
demanded that the American Advertising 
and Bill Posting Co. blank in all their pa- 
per. It is entirely probable that the de- 
mand, was entirely unreasonable. Speak- 
ing of the matter, Mr. R. C. Campbell 
says : . .»--.:-.■ 

"We, this month, had to pass up the 
American Cereal billing from the fact that 
they wanted.us to blank their paper 
throughout; h other words, do $944.00 
worth of work for $ 540.00, and on ace >unt 
of the injustice of this demand we passed 
the order by." 

Possibly the cost of blanking in this 
instance, which, according to JUr. Camp- 
bell's figures, is $404.00, is slightly over- 
estimated, but be that as it may, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, erred, grievously when 
they dismissel the complaint, which they 
did in the following language : 

"Further, that inasmuch as the bill- 
boardsof the city of Chicago are, out of 
the regulation size, the request of the ad- 
vertiser to have his paper blanked in, as 
has • been the previous custom of the 
American Bill Posting 1 ' Co., was thor- 
oughly reasonable." . 

What is the. regulation size of a bill- 
board? Does the Executive Committee 
know? .Does anybody know, for the 
matter of that? By what right, on what 
authority, does the committee declare 
the American's boards "out of regulation 
size?" Their action is entirely untenable. 
They have not the slightest excuse for 
their ruling, which looks very much like 
an effort to get even for some personal 
grievance, and certainly is both malicious 
and unfratemal. 

Moreover, it is a bad, a very bad prece- 
dent to establish. Blanking is commend- 
able under certain circumstances, but it is, 
should be, and always must be, at the 
option and discretion of the bill poster. 

The advertiser is no more entitled to 
exact it as a right than he has to demand 
similar space around his advertisements 
in a newspaper. 

The bill poster will gladly do a reason- 
able amount of blanking gratis', but when 
an advertisar goes beyond tins he ou;ht 
to pay for it If his posters do not pos- 
sess the force and individuality necessary 
to make them stand out strongly on a 
crowded board, it is the advertiser's fault, 
not the bill poster's.

There seems to be a tendency among 
some of the more prosperous distributors 
to raise prices for distributing, which no 
doubt is fair and just, but the time is not 
yet ripe for a general rise of prices, even 
though there is scarcely any profit at pre- 
vailing prices. General advertisers have 
constantly suffered poor service for so 
long by dishonest distributors, that they 
are yet cautious about placing contracts, - 
and must be convinced by actual results 
that their matter is being honestly dis- 
tributed. Thus distributors should bear 
with the prevailing prices, at least for the 
first order, and give the very best service 
it is possible to give. This will convince 
your patrons that you are the proper per 
son to handle their matter, and they will 
soon recognize that your service is worth 
the price you ask and gladly pay it. 

The best, cheapest and most profitable 
plan to keep your business before the 
general advertisers is to keep your busi- 
ness, constantly before them. Inserting 
an advertisement now and then is like 
eating a hearty breakfast, and going 
without your dinner and supper. It will 
not keep you in good trim; neither will 
advertising one month and going without 
two months increase your business, as the 
whole effect of your advertising is lost if 
not followed up. 

The E. E. Sutherland Medicine . Co., 
write W. H. Steinbrenner that the results 
obtained from their .house-to-house work 
in Indianapolis are simply, marvelous. 
They, say they are having difficulty in 
supplying the demand. This is a direct 
testimonial to the service of a prominent 
member of the International Association 
of Distributors, namely, Geo. W. Van- 
syckle. He is a credit to the organiza- 
tion. 



It is a fact beyond dispute that nine out 
of ten distributors do not get one third as 
much distributing as they should. They 
do not canvass their merchants thorough- 
ly and keep evei lastingly at them. Local 
merchants should be the distributors' best 
and most constant customers, and also 
endorse them to the general advertisers. 
Distributors should devote their whole 
time and attention to their local mer- 
chants, as they are on the ground and cm 
talk direct to each other. Too much time 
and attention is wasted in soliciting busi- 
ness from the general advertisers, then 
waiting for business to flow in. All that 
is necessary to bring your business before, 
the general advert sers is to mail them 
(under sealed letter postage) your card 
and a letter soliciting their business, and 
also keep your business constantly before 
them by inserting, your -advertisement in 
publications that reach them. When 
they are in need of a distributor in your 
section you will hear from them, and in 
the meantime turn your attention to your 
local merchants large and small I know 
that local merchants hire small boys at 25 
cents per day to distribute their matter, 
and also that they send.out their clerks 
. who waste their matter. I am also aware 
that thousands of merchants do not be- 
lieve in distributing, simply because they 
have noticed so much matter absolutely 
wasted; thus it is no easy task to get their 
distributing. But it can be done never- 
theless. I have done it. and so can every 
distributor who tries it- faithfully and 
gives an honest service. It matters not 
whether your town has a population of 
1,000 or 100,000, your local merchants are 
obliged to advertise their business in some 
manner. Newspapers get the bulk of the 
advertising,, simply because they are con- 
stantly after it and run down every other 
line in order to get it. But few merchants 
actually know the results derived from 
honest distributing, as no one has care- 
fully explained it to them; thus much 
business is lost.

If he should 
happen to be a merchant that does not- 
advertise at all, but depends upon- his 
long established business and wide ac- 
quaintance for his business, just call his 
attention to the large business his com- 
petitor does by shrewd advertising, or 
mention the fact that hundreds of people 
are taking advantage of the low fares 
offered by the trolly lines and go to the 
city to buy their goods, thus depriving 
him of the trade he should have, and 
would surely get if he would advertise 
his store.. If they will not give you a 
trial, then offer to distribute a trial order 
free of charge. If the matter is convinc- 
ing and offers inducements sufficient to 
warrant patronage, the results will then 
convince them that advertising pays, and 
you will get their constant patronage. If 
you should not be able to get distributing 
from your home merchants after offering 
above inducements, then you should visit 
the merchants in your neighboring towns 
and get them to advertise in your town, 
as your local merchants don't advertise, 



and there is a big field for trade. When 
your home merchants see this advertis- 
ing they will open their eyes in time to 
see the trade leaving them, and you may 
be assured that they will soon want your 
services. 

Start' now, and preach the service of 
house-to-house distributing to your home 
merchants, and keep everlastingly at it. 
Don't give up, no matter what obstacles 
you may encountet, for you must have 
the patronage of your home merchants if 
you hope to enjoy a prosperous and per- 
manent distributing business. 



The following circular accompanies the 
Certificates of Registration which are now 
being sent out by the Feister Printing Co. , 
Columbia avenue and Sixth street, Phila- 
delphia. It is worth reading and remem- 
bering :

When distributing, try 
and have two or three reliable business 
men look over your work, so that if anv 
one claims the work was not done proper-, 
ly, you have them to prove otherwise. 
Follow up your business carefully. Learn 
from the storekeepers how the various ar- 
ticles advertised are selling.

A cheap pamphlet, almanac or booklet 
is like a bad show. It can not hold or in- 
terest its audience. Do not blame the dis- 
tributor for poor results which should be 
attributed to bad printing, cheap paper, 
badly executed illustrations, etc. Adver- 
tisers should remember that they are the 
generals; the distributors, private soldiers 
for the nonce enlisted in their service. If 
they insist on providing these soldiers 
with poor ammunition their volleys, no 
matter how carefully aimed, will fall short 
of the execution expected. 
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MINTS IN THE LAKE. 



"The Dr. Miles Medical Co., Elkhart, 
Ind., spend thousands of dollars for dis- 
tributing their advertising matter from 
house to house; they have local contracts 
in nearly every town and city in the 
United States for their distribution. Their 
contract in this city is with a young mau 
wlio, it is alleged, instead of doing the 
work according to contract, drove to the 
lake last Wednesday and threw a quan- 
tity of the matter broadcast to the wind 
and water. The water for some distance 
along the shore was covered with 'Hints 
on Health.' To-day an inspector for the 
Dr. Miles M. dical Co. appeared on the 
scene, and will make it very uncomforta- 
ble for the young man, as he is liable to 
arrest and imprisonment." 

The above is a clipping from the Ken- 
dallville Daily Sun, dated Saturday, No- 
vember 13, 1897, and clearly shows that 
murder will out every time. .. Distributors 
cannot do dishonest work and keep it 
secret. The, large advertisers have too 
much at stake to allow their matter to get 
into dishonest hands mare than once. 

One single distribution poorly done 
ruins your reputation in the advertiser's 
mind. Take warding from the above 
item and don't ever let it occur to you, if 
you hope to retain your reputation and 
standing with the large general adver- 
tisers. 

The Feister Printing Co , of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., deserve much credit for the in- 
terest they have taken in behalf of local 
distributors who have an established rep- 
utation for honest service. They have 
prepared a list of registered distributors, 
which they send to general advertisers 
free of charge. They are one of the 
largest printing houses in the country, 
and print more matter for general adver- 
tisers than any other house, and are in a 
position to help all distributors registered 
with tbetn. 



When an advertiser insists upon your 
accepting work at a wholly inadequate 
figure, it is better far for you to refuse his 
work than to accede to his demands, and 
then give him the "best you can for the 
money". One of these worthies has re- 
peatedly offered a well known distributor 
Jti.25 per 1.000, and has just as often been 
turned down. He comes back again, 
though, regularly, and always with the 
same offer and an emphatic assertion that 
he wants service. "It is service i want," 
he says, "and service I must have;" but 
he never raised his offer. Worn out, at 
last the distributor replied, "You are stall- 
ing yourself. You don't want service. 
You want a promise of service, and the 
promise is all that you ever get at those 
prices."

The time-was when artists ef note 
scorned not to try their 'prentice hand at 
the painting of signs, and many a Royal 
Academician gave the public a lion or a 
unicorn, a magpie or a cockatrice, the last 
fabulous animal, supposed to have been 
hatched from a cock's egg by a toad, be- 
ing for some unknown reason quite a 
favorite, and represented as a serpent with 
a rooster's head. Among these painters 
„ were Charles Calton, one of the original 
Royal Academicians; Samuel Wade, who 
delighted in figures of Falstaff and other 
Shakespearean characters; Hogarth and 
Richard Wilson; while the vintner's inn 
'J at Hayes, Kent, boasted a grape-bordered 
z'J'St George and the Dragon," executed 
by Millais. — Lippincolf s. 



Notes. 

Paper and wood pulp letters, to which 
is added a binder, such as resin, shellac 

: or glue, dissolved in bichromate of potash, 
is being made to largely take the place of 

: metal letters. According to an exchange, 
they are made as follows: A mass is 

'made of wood pulp and a binder, and 
then modeled in suitable molds byhy- 
draulic pressure, then painted with oil 
colors and varnish', which renders them 
proof against atmospheric influence. 



. Every sign painter's shop should be 
provided with a. smooth stone slab on 
which to grind colors; also another 
smaller stone to hold in the hand. The 
dry pigment is then mixed stiff in 
oil and a small portion placed on the 
large stone; then with a circular motion 
it is rubbed and ground with the smaller 
stone. This is the way our forefathers 
ground their paint. It will be found 
quite handy in grinding up otherwise 
good paint which has become lumpy or 
stiff. 






Some sign painters complain that they 
cannot get a good white, one that will not 

' turn dingy when exposed to the air. 
Take old linseed oil that has nearly 
turned into varnish, and grind into this 
equal parts of zinc (white) and white lead 
and thin to a working consistency with 

* t arpentine. 

The postomce authorities should be 
heartily praised by all interested in legiti- 
mate advertising for the stand they have 
lately taken against the fake puzzle ads 
and the so-called missing word and letter 
contests which stare at the readers of 
many of the cheap monthly papers. The 
reader's chance of winning a prize is 
about as slim as finding Captain- Kidd's 
buried treasures. The missing letter 
business is very rank. The list is made 
up probably of ten or twenty geographical 
names, which, to all appearances, the 
missing letters are easily supplied, but the 
maker of the list is very careful to put in 
four or five words which may be filled in 
differently and still be a geographical 
name. The changes which may be made 
in a list containing four such words are 
many. Hence, if you should get a prize 
you must have each name as they have it. 
which is nearly impossible. Take B**t*n, 
'for instance. Nine hundred and ninety- 
nine will say it is Boston, while it may be 
on their list as Barton or Burton or some 
ether name. So you see how much

chance there is of securing a prize. We 
hope the authorities will weed it out, for 
it is this very kind of advertising that 
makes it so hard for legitimate and re- 
sponsible advertisers to get adequate re- 
turns to pay them. 



A writer in Varnish says : All greens 
may be darkened by the addition of black 
or blue, and lightened by the addition of 
yellow or white. 

To darken blues, add Prussian blue or 
black; to lighten, add white. 

To darken vermillion, add Indian red, 
venitian red, umber or Vandyke brown, 
according to the shade required; to 
lighten, add white. 

To darken Indian red or venitian red, 
add umber or Vandyke brown; to lighten, . 
add vermillion. 

To darken umber or Vandyke brown, 
add black; to lighten, add Indian or 
venitian red. 



Mr. J. T. Fritch, of Kutztown, Pa., is 
putting up a bulletin and bill posting ser- 
vice between Allentown and Reading, on 
the P. R. R. There are between thirty 
and forty towns and villages between 
these two cities.

We 
cannot see why a man with a string of 
towns cannot make a success of it. 



Printing and Decorating, commenting 
on an article which lately appeared in 
these columns in reference to painting 
signs on roofs that are painted with as- 
phaltum (varnish-coal tar combinations), 
says that the manufacturer of a product 
known to the trade as "Onresco" will 
kill the adds in. the roof paint for the 
time being, and that when white lead is 
put on this will not turn in color. We 
have had no experience with onresco, but 
as it is a water paint we are inclined to 
the opinion that it will not last long 
enough to meet the general requirements. 
The most of such signs are wanted to last 
as long as possible, and not merely for 
advertising signs intended to be painted 
out in a month or so. We can offer noth- 
ing more than we have. Having corre- 
sponded with some of the best painters 
in the country, we have ascertained that 
the problem of applying any kind of 
paint on it is yet to be solved. Paint 
sticks fairly well in most cases, but will 
eventually change color. In some cases 
it turns to a dirty green; in other in- 
stances it partakes of a yellowish cast; in 
most cases it fades out entirely, the color- 
ing matter in the pigment being entirely 
destroyed. I have been experimenting 
with zinc, but so far have had but little 
success. Linseed oil under the zinc does 
not do much good The fumes come 
through the oil. 



. Brushes may be cleaned with carbolic 
add, which is said not to effect the bris- 
tles as much as the alkili washes, such as 
salsoda, potash, etc. 



Linseed oil will mix with salsoda water, 
lime water, Babbet's potash water, com- 
mon lye water or vitrol water. In fact, 
will -mix with all the alkilis that are 
strong enough.

A shellac filler may be made by cutting 
shellac in salsoda and then mixing with 
linseed oil. This filler is excellent to put 
on surfaces that are affected by grease. 
Pigment may be stirred into it. 



ENGLAND. 



The Painters Magazine says: To detect 
adulterations of white lead, dilute nitric 
acid with water and pour in white lead. 
If it is pure, it will dissolve completely 
therein, and the other substance will re- 
main. The residum is again treated with 
fresh nitric acid, least the first liquid 
might have become saturated with white 
lead. By strong heating, the white lead 
may be changed back into lead, in which 
case the chalk or the heavy spar will re- 
main as residue. 



Bronzing may be put on with stale te:r 
as a binder instead of varnish. It should 
then be varnished. Will last quite well. 



Art in advertising is all right when not 
overdone. The question of art in this case 
has its limits. The limit is measured by 
the excess of returns as compared with 
the cost. 



Have you ever tried the anti-kalsomine 
method in sign work that is used in some 
of the cheap carriage factories to get a 
smooth surface? It is done as follows: 
The surface is primed throughout with 
oil and a little of some kind of cheap 
earth pigment. The puttying is then 
done. The anti-kalsomine is mixed in 
hot water, and a coat is put on every 
twenty-four hours successively for four or 
five coats. Then a mixture of about two 
parts oil, three parts japan and one part 
turpentine is then flowed on. After dry- 
ing, it is then sandpapered, which gives a 
very smooth surface, similar to polished 
work. This method is durable. Anti- 
kalsomine may be obtained through your 
dealer. 

The products known as onresco, plas- 
tic ' gypsine, which are of the nature of 
cement, all work well on brick walls, last 
quite well and do not cost more than one- 
fourth as much as a linseed oil paint. 



Answers to Correspondents. 

H. B. S. — Wants to know if there is 
any difference in the treatment of alumi- 
num bronze and other bronzes. None, 
except the size should be whitened with a 
little flake white or white lead. The best 
way to work bronzes of all kinds is to pnt 
on the size, and when it is dry, just so it 
shows the least perceptible tact, rub on 
the bronze with a dry rag, dipping the 
rag into the dry bronze. In this wise it is 
quicker and more evenly done. 



E. C. — Has been having trouble in get- 
ting posters to stick to painted surfaces. 
Wash your boards with a weak solution of 
salsoda water; when dry, put on the post- 
ers with a paste containing a little alum 
in solution. Another way is to rosin 
your boards. The idea is to destroy the 
gloss in the paint. Boards intended for 
posters should lie painted flat; that is, 
without gloss. This requires the paint to 
be heavily charged with pigment and tur- 
pentine. 

W. E. B.— Asks why some brands of 
white lead turn in color, producing a yel-. 
lowish cast The causes for this vagary 
are so numerous that it would fill several 
books to spedfy them all. Adulterations 
of all kinds are, no doubt, the principal 
ones; coarsely ground lead is another. 
Rain on fresh lead will yellow it. 



The following is from the. December it- 
- sue of The Bill Poster, London, England, 
the official organ of the United Bill Post- 
ers' Association, of Great Britain: 

"Towards the beginning of this month, 
we shall in all probability, see the publir. - 
tion of the prospectus of the colossal syi - 
dicate, about which there has lately been 
so much anxious enquiry and so much 
fluttering of the bill posting dovecote*. 
The scheme is one of vast magnitude, 11r.1l 
if successful its effects are likely to be far- 
reaching. We are rather diffident aboi t 
offering an opinion upon a scheme which 
is as yet not fully within our k::owltilj;i ; 
and can not but think that the extremely 
hostile criticism with which the amalga- 
mation has been met by certain financial 
papers is inspired by spite and disappoint- 
ed hopes. 

The amalgamation seems to us perfect- 
ly legitimate so long as it does not aim at 
becoming a monopoly.- We are aware 
that a monopoly has been suggested, but 
with the warning of America before their 
eyes, we can not think that serious busi- 
ness men can aim at such a mark. Mon- 
opolies are good for some trades, but it is 
fallacy to suppose that they are good for 
all. For what should we see if competi- 
tion were abolished in all trades? They 
would all be endeavoring to grow rich at 
each other's expense, or, in plain words, 
they would be cutting each other's throats. 
But a strong organization, even if it re- 
solves itself into a partial monopoly, is 
sometimes of great assistance even to the 
weaker members of a trade. 

So far, however, as present advices go. 
there does not seem much need to fear 
any danger to the best interests of the 
trade. The combination will certainly be 
a strong one. About 170 businesses have 
been negotiated for. Some are already 
purchased, and the company holds options 
to purchase the remainder. Amongst the 
businesses thus combined together, are 
some of the best known in the United 
Kingdom. The proposed capital is a 
large one — some two million pounds ster- 
ling. There should be a prosperous career 
for a company with such resources if its 
prospectus is able to inspire confidence in 
the investing public, and with a strong 
directorate we do not see why the com- 
pany should not do so. The published 
list of district managers includes some 
of the men best known in the trade for 
.their intelligence, shrewdness and busi- 
ness capacity." 

The editor, Mr. C. G. Wright, in an able- 
leader entitled, "Divided We Fall," in the 
same issue, directs attention to incipient 
panic among the members at two widely 
different points and warns them of the 
consequences. His arguments are strong 
and forceful, and he displays great fore- 
sight and much wisdom in his very time- 
ly exhortation. We can not see, though, 
how the association is going to lire if 
Youde's Limited succeeds, and, further- 
more, we can not see any reason why it 
should exist.

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<-•■; A. GREAT many advertisers, particularly 

.; those to whom the ways of bill posters 
are new, make a great mistake in the way 
they go about placing their business. It 
is all right to secure bottom figures, but it 
is all wrong to haggle. In many — in 
fact, nearly all the' smaller' towns the bill 
poster generally wields the brush himself, 
and letter writing is the most arduous task 
that he is called upon to perform. Nine 
times out of ten he will quote his lowest 
rates in replying to your first letter. If 

_ you succeed in gaining a further reduc- 
tion it will not. profit you. Bill posters, 
are much like other people — intensely 
human. The advertiser who pays the 
least wDl generally find that he gets the 
least. It is a very poor practice to pay 
less than is asked by -a bill poster. He 
has too many ways at hand in which "he 
can balance up accounts. If he keeps you 
off of a single good location, you are 
loser by your., course. Pay a fair price, 
and pay it cheerfully and promptly; al- 
ways pay association prices, and beware 

. of the bill poster who quotes lower rates. 
* • 

" During the past month we "have re- 
ceived numerous suggestions in the way 
of measures and plans looking to the im- 
provement of existing conditions in the 
small towns. Some are wise; and some 
..otherwise. One correspondent opines 
that bill posters in very small places 
should endeavor to control all distributing 
and own bulletin boards as welL Another 
' thinks that the publisher of the news- 
.■. paper should also own the boards and 
control the distributing, inasmuch as he 
might in this way make it worth his while 
to devote all of his time to advertising. 
All agree that an advance in prices is im- 
perative, some few even advocating a re- 
■■ turn to the exploded flat rate. The latter 
suggestion will not do at alL It has been 
tried, and has failed. Aside from the fact 
that space in small towns is not as val- - 
uable as the same space in cities, .there is 
"the greater proportionate expense of ap- 
portioning, such as shipping, correspond- 
ence, inspecting, etc. A return to the - 



flat rate is not to be thought of. Yet 
something must be done, or else bill post- 
ing will continue to be regarded as sup- 
plementary or accessory to publications. 
It will never enjoy the important consid- 
eration it merits until there is a reliable 
service in the villages— until an article 
can be successfully advertised every- 
where oa the boards alone, without re- 
course to other mediums. 

* 
* * 

In advocating a return to the flat rate 
of 12 cents, a correspondent points out 
the fact that many city bill posters are 
adding adjacent small towns to their 
plants and charging city rates therein. 
But that is no criterion. Such towns are 
nearly always -the suburbs cT the city in 
question, and belong, if not to the cor- 
poration, at least to the same community. 
They are nearly always connected by 
street or electric cars. Paper is shipped 
in one consignment to one address, and 
inspection is had at Utile or no additional 
cost 
It is the isolated small towns we speak 

■ of— villages that are a community in 
themselves. 

The prices must be raised. That much 
is plain. Without adequate .returns from 
his boards no one is going to give them 
the time and. attention necessary to pro- 

• vide a satisfactory service. 

But, while the prices must be advanced, 
a differential must a'so be maintained. 
Therefore, it would seem that the prevail- 
ing schedule must be raised all along the 
line. Will the cities consent? 'i'heir 
service is worth it, results justify it and 
there is reason to believe that advertisers 
will sta-d it cheerfully. 

* 
* * 

The International Association of Dis- 
tributors took a big jump in point of ■• 
membership last month. At this writing 
some fifty applicants have been accepted, 
about sixty rejected for cause and as 
many more applications are on file wait- 
ing investigation- regarding the applicant's 
character and standing. The rules of the 
organization require the secretary to make 
the most searching inquiries about appli- 
cants before they are admitted. This 
keeps the membership from growing as 
fast "as it would otherwise do, but it also 
keeps out scamps and scalawags. Adver- 
tisers are fast learning that the trade 
mark: of the I. A. D. on a distributor's 
letter head means that that distributor can 
be relied upon to give careful, honest, 
painstaking service. As a result, they 
are putting I. A. D. members on their lists 
as fast as they can get them. 

The I. A. D. will control the house-to- 
house work of the country before the 
year 1898 is at an end. 

* * 
The American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions is an accomplished fact. The 
organization has been perfected and 
everything now is in working order. This 
association has long been badly needed. 
What the fairs of America need worse 



than anything else at the present time is 
systematizing and the controling influence 
of a governing association. 

The American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions, will meet this want. It al- 
ready numbers among its members the 
state fair associations of all the principal 
states. We predict that with this start 
the smaller associations will soon apply 
for membership. 

It will be a great day when the agricul- 
tural societies of the country are all 
united in one grand league. 

Here is success and a long life of use- 
fulness to the American Association of 
Pairs and Expositions. In our capacity 
of official organ of the organization we 
promise to further its aims and purposes 
by all means in our power. 



BILL POSTING, PAST AND 
PRESENT. 



By Jam W. Hoke. 

This is Christmas Day in the morning, 
and I have a letter from the editor of 
Billboard commanding me to send on 
at once copy for the January number, "as 
the last form goes to press Dec. 27." 

Now, one of the unwritten clauses of 
my contract with Billboard is that I am 
to find fault. In fact," some of Bill- 
board's constant readers are beginning 
to call me the Great American Fault Find- 
er. .One reason .why I am expected to 
find fault is because any fool can do that. 
But I must confess that here is one who is 
at last up a stump. Rack my brain all I 
know how, I can't think of a blessed thing 
to-day to find fault with. 

The bill posting business is improving 
so rapidly, the bill posters of the entire 
country are improving their plants and 
methods so rapidly. - that the man who 
could find fault on Christmas morning 
must surely be a dyspeptic. 

This improvement in the bill posters' 
methods has in many towns resulted in 
increased prices; these increased prices 
have been . met by some advertisers as a 
thrust at their interests, and I hive re- 
cently felt called upon to take' sides with 
the billposters and against some adver- 
tisers who claim to have been robbed. 

A new concern of manufacturers, the 
members of which had heretofore been 
traveling salesmen for an old concern 
which in years gone by had done' some 
bill posting, started in business a few 
months ago, and one of the first things 
they did was to get out a three-sheet pos- 
ter. As is customary with a great many 
starters in this line of advertising, these 
three-sheets were sent out to thiir vatijus 
wholesale agents in the principal cities. 
In due course, the bill posters' bills began 
to come along, and then began a weeping 
and wailing and gnashing of teeth. The 
charges were seven cents a sheet, nine 
cents a sheet; even t jvelve cents a sheet. 
Horrible! Three cents was what they ex- 
pected to pay, same as in the past. 

I have had a number of interviews with 
these people, and believe I am beginning 
to convince them that while in the past 
they have paid only three cents in some 
towns, the possibility is that their paper 
was not well posted, in as conspicuous 
places, nor given the full time contracted 
for, as they are almost invariably certain 
of to-day. I have told them that if they 
will try to remember, they will recall the 
fact that in the past their paper in many 
towns was put 011 the rough side of clap- 



board barns, off on side streets, white now 
their paper is posted on well built bill- 
boards, erected on the most prominent 
thoroughfares. That they were given nt> 
guarantee that the paper should show for 
any length of time, while now they ar< 
absolutly sure that if they contract for 
thirty days they get thirty days. Ami 
not only is the paper protected- for the 
time contracted for, but if storms destroy 
or mutilate during that time the paper is 
promptly renewed and kept in fine condi- 
tion during the entire time. That whil- 
in the past they supposed their paper was 
all posted, there was really; very little 
chance of their knowing absolutely; but 
now they are supplied with .lists of loca- 
tions of their posters, and can go over the 
ground and check off every poster. 

But, most important of all, while in the 
past, bill posting' seldom paid the adver- 
tiser, now it invariably does— -if "the arti- 
cle advertised has merit and if dealers are 
properly supplied with the goods.

Last month Mr. Geo; H. Siebe, 
signing himself as President pro tent of 
the California Bill Posters'- Association, 
sent out invitations to bill posters of Cal- 
ifornia nearly all of whom •' are members 
of the Pacific Coast Bill Posters' Associ- ' 
ation,' inviting them to a meeting of what 
he was pleased to call' the California Bill 
Posters' Association, to be' held at the 
office of Siebe & Green, at 8 P. M. of 
December 8. .-"- ■ ?•''■'" . 

When the Pacific Coast Bill Posters' 
Association adjourned last" Julyv the ad-- 
jourmnent was until December 8th at 1 
P. M. In the invitation sent out by Mr. . 
Siebe, it was stated that tlnr majority of 
the bill posters of ■ California would be 
represented either'in-person or by proxy 
and in- connection with the invitation the 
statement was made that if the bill pos- 
ter addressed did not attend, they would 
consider that he was against the majority 
of the bill posters of- California. The 
Pacific Coast Bill Posters' Association met 
at 1 P. M. December Sth, -and as you will 
see by the minutes of the proceedings, a 
copy of which I forward The Billboard, 
the meeting was the most largely attended 
and enthusiastic we have had for some 
time, Considerable business was tran- 
sacted in the afternoon, and took a recess 
until 7 P, M., and after finishing the bus- 
iness of the session, adjourned to a neigh- 
boring banquet hall on the invitation of 
Owens & Varney, 

At about 8 o'clock or at the time for 
which Mr. Siebe had stated the California 
Bill Poster's' would meet, Mr. Siebe ap- 
peared at the office of Owens & Varney 
in a condition of vinous exhilaration and 
demanded admission to' the meeting of 
the Pacific Coast Bill Posters 1 Association 
on the strength of the fact that he had 
some time ago bought the business of Mr. 
Al. Stilwell in Oakland. When I in- 
formed him that according to the by-laws 
of the Pactfic Coast Bill Posters' Associa- 
tion the buying of a business did not give 
him any right as a member of our associ- 
ation unless elected in the regular way, 
he demanded a copy of the by-laws. I 
told him if he would call the next day 
that as a matter of courtesy I would fur- 
nish him with a copy, but as the rooms in 
which our association met were just above 
the office of Owens & Varney, and it was 
necessary to lock the office, I would have 
to ask him to retire. This he impudently 
refused to do, and it was necessary to 
eject him. Accompanying him on this 
visit were Messrs. Grubb & Gordon, two 
young fellows who once in a while do a 
job of sniping in and about San Francisco. 
It perhaps is not necessary to suggest that 
if there was a large attendance at his 
office to organize the California Bill Pos- 
ters' Association, he would not have had 
time or the desire to be admitted into the 
meeting of the Pacific Coast Association. 
These are facts within my own knowledge 
and I enclose one of the invitations sent 
out by Mr. Siebe to a member of our As- 
sociation. 

The banquet room to which our associ- 
ation adjournel at at. out 10 o'clock in the 
evening is in a large restaurant near by. 



While we were at supper a note was 
brought in calliug out one of our mem- 
bers into the general dining room. This 
gentleman, Mr. Hooson of Hay wards, in- 
formed me afterwards that he found Mr. 
Siebe with a number of men sitting at a 
table and he was introduced to them — 
one, as the bill poster at San Mateo, 
another, as the bill poster of Milpitas, 
and so on. Mr. Hooson remained in San 
Francisco the next day and saw some of 
these gentlemen posting paper on Siebe 
& Greens fences. When he expressed 
surprise that bill posters of other towns 
were posting bills for Sibe & Green in San 
Francisco,' they said they were helping 
them out on account of a rush of work. 
Is not the nature of the bluff apparent? 
Mr. Hooson and one or two others' of our 
association called at the office of Siebe & 
Green next day as "a matter of curiosity 
and Mr. Hooson was informed that Mr. . 
Morrissey of Marysville and another gen- 
tleman present had joined the 'California 
Bill Posters' Association, but. on being 
called on by Mr. Green to corroborate this 
Statement, they denied the soft impeach- 
ment 'Since that time, Mr. Hooson was 
informed that he was a member of the 
California Bill Posters' 'Association, but 
he had not even applied for membership. 

I enclose a letter from another member - 
bearing on this point which speaks for 
itself. 

By the way, Mr. Neild of Vallejo, a 
former member of the Pacific Cost Associ- 
ation who had been present during our 
sessions aud at the succeeding banquet, 
has since resigned from the Pacific Coast 
Bill Posters' Association, having doubt- 
less succumbed to the flattery of being 
elected Vice-President of the California ' 
Bill Posters' Association, the President of 
which is Mr." Siebe and the Secretary Mr. 
Loverich, Manager of Siebe & Green's 
Oakland business. 

' I do not believe that the so-called Cal- . 
ifornia Bill Posters' Association is at all a 
bonafide organization. I have since the 
meeting been informed by another mem- 
ber of our association who called at Siebe 
& Green's office, that Mr. Green was fur- 
ious at him for not attending the meeting 
of the alleged bill posters' association. 
Why should he be in such a state of mind 
if he had succeeded in his plans for or- 
ganizing an association? 

I notice by letter on page 19 of the last 
number of The Billboard, that Siebe & 
Green state that they have taken in an 
additional number of towns. Of the 
places named, Ocean View, Baden; Mil- 
brae, Belmont, Carlos, Milpitas and Albiso 
are hardly more than stations along the 
line of the Southern Railroad from San 
Francisco to Lan Jose. In Redwood City 
is located George West, who has been in 
business there as a bill poster for a num- 
ber of years and has been a member of 
the Pacific Coast Bill Posters' Association. 
This gentleman has been threatened by 
Siebe & Green with destruction of his 
business because he did not care to have 
any transaction with them. You will 
notice that in the same letter it is stated 
that Mr. Geo. H Siebe has been elected 
President pro tern of the new association. 
This statement is made under date of 
November 23rd and you wilt notice by 
one of the letters which we enclose that 
that the organization at that time had not 
had a meeting. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there has 
been in The Billboard one or two arti- 
cles that have been unjust to Owens & 
Varnev we appreciate your fairness and 
thank'you for the opportunity to be heard 
in reply to the bluffing statements made 
by Siebe & Green, I am.

"Gentlemen — We herewith send you the 
original copy of the meeting which took 
place, of the California Bill Posters' Asso- 
ciation. In addition to the. above, 'we 
have the following reply to make: . John 
Williams, bill poster of Portland, Ore., 
who. was elected vice-president of the Pa- 
cific Coast Bill Posters', has resigned from 
the ranks as. vice-president and as a mem- 
ber of the Pacific Coast Bill Posters' As- 
sociation, through the. influence of Siebe 
& Green. "M. D. Neild, Vallejo, Port 
Costa, Benecia, Martiuez, etc., also re- ' 
signed from the Pacific Coast B. P. Assn. 
and joined our ranks. Mr. H. G. Wil- 
shire, the owner of the plant called the 
Merchants' Ad Sign Co., at Los Angeles, 
accepted the toeasurership of the Pacific 
Coast B. P. Association. 
. Our Mr. Green immediately left for Los 
Angeles to start a plant of our own, but 
after talking the matter over with Mr. 
Wilshire the latter concluded to resign as 
treasurer and as a member of the Pacific 
Coast B. P. Association, and has also 
joined the California B. P. Association, 
and has even gone further by making a 
combination with. Siebe & Green, whereby 
if anybody sends work to a rival concern 
in. San Francisco no work will be taken 
from the party for Los Angeles, Oakland, 
Alameda and fifty other towns. 
. If .we do say it ourselves 1 ; we are simply 
doing wonderful, This association will 
be the strongest of its kind in the world 
to-day, and we know that every member 
will live up to the., letter of the rules of 
the association, for if they do not we will 
immediately start a bill posting plant of 
our own, the same as we have done in 
Petaluma, Santa Rosa, TJkiah, San Rafael 
and numerous other towns. It is not our 
intention to.go opposition and erect plants 
in smaller towns unless we are really com- 
pelled to. We do this in order to protect 
the advertisers and give them what they 
ask for. We believe, in fact, we know, 
that such a course will meet with the ap- 
proval of the advertising public in general. 

It is, indeed, a very heavy blow to the 
Pacific Coast B. P. A, which we really 
don't know who is a member of it, but 
when we took away its vice-president and 
its treasurer, leaving them only a presi- 
dent, viz., Lee Bros., of Santa Rosa, 
where we have our own plant, and Mr. 
Simpson, its secretary, who is a solicitor, 
for Owens & Varney, it beyond doubt 
proves that we are leaders of this situa- 
tion. And why shouldn't we be? We are 
acting honest and square, and can get the 
business, and that is what bill posters 
want. 

The kind notice that you gave us was 
greatly appreciated, and. you may rest as- 
sured that when the time comes we will 
reciprocate. 

Bob Campbell and J. Ballard Carroll we 
know are with us, and if they should be 
against us at the Associated Bill Posters' 
Association meeting, which will take place 
in Buffalo, you may rest assured that we 
will lose no sleep over it, but will make 
the A. B. P. A. feel it worse than we will; 
for if they will stand on ceremony of 
friendship instead of on business princi- 
ples, you will find us fighting harder than 
ever, and probably some day some of our 
enemies may have au opposition even in 
the East. It is not hard to do it. 

We are making a deal in San Francisco 
which will materially cut the business of 
Owens & Varney, and we expect to ac- 
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complish our purpose within the.next ten 
days, and as soon as we do you will hear' 
of it immediately. . In fact, we are almost- 
sure we will accomplish what we are after.

"Upon request of the president the secre- 
r tary then addressed the meeting as fol- 
lows : 
t Mr. President and Gentlemen — 

There is, perhaps, no enterprise exert- 
ig such direct influence in the fanning, 
'stock raising and manufacturing interests 
of a state as its Annual State Fair and In- 
dustrial " Exposition. Object lessons are 
J the most instructive kind,, and appeal to 
ithe man, woman or child as no other 
-lessons can appeal. Their influence is 
more impressive and lasting, and their 
result deeper-seated and more profitable. 
A well managed fair will afford opportu- 
nities for education by object lessons that 
reach, out to nearly every avenue of in. 
dustrial life. Its influence is felt in 
Kevery direction, and the new ideas, ex- 
periences, methods and results that are 
annually promulgated' redound, to the 
benefit and profit of all classes. There 
is not a home, a farm, a factory or a com- 
mercial business that cannot point to 
some improvement or profit resulting 
from the holding of the fair. The better 
the fair, the greater the results to the 
people and to their industries. So im- 
Iportant a state institution deserves the 
'best and unstinted support of the state. 
No state can appropriate funds to a better 
advantage than in aid and encouragement 
*>f its state fatr, as it is most surely re- 
turned many fold to the people, who de- 



rive benefits by being induced and stim- 
ulated to improvement and new enter- 
prises that increase their wealth and the 
wealth of the state, besides supplying 
comforts and conveniences that improve 
every condition, of life, make the home 
b-ighter and the -burdens of toil lighter. 
The institution also deserves the appre- 
ciation, influence and co-operation of 
every progressive citizen, who should 
interest himself in maintaining the dig- 
nity of the fair, in its importance as an 
educator and promoter of enterprise. 

Fair management is a study in itself. 
To obtain the best results and merit the 
approval of patrons and the people gen- 
erally, the best business methods should 
prevail, with jnst and uniform rules to 
govern every department. It is, however, 
a fact to be lamented that in the manage- 
ment of the business of the fair we do 
not, as a rule, bring into practice the 
same strict and uniform business methods 
that prevail in the operation of other 
corporations and enterprises. It is a fact 
that no two state fairs are alike in their 
methods of transacting business, rules of 
admission, entries and other matters with 
reference to exhibitors and to the general 
public. 

A few years ago I visited the fairs of 
several states and observed the methods 
of operation. I paid particular attention 
to the rules and regula ions governing 
important exhibits, the finances, execu- 
tive business, rules and methods of ad- 
mission, and such other matters as 
affected interests outside of the imme- 
diate locality in which the fair was held, 
and I was forced to the conviction that in 
no business was there such dissimilarity 

of practice as in the management of fairs 
in the different states, and this is not to 
the best interest of fairs, taking other 
successful enterprises as an example. 
Large manufacturing and commercial in- 
dustries have certain rules for business 
management that are applicable not 
merely in the locality of any single es- 
tablishment, but all over the country, 
wherever the industries are represented 
the rules of manufacture, finance and 
trade are practically the same, and people 
who come in business contact with them 
know exactly the routine of procedure 
necessary to consumate their business, 
because the roles are the same every- 
where. 

I have noticed that an exhibitor start- 
ing in for a circuit of fairs, becomes 
familiar with the rules of the first one he 
attends. When he strikes the next fair 
he is completely at sea, for the rules are 
entirely different. He says : "Oh, yon 
fellows don't know how to run a fair 
here; you ought to go to such a fair; they 
have this and they have that, and they 
don't have the other." Well, after the 
first day or two, or perhaps not until the 
close of the fair, he becomes familiar 
with the rules of the second, and upon 
arriving at the third fair in bis circuit, 
the first thing he does on proceeding to 
transact business is to go over the same 
grounds of complaint he had for his sec- 
ond fair, and so it is through the entire 
circuit. 



This same thing is true of the men who 
buy our privileges, and others with whom 
we come in business contact as fair man- 
agers, and so it will continue until the 
fairs get together and agree upon some 
basis for uniformity. This can be done 
through our association, if the fairs will 
take an interest in its membership and 
send delegates to the annual meeting to 
consult together over matters that affect 
the interest of all state fairs alike 

The American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions, as now constituted, can do a 
power of good in fair management, but 
it must have the hearty co-operation of 
its membership, which should include all 
the important state fairs that have here- 
tofore been c unected with it and others 
that desire to be benefited by concerted 
action. The annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation brings together representative fair 
managers, fresh from their fields of labor 
and ripe in the experiences through 
which they have passed from year to year. 
An interchange of practical experience 
from such men must result in the good of 
all, while a combination of their ideas of 
methods will give to each member plans 
: for operation that will not only make our 
methods of operation more uniform, but 
more protective and more profitib'e. 

I might cite many instances of excel- 
lent results that have been brought about 
by deliberations such as our association 
affords. An association formed in 1880, 
which eventually merged into this now 
American Association, brought about, 
through the determined effort and con- 
certed action of its members, some of the 
best and most profitable reforms in the 
fair management practiced at this time. 
To the judgment and decision of that 
association is due the abolition of pre- 
miums on agricultural implements and 
other articles of manufacture, that has 
not only saved the state fairs thousands 
of dollars, but has been decidedly accept- 
able to manufacturers, whose attentions 
are now devoted to practical demonstra- 
tions for convincing the public of the 
merits of their particular manufactures, 
and not as formerly, almost wholly to 
simply securing the premium. These ex- 
hibits must now stand upon their merits, 
as judged by an interested public The 
manufacturer is benefited, the fair is 
benefited and the public who seek to use 
are more interested and get a wider scope 
of information in their selections. 

Another reform introduced by this early 
association was that of discouraging the 
exhibition of common animals brought to 
the fair for the chance of sale, and 
which loaded up our pens and stalls to 
the exclusion of superior and pure bred 
animals, the breeding and introduction of 
which it was the object of the fair to ' 
promote. The reform in this particular 
was introduced by adopting the system of 
entrance fees in the live stock depart- 
ments. S ane of the fairs, however, pre- 
ferred the system of stall rents, but the 
result was the same. Worthless animals 
that had no show of a premium would 
not pay the fees, and it was only a year or 
two until the whole character of our live 
stock exhibits was changed, and there 
was presented for competitive exhibition 
only the choicest animals and herds of 
the various classes of pure breeds; ani- 
mals that did credit to the exhibitor and 
whose blood was worthy of introduction, 
and attracted increased attention on the 
part of fair visitors generally; not only 
this very important achievement, but the 



fees received brought another source of 
revenue that has been very acceptable. 

Many other improvements have been 
put into use through a knowledge gained 
by interchange of experiences and the 
recommendations of these association 
meetings, and many m re can certainly 
be br.»ught about. There are many vexed 
questions in fair management that are 
still unsolved, but that can be solved if 
we act together, and we can best act to- 
gether by keening up this American As- 
sociation of Fairs, and making it more 
useful and more potent in molding opin- 
ion and guarding the interests of its. 
membership. 

President Furnas urges me to solicit 
the active interest of every member, and 
to especially urge to action the members 
who have become dormant. At the next 
annual meeting, to be held in Omaha, we 
hope for the beginning of a new era that 
shall stamp the association as one of the 
important fixed bo-lies in connection with. 
the manpgement of State Fairs and In- 
dustrial Expositions, and an active inter- 
est on the part of a full membership. A. 
program Mill be prepared that will em- 
body discussions ou several important, 
subjects that affect fair management, and 
the president will assign representatives 
to prepare papers to be read and pub- 
lished in the general proceedings of that 
meeting. 

This advanced work will require ex- 
pense, and members who have not already 
do ae so are requested to send in their 
annual membership fees as per the rules. 
Some are in arrears for the past two- 
years. Let us make a strong effort for a. 
successful and profitable association and. 
a grand meeting when next held. 

Messrs. J. M. True and Jesse Stout, 
representing the new Wisconsin State- 
Board of Agriculture, that will assume 
legal existence on January 1, 1898, were 
present, and upon motion of Mr Down- 
ing were ex' ended the privileges of the 
meeting, except to vote. - - 

On motion, the reading of the minutes 
of the last annual meeting were dis- 
pensed with. 

After a brief address by President 
Furnas, reports were called for. 

Secretary T. J. Fleming submitted the 
following, which was approved and or- . 
dered placed upon the minutes :

THE BILLBOARD HAS BEEN DULY APPOINTED AND ACCREDITED THE OFFK - ORGAN OF THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF FAIRS AND EXPOSITONS 



On motion, 1 he secretary was directed 
t,> notify all delinquent members and re- 
vest the payment of dues for 1896 and 
j.' : 97, as per rules. 

On motion, it was agreed to recom- 
mend for the fairs of 1898 dates corre- 
sponding with the dates on which held in 
1S97, and which would be as follows : 

New York — August 22 to 27. 

Ohio — August 29 to September 3. 

Michigan— September 5 to 10. 

Minnesota— September 5 to 10. 

Indiana— September 12 to 17. 

Iowa — September 12 to 17. 

Wisconsin — September 19 to 24. 

Nebraska — September 19 to 24. 

Illinois — September 26 to October 1. 

St. Louis— October 3 to 8. 

The secretary was instructed to notify 
members not present of the dates agreed 
upon for recommendation. 

Mr. J. W. Fleming moved that the dates 
made for New York, Ohio and Michigan 
be subject to change, so as to give Ohio 
one week later, if agreeable, and that the 
matter be referred to the fairs named, 
which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Fleming, of Ohio, submitted the 
following, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That a committee of five be 
appointed, the president to be one mem- 
ber and the chairman, to wait upon the 
Traffic Associations for the purpose of 
urging that no discrimination be made 
against class horses in the matter of 
freight rates to and' from the fairs, and 
also to urge a low passenger rate, the 
hotel expenses of the committee, in at- 
tending meetings of the associations 
named, to be paid by this fair association. 

The committee, as constituted, consists 
of R. W. Furnas, chairman, Nebraska; 
W. W. Miller, Ohio; J. Irving Pearce, 
Illinois; D. R. McGinnis, Minnesota. 

At this point in the proceedings the 
subject of complimentary tickets was sug- 
gested, and considerable time 'was spent 
in discussing the matter. The president 
called upon each state to report its system 
of complimentaries, the number issued 
and the manner of distribution. 

On motion, a rec ss was taVen until 8 
o'clock p. m., at which hour the associa- 
tion again met and proceeded to business. 

The president announced as the first 
thirg in order the election of officers. 
The election resulted as follows : 

President — R. W. Furnas, Brownville, 
Nebraska. 

Vice President— A. J. Lovejoy, Roscoe, 
Illinois.

ARTICLE I. 
ORGANIZATION.

Mr. J. W. Fleming, assistant secretary 
of the Ohio board of agriculture, is well 
known to every fair organization in the 
country, arid his name is familiar to about 
every fair goer in Ohio. He has transact- 
ed fair business for exhibitors and others 
from way back along the. times of the 
Renicks, the McMillans, the Fullingtous, 
and other pioneer exhibitors, up. to the 
present time. He. is forty seven years 
old. His name never, graced the cata- 
logue of a Harvard, a Yale or a Princeton; 
his only early educational, advantages 
were those secured in a primary school, 
for at the age of twelve he was forced to 
begin the battle for bread for himself. 
He worked in a printing office, and dur- 
ing some of the war years was a street 
newsboy; times when people were eager 
for news, and papers quick to be sold. 
He never ran for councilman, constable. 
Congress, or the legislature, or even 
trained in these directions. In 1866, after 
a few months in a store, he entered the 
office of- the state board of agriculture, 
and having a desire for more book learn- 
ing, especially such as would fit him for 
business pursuits, he sought out a night 
school for a few months and dug out what 
little he could, which,' with what he was 
able to gain by practice, experience and 
contact with the business world from year 
to year, enabled him to advance in the 
department step by step, to his present 
position, which he has occupied these 
many years. 

Mr. Fleming is one of the oldest men 
about the state capital, in point of years of 
continuous service, having finished thirty- 
one years last November. In this time 
he has seen many changes, and can give 
reminiscences of the Various administra- 
tions from the time of old Governor John 
Brough down to the present Mr. Flem- 
ing delights in the work of the state fair, 
having known the institution in its migra- 
tory days, and followed and worked with 
it to its present magnificent permanent 
establishment. He has charge of the de- 
tail work of the Ohio Fair and manages 
its advertising. He is. secretary of the 
American Association of Fairs and Expo- 
sitions.

"Darling Brand Condensed Milk." There 
were the xtsual directions for use, the 
manufacturer's name and places of busi- 
ness. 

The ends of the can were bright and 
new, and well soldei id. My first thought 
was that I had received a sample of milk, 
and was accordingly thankful. But, 
without opening, I discovered the empti- 
ness of the can — and my expectations. 
Next I consulted the booklet. It was 
nicely illustrated, and purported to tell, 
in very fair type, on a very good quality 



milk'is than the kind I^have] been using. 
I looked the booklet through to find out 
some bed-rock facts about the new brand 
of milk. I failed utterly. The neat little 
pages assures whoever takes the pains to 
read them, as I did, that all the cows 
patronized by this factory are inspected — 
did not say how often — and known to be 
properly fed. It states, further, that only 
a sufficient quantity of the best of sugar 
is mixed with this milk to preserve it, and 
all the most improved processes are in 
practice in the factories where this milk 
is condensed. 

AVhen I had read the booklet all 
through, I was reminded, not to go out 
and buy, but of two lines of a little poem 
that somebody addressed to a katy-did. 
Here thev are : 



a can of Darling Milk from your grocer 
at less price; try it. See if 3'ou do not 
find it superior both in quality and purity 
to any other brand." 

How much cheaper, and how much bet- 
ter, is this "pig in a poke" than the pig 
already known and approved ? 

The first of these two questions might 
have been answered by simply stating the 
price of "Darling: Milk." The second 
could have been intelligently inquired 
into if a small sample had been conve- 
niently at hand. tn this busy age a 
housekeeper who has found_a satisfactory 
article for constant use will not take the 
trouble of purchasing something else only 
to prove the truth or falsity of an adver- 
tiser. 

The problem from the first has been,

Why" did the advertiser send the can ? 
Was it only an advertising freak ? It was 
of the size supposed to contain one pound 
of milk, but the average person old 
enough to know what the article is need 
not see the can. One would readily un- 
derstand if a grocer said : "One brand 
of condensed milk is worth ten cents a 
pound; another brand is worth eighteen 
cents for the same quantity. We sell 
both." And be very sure he will recom- 
mend the one that brings him the highest 
profit. That is only business for him, in 
spite of manufacturers' stories. 

I have not the least idea of the cost of 
these tin cans, but it seems to me that the 
sending them about in the way described 
must, necessarily, be wasteful; must be 
in a measure, useless advertising. I can 
speak for one woman at least. 

I shall never think of the "Darling 
BranS Condensed Milk" withoutthe com- 
panion thought of the boy's assuring 
words, "Only an advertisement." He 
wished to raise no expectations that 
would lead to disappointment. 

The proprietors of Pearline have always 
understood the sample distribution busi- 
ness thoroughly. The last distribution 
conducted by them in this locality was in 
their usual large and' generous fashion. 
There were several packages of Pearline, 
five or six, and a box or two, ( quarter 
pound) of baking powder, as they are in- 
troducing their own article — all that one 
could hold in both hands— for a merely 
nominal price; so small that I have for- 
gotten it These goods are distributed by 
men in uniforms, as quiet and decorous 
in their behaviour as government officers. 
Nowadays, when everything from sewing 
machines to soap powder, from dress 
goods to darning needles and door mats, 
are advertised by samples, it is not good 
form for a manufacturer to show himself 
niggardly. The neatly put up, properly 
presented sample will speak for itself. It 
is used and intelligently compared with 
• its kind. The manner of presentation is 
unconsciously remembered by the re- 
ceiver. That" is its first guaranty. The 
second must be within itself. Its merits 
or its failings must carry it. This new 
brand of- milk introduced by the- apolo- 
getic boy, by the empty can, by the de- 
ficient booklet, win it not always be re- 
membered as a delusion, as a waster of 
time and patience? 

I speak for one at least. I know of no 
reason why I should order "Darling 
Milk." I know of several reasons why I 
should not. One important reason is, 
there are other brands that are satisfac- 
tory. Another reason is, a man who will 
do such an inefficient piece of advertising 
might reasonably bc'suspected of making 
an inferior brand of condensed milk.

You can bet your 
last forty -dollar bill that this is on the 
square so Jar as commercial paper is con- 
cerned^ Who has the bulk of the theater 
work/ ■ Siebe & Green have now about 
all of it. 

Owens & Varney have this week posted 
for the last time paper for Friedlander, 
Gottlob & Co. Siebe & Green have the 
contract with this firm for 1S9S. They 
run the three best priced houses in Sau 
Francisco. . ■ . 

Mr. Owens informs me that he had 
been doing the posting for 1S97 at 2 cents 
per sheet, and the firm informed Mr. 
Owens that he. could . have the posting 
this year at i# cents per sheet, the price 
they„could get it done for. Mr. Owens 
refused to take less than 2 cents per 
sheet. There is where I draw the line. 
The theatrical managers should pav the 
regulation price, 3 cents, and give it to 
the bill poster. Siebe & Green do not de- 
serve any credit for getting the three best 
theaters away from Owens & Varney at a 
cut price. 

Mr. Simpson showed me messages from 
the Executive Committee that the Pacific 
Coast Bill Posters' Association was elected 
and admitted as members of the A. B. P. 
A. at New York this week, as you know 
by this time.

Angeles, nor does this association recog- 
nize the authority of the Associated Bill 
Posters' Association to force members on 
this association in violation of the con-

An official letter 
from that organization was read, inform- 
ing this associatson that they were "pre- 
emptorily ordered" to drop Messrs. Mc-

members, and to accept E. W. Campbell 
in their stead; also, to accept Mr. Chas. 
A. Harnois, of Missoula, Mont., as a 
member of our association.

Campbell's claim to recogition as a bill 
poster prior to the action of that body, 
and he declared their action in this matter 
an unwarranted interference in the affairs 
of this association, it being manifestly 
just and proper to have referred the entire 
subject to the Pacific Coast Association 
for investigation before taking any action 
in the premises. 

On motion, the secretary was instructed 
to write to the Associated Bill Posters' 
Association in effect that the Pacific Coast 
Association will in no manner recognize 
Mr. Campbell as a bill poster in Los

Cheap Distributing-. 

A few general advertisers new in the 
field, are attempting to get an absolutely 
honest distributing service at a price that 
invites dishonest service. They are pay- 
ing or offer to pay $1.25 for front door 
service and $2.00 for an absolute inside 
service, and, as one of them stated not 
long ago, that they had no trouble in con- 
tracting at these figures, ho doubt but that 
their proposition is accepted by the ma- 
jority of distributors, but the question is, 
Do they get the proper service? If they, 
do, the distributor loses, if they don't they 
are the losers. No distributor can afford 
to do distributing at these figures and ex- 
pect to give an honest service. J1.50 per 
thousand is the lowest price for front door 
service, and for inside service five dollars 
is a low price if he proposes to rap on each 
door, wait until some one comes to the 
door and hand it in. A trial will convince 
a distributor that if he gets out 250 a day 
in this manner he has done a big day's 
work. 

Many distributors not getting much 
business and anxious to get to work, ac- 
cept such propositions, and, after a trial, 
find they have bitten off more than they 
can chew, and the chances are that they 
will get a little careless in order to avoid 
losing money. 

. Advertisers make a serious mistake in 
beating a distributor down below a rea- 
sonable price. Distributing from house 
to house from eight to ten hours per day- 
is no snap, and a distributor who faithful- 
ly leaves only one piece of matter with 
each family and carries out his contract 
to the letter deserves good and sufficient 
pay, and every distributor should hold on 
to his price. You may lose a contract 
now and then, but the cheap distributors 
can not last. - 

The main fault with cheap distributing 
is that the advertisers seldom get good 
distributing, and as a result abandons this 
line 'of advertising as unprofitable, where, 
if he had paid a price sufficient to warrant 
an honest service, he would increase his 
appropriation annually. - 

Distributors should bear in mind that 
even though they are members of the I. 
A. D., they should not expect this associ- 
tion to do it all. They must continue to 
hustle for business just as hard as ever, 
and not expect the association to get all 
their business, and then kick if their ex- 
pectations are not realized. . 
;. jTfte^Best results can be obtained by each 
^dividual member constantly hustling, 
not only for himself, but for his fellow 
members. In nearly every city of any 
size there-are more or less firms that do 
general advertising to sell their goods, 
either by newspaper advertising, mailing - 
or distributing. Each distributor should 
visit personally all such firms in his city ..': 
and draw their attention to the I. A. D., / 
and the splendid service its member can 
render in almost every city of importance. 
Keep constantly at them, and you will 
soon have them interested, and they will 
give you and your fellow members a trial. 
The writer has some ten large advertisers 
in his city, and he keeps constantly at 
them, and the result will be that he will 
get much of their business,, and some will 
contract with nearly the entire member- 
ship in the near future. Start now and 
do vour share.

ters discourage distributing as much as' 
they can, in order to get advertisers to do 
more bill posting. Bill posters doing 
enough posting to keep themselves mod- 
erately busy, care nothing for distributing 
except to get the work and put it out any 
old way. I know of a few exceptions, but 
they are few and far between. These few 
, are of the new school of bill posters, and 
are not tied hand and foot by association 
red tape rules, and accept business from 
anybody who pays the price. They con- 
duct a special distributing department 
and constantly oversee the honest distri- 
bution of every piece of matter. They 
get all the business, and have the highest 
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The Why of h. 

A talk with many of the old established 
houses who do extensive distributing con- 
vinces me that they have not yet forgot- 
ten the service they got in former years 
by unreliable local distribute; s, principal- 
ly bill posters. They cite hundreds of 
cases where their matter was absolutely 
wasted, if ever an attempt was made at 
all, and many cases where they found 
thousands of pieces from various firms 
stored away, and even some persons never 
took the matter from the freight office. 
Thus they are wary of all propositions 
made them from parties all over the coun- 
try, especially bill posters who, as a rule, 
gave the poorest service; and I know per- 
sonally that many concerns turn down 
absolutely all propositions made by bill 
posters, and I don't blame them, as but 
few bill posters give distributing proper 
attention, especially in licensed towns, 
where they think they control the field 
and do as they please. 

-The margin of profit in bill posting is 
much greater than in distributing (if pro- 
perly done), therefore the bill poster nat- 



endorsement. However, they are in small 
towns; and it is necessary for them to fol- 
low both lines in order to make it pay. 

The former poor service rendered by 
hundreds of so-called distributors and bill 
posters has caused many large advertisers 
to cease doing distributing or to send their 
own men to travel from place to place, 
thus depriving honest distributors of mil- 
lions of pieces of matter annually. Hence 
it is absolutely necessary for every distrib- 
utor to do his utmost to give a result- 
bringing service and to present such ref- 
erence and testimonials to all advertisers 
that will convince them beyond a doubt 
that he is reliable. Furthermore, it is a 
duty he owes to himself and to the busi- 
ness to report direct to advertisers, if he 
notices their advertising matter wasted 
or poorly distributed. Get responsible 
persons to witness any poor work you may 
notice, then prepare a sworn affidavit with 
their names attached, but always give due 
credit to good, honest distributing, even 
if done by your bitterest enemy.

The Veteran Bill Poster of Lockport, N. 
Y., Hu Passed Away— He Did Not 
Long Survive His Friend Clayton. 



The announcement in the Union-Sun's 
spedal edition January 7 of the death of 
James H. Staats caused sincere sorrow 
throughout the dty. No man in Lock- 
port was better known than he, and none 
had more friends. With his passing an- 
other landmark is removed from sight, 
but he will long be kept in pleasant re- 
membrance. 

James H. Staats was born in Columbia 
village, Columbia county, near the Hud- 
son river, June 17, 1836. He comes of 
Dutch antecedents. His parents were 
Abram and Minerva Gray Staats. His 
brother, William H., of Newfane, was 
born while they were living in Monroe 
county, and in 1843 the family came to 
Lockport. The father was a sturdy 
American, who boasted Dutch ancestors 
who fought for independence in the Rev- 
olutionary war. 

He laid aside his studies in the school 
room at the age of fourteen, entering into 
the employ of Dr. Delano as clerk in 
his drug store. He was later appointed to 
a clerkship in the postoffice. 

In the year 1855 Mr. Staats opened a 
newsroom in the Arcade, and later moved 
it to the building on Pine street, now oc- 
cupied by Rowe's market. On account of 
poor health he was cbliged to quit busi- 
ness for two or three years, and sold out 
to William Scovel, spending those years 
at Albion, where he had married his first 
wife. He then returned to Lockport and 
re-established himself in the news busi- 
ness, continuing in it until the time of 
his death. 

Mr. Staats was an earnest Democrat, 
but never ran for public office. He was 
appointed clerk of the village of Lock- 
port, serving Four years. He was one of 
the charter members of the New York 
State Bill Posters' Assodation, of which 
he was secretary for three years. He was 
also a member of the Assodated Bill Post- 
ers' of the United States and Canada, and 
was widely known and esteemed by the 
many members of that organization. 

Among the theatrical profession he was 
widely known, and for some years he was 
the manager of the Hodge Opera House. 

His first wife was Miss Beach, of Al- 
bion, who died seventeen years ago. She 
bore him three children, a son, who died 
in infancy, a daughter, Mrs. Curt Black- 
ley, of Lockport, and a son, Lawrence 
D., who at the time of his mother's death 
was adopted by his uncle, Dr. Collins, of 
Rochester. 

He married his second wife on January 
4, 1887, who survives him. He leaves 
also his a^ed mother, Mrs. Miverva 
Staats, of Newfane; two children, Mrs. 
Blackley and Lawrence D. Collins; one 
brother, William H. Staats, of Newfane, 
and two sisters, Mrs. Sarah J. Richardson, 
of Newfane, and Mrs. Harry C. Mc- 
Collum, of Lockport. 

The funeral was held from the house, 
Beverly Place, at 1 1 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of January 10. Rev. W. E. Faber 
conducted the services.

When Solomon said, "The thing that 
hath been, it is that which shall be; and 
that which is done is that which shall be 
ilone, and there is no new thing under the 
sun," he was not guessing at it. This 
applies to sign painting as well as to any- 
thing else. There is but little room for 
originality. We may think for a time 
we are on to something new, but sooner 
or later we are undeceived. This is a big 
world. Many minds are concentrated on 
the very things we are thinking about. 
What makes us think this, is from the 
fact that a contemporary published an 
alphabet lately, purporting to be a new 
German alphabet. We have an old 
Egyptian alphabet of seventeen charac- 
ters, which historians claim lias been used 
from time immemorial. The characters, 
however, are rudely drawn. By com- 
paring this with the up-to-date alphabet, 
we find a striking similarity in them, 
which compels us to conclude that this 
latter alphabet is only an improvement on. 
the old Egyptian alphabet. There are 
more letters in the German alphabet, but 
they are drawn on the same plan. 

An advertising sign should be made 
plain. Anything that detracts from its 
legibility lessens its value from an adver- 
tising standpoint in proportion that its 
legibility is decreased. Flourishes and 
scrolls, nicely drawn, and fancy lettering 
are nice to look at, and reflect great credit 
on the artisan, but they won't sell goods. 
Endeavor, as' much as possible, to make 
the reading matter strong, plain and to 
the point, so that the average person can 
read it at a glance and understand it 
without hesitation. An unintelligent 
sign, or one that is hard to read, is an 
abomination, and when it is made so by 
the artist trying to get up something 
fancy, it calls for a useless expenditure of 
money, for which there is no excuse. I 
was talking to a prominent business man 
on this subject of advertising signs a few 
days since, one that spends thousands of 
dollars annually in advertising. Among 
other things, he said : "What is the use 
of a highly decorated sign if it don't as- 
sist in selling goods? A few may admire 
it, but the majority of people who have 
money to buy goods are too busy to ana- 
lyze the fine decorative features of a 
sign." He fvrther added : "This is the 
reason I don't patronize sign painters 
more than I do. I cannot afford to pay 
for the extra work in the way of decora- 
tion that some of them put on their signs, 
when it does me no good. If they would 
come down from their perch and get some 
business sense into their heads, there is 
no question but that their work would 
soon be doubled. All men recognize it as 
being the most stable advertising there 



La Tour is regarded as one of the best 
advertising sign painters in America, but 
it seems to us there is too much unused 
space on most of his* bulletins. We do 
not wish to be considered a carper. In 
fact, we do not care how he does his 
work. Still, we are aware that the public 
•letnands to know something more about 
the thing advertised than is usually dis- 
played on the boards. The New York 
people are not the only ones who advocate 
brevity in sign painting. Pittsburg i s 
noted for its big bulletin boards with 
nothing on them. The autocrat of mod- 
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em newspaper advertising never wrote 
an article on signs and posters that he did 
not express some of his erratic ideas on 
this point. This is his chief point of at- 
tack. But, then, Charles Austin is to be 
excused for his frenzied views, for he is- 
about half right. 

Sign painting is ever changing. What 
is the proper thing to-day, is out of date 
to-morrow. This is largely due to the 
itinerant sign painter, who, in the course 
of a season's travel, comes in contact with 
all varieties and manner of lettering. 
Several sign painters traveling the same 
territory will deduce different systems 
from the same observations. One will 
construct a system of fat letters, while 
another will chose another style to build 
from. 



Alum in paste is essential. It keeps 
the paste from spoiling and mice from 
eating it. Paste should be made with 
soft water. 



Strong masses of color wi'l attract the 
eye quicker than the most beautiful art 
tones. The persons that maintain the 
theory that the colors of a sign should 
be harmonious are not in it when it comes 
to advertising. 

Lower case letters are more easily read 
than caps because they are used the most. 
The reason why they are not used more 
than they are. is because sign painters do 
not learn to make them. In bulletin sign 
painting, .lower case may be often ad-, 
vantageously employed. It is usually 
customary to commence each sentence 
with a capital, the same as printed matter. 
Some sign painters commence each word 
with a capital. This is not in accordance 
with good usage of the English language. 

Muslin should not be sized with lime 
size, if the intention be to use water col- 
ors on it. Lime exerts a chemical reac- 
tion on some water colors, which is detri- 
mental to the color. A glue size is always 
best for water colors. Paste size, made in 
skim milk, is the best size for general 
purposes. Skim off the scum as it boils. 

There are several fillers on the market 
that will do for sign painters, but those in 
paste and liquid form are rather expen- 
sive; not so expensive if all is used, but 
when the package is broken the remainder 
soon spoils if not put into an air-tight 
receptacle, and is a dead loss. All sign 
painters use white lead. Buy some Reno 
filler, which comes in dry form, and mix 
it with white lead, about half and half, as 
near as you can guess. Put in enough 
turpentine japan to make it dry in the 
required time. You have a filler now 
which you can rely on under every and 
all circumstances. Some claim that % 
white lead and % Reno filler is the best 
way to mix it. It works the smoothest 
under sandpaper of any of the fillers. 
The color it gives is a dirty cream. If 
the board is intended to be white, give 
one coat of white lead, then one coat of 
lead and zinc, with but little oil and much 
turpentine. It is not necessary to give a 
coat of paint before puttying. Take and 
mix up some of the lead and filler in 
dryer to a stiff batter, and press into the 
cracks with a square pointed putty knife. 
It is not necessary to go to the extra work 
of sanding these puttied places. Put on 
the filling mixture and sand the whole at 

once. 

Answers to Correspondents. 

A. R. T. — Gold leaf, which contains 25 
leaves per book, costs about 45 cents re- 
tail; silver leaf, 25 leaves, about 15 cents. 
The tools required for laying leaf are a 
gilder's cushion, which costs from 75 



cents to $1.50, according to size; a gilder's 
knife, cost 50 cents; a gilder's burnisher, 
cost about $1. Bronze powders cost any- 
where from 10 cents to 50 cents, according 
to kind. Trench gold, gold color only, 
costs the most. If your dealer does not 
keep these products, you may obtain them 
from any art store that does a retail busi- 
ness through the mail. For an up-to-date 
process of gilding refer to the November, 
1897, issue. 



Luminous Paints. 

W. and B. — A complete process for 
making, luminous paints has never been 
published in TheIBiiaboard. We had 
intended to do so, and so promised; but 
realizing the impracticability of their be- 
ing manufactured by the ordinary painter 
we did not do so. But as the question 
has been asked several times, we take the 
liberty of presenting for your considera- 
tion the following process, which is copied 
from a contemporary, that you may see 
that it is impracticable for you to make it, 
without you intend to make a business of 
it. Luminous paints, in all colors, may 
be had at almost any novelty dealer's in 
painters' materials that retails through the 
mail. Write to Win. Sedgwick, 260 Clark 
street, Chicago : 

"Calcium sulphide is the substance 
usually employed in the preparation of 
such paints. Although this ingredient is 
simply a preparation of oyster shells and 
sulphur, roasted, it has been sold at $3 a 
pound. It was long made at this price in 
a single factory in England; but an Aus- 
trian firm found a way to produce it at 
50 cents a pound, and the price is still too 
great to admit of a general use of the 
material. 

"This caldum sulphide has a yellowish 
cast, which impairs its value for white 
paint, and besides this it loses its lumin- 
ous property when mixed with paints. 
A Dresden inventor, however, produces a 
luminous paint, white and colored, that 
is said to be very durable, retaining its 
color through the day and giving forth a 
bright glow by nighi. First, a varnish is 
made by melting Zanzibar or Kowrie 
copal over a charcoal fire; 15 parts of this 
is dissolved in 60 parts of French oil of 
turpentine, and the filtered solution is 
mixed with 25 parts, previously heated 
and- cooled, of pure linseed oil. Ordinary 
varnish will not do, as it contains lead or 
manganese, which destroys the phosphor- 
escence of caldum sulphite. Neither 
will it do to pass tlfe mixture through iron 
rolls, as iron injures its luminous prop- 
erties. Granite rolls are indicated as 
proper. 

"A pure white paint is produced with 
40 parts of this varnish to 6 parts pre- 
pared barium sulphate, 6 parts prepared 
caldum carbonate, 12 parts prepared zinc 
sulphide and 36 parts of good luminous 
caldum sulphide, .mixed in a proper vessel 
to an emulsion, and ground quite fine in 
a stone color mill. 

"Luminous paint of poor quality emits 
a light that soon fades, changing its color 
to a dull reddish or muddy color. A good 
quality of such paint has been known to 
retain its luminous property unimpaired 
for more than five years. 

"A temperature of 300 degrees to 400 
degrees will not effect a luminous condi- 
tion of calcium sulphide, though an in- 
crease of temperature of 25 degrees will 
render it much more luminous. That this 
is not a conversion of heat into light is 
showu by the fact that if kept at a high 
temperature it will become more luminous 
in a shorter time. A lowering of tem- 
perature by ether or other volatile liquid 
will diminish the luminosity. 
" "Phosphorescent powder may be pre- 
pared as follows : 10 ounces carbonate 
and phosphate of lime, obtained by cal- 



dning oyster shells and sepia bones, is 
mixed with 10 ounces caustic lime; then 
1% ounces chloride of sodium, calrined, 
are then added, and 20 to 25 per cent, of 
the wdght of sulphur, 3 to 7 per cent, 
sulphide of caldum, barium, strontium 
or magnesium, which has previously been 
exposed to sunlight. The lighting power 
is further increased by adding a phos- 
phorescent matter, obtained from the 
ashes of marine plants. These powders 
may be mixed with suitable varnish. 
Collodion, parafBne, silicate soda, etc., 
may be incorporated with them. 

"Luminous colors for artsts' use are 
prepared by using pure East Indian poppy 
oil instead of the varnish described as the 
Dresden invention; quantity same as for 
the varnish. The materials must be 
ground exceedingly fine. For luminous 
oil-color paints, pure linseed oil is used 
instead of the varnish. The oil must be 
cold-pressed and -thickened by heat. For 
making a luminous paper, take 40 parts 
of paper pulp, 10 parts water, 1 part gela- 
tine and 1 part bichromate of potash, 
with 10 parts of phosphorescent powder. 
Such paper will glow in the dark, and is 
suitable for labels, signs, etc. 

"Luminons paints are prepared for 
painting on glass, etc., by omitting var- 
nish and adding 10 per cent, more of 
Japanese wax and % this quantity of 
olive oil. This gives a wax color that 
may be used for decorating porcelain, to 
be afterwards carefully burned in (with- 
out access to air), or coated with soluble 



"For producing several colors of lumin- 
ous paint, proceed as follows: Red. 60 
parts varnish, 8 parts barium sulphate, 2 
parts prepared Madder lake, 6 parts pre- 
pared realgar (red arsenic sulphide) and 
30 parts of luminous caldum sulphide. ' 
The mixture of these is effected the same 
as described for the white luminous paint, 
and this will apply also to' all the hereto 
described colors. 

Blue— 42 parts varnish, • 10 t-5 parts 
barium sulphate, 6 2-5 parts ultra-marine 
blue, 5.2-5 cobalt- blue and 40 parts lumin- . 
ous caldum sulphide. 

Yellow — 48 parts varnish mixed with 
10 parts prepared barium sulphate, 8 parts 
barium chromate and 34 parts luminous 
calcium sulphide. 

Green — 48 parts varnish mixed with 10 
parts barium sulphate, 3 parts chromium 
oxide green and 34 parts luminous cal- • 
cium sulphide. 

Orange) — 46 parts varnish, 17 % parts 
barium sulphate, 1 part prepared Indian 
yellow, l}£ parts Madder lake, 38 parts 
luminous caldum sulphide. 

Violet — 42 parts varnish, 10.2 parts prev 
pa.ed barium sulphate, 2.8 parts ultra- 
marine violet, 9 parts cobalt arsenate, 36 
parts luminous caldum sulphide. 

Gray— 45 parts varnish mixed with 6 
parts prepared barium sulphate, 6 parts 
prepared caldum carbonate, 0.5 part ultra- 
marine blue, 6.5 parts gray zinc sulphide. 

Yellowish-Brown — 48 parts varnish, 10 
parts precipitated barium sulphate, 8 parts 
augripigment and 34 parts luminous cal- 
dum sulphide. ■ 

"The varnish used in making these 
compositions is that described elsewhere.-- 
Calcium sulphide (C. A. S.) is obtained 
by heating in a dose vessel a mixture of 
3 parts of oyster shells and 1 part sub- 
limed sulphur. The shells are first- 
cleaned, then . heated a half hour, then 
cooled off and pulverized. The gray par- 
tides are removed, and the white powder 
is placed in a crucible (covered with a 
paste made of beer and sand), with alter- 
nate layers of sulphur. After an hour's 
heating, the mass is cooled and the pow- 
der is sifted and ground with gum and 
water. This preparation is also known as 
Canton's phosphorus, so named fron 
John Canton, F. R. S. (171S-1722), 
English electridan and physidst."

BOARD. Your agitation to increase prices for 
country posting is a move in the right direction. 
' For instance, a party wants S20 % year for a 20- 
sheet space. We cannot charge more than the 
association price, 4 cents per sheet, which is 
S9.60 for the 20-sheet spacer if it is covered aU 
the year, which is not the case. On account of 
rain here in the winter, advertisers shut the 
paper off for about three months, which leaves 
S7-» a year for t"e stand. With a plant of ten 
stands, from 20 to 74-sheet capacity, where does 
the small bill poster get in? Only as a side issue 
and with the hope of increase of population and 
growth of town does the country bill poster hold 
on with a tenacity worthy of a bettercause. 

If he puts -p a good plant in his town, he can 
not hope to i.eu pay for the lumber for years, 
which we know from experience; but with bet- 
ter prices we could afford to put up first-class 
I boards and maintain them as such. 

Now we are going to try a plan which, if the 
advertiser will accept, will enable us to put up 
new boards and at the same time aid them very 
much. We are going to erect boards 2j4 feet 
higher than those now in use (10 feet), and 
paint signs on them at a price that will pay for 
the boards for one year's showing, and at the 
same time will be cheaper than the same space 
would be even at 4 cents per sheet, be more at- 
tractive and not affected by the weather.. This 
is the only plan by which country bill posters 
can keep up- plants, and this is only open to 
those who can paix.t signs. 

We have on our boards Beeroan's Gam, Star 
Tobacco, Bull Durham, Piper Heidsieck, Aunt 
jemima Pancake Flour, Sandow Cigar. Export 
and La Capitan General Cigar and some local 
work.

Still, it should be re- 
membered that there are good distributors 
outside of the association who, by reason 
of honest, efficient service in the past, 
have earned the esteem and confidence of 
many advertisers. It is demanding en- 
tirely too much of an advertiser to expect 
him to summarily cut off these faithful 
servitors and transfer his patronage to an 
entirely new man simply because the 
latter is a member of the I. A. of D. and 
enjoys the advantages of its guarantee. 
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No advertiser whose patronage is worth 
striving for will be guilty of any such 
injustice. 

* 

* * 

Nevertheless, the I. A. of D. mem- 
bers will triumph in the end. The in- 
fluence of the organization is a powerful 
one. No one who has been a member for 
a year will deny that he has been bene- 
fited. He has found that his business has 
grown — slowly, perhaps — but materially, 
and that the growth can be directly at- 
tributed to his membership in the asso- 
ciation. As we said before, the time will 
come when the I. A. oT D. can deny its 
guarantee to advertisers who patronize 
distributors operating in opposition to any 
of its members, but the time' for such 
action is not now, nor is it near at hand. 
Any attempt to institute such a policy at 
present, or in the near future, would savor 
strongly "of coercion, and coercion, no 
matter how feasible or expedient it may 
appear, is never advisable. The I. A. of 
D. is making magnificent headway. We 
sincerely hope nothing will be attempted 
which is likely to prejudice advertisers 
against it and impede its progress. 

* * 

In spite of all the stuff that is written 
and printed about the value 'of newspaper 
space, any serious, thinking advertiser, if 
he will but stop to consider, knows that 
it is ephemeral, and consequently fleeting 
and unsubstantial. ' Can any one imagine 
a more useless, worthless thing than yes- 
terday's paper? Hardly; and yet how 
incessantly we hear it asserted that the 
daily paper is the best of all advertising 
mediums. How seldom the assertion is 
challenged. Column after column of 
flapdoodle, merely ringing the changes 
on this one theme, is ground out daily. 
Advertising papers vie with one another 
in extravagant reiterations of the fallacy. 
Authorities (save the mark), no matter 
how widely they may differ on other 
phases of advertising, are practically a 
unit when the question of the best adver- 
tising medium is broached. 

After all is said and done, though, it is 
really a difficult matter to find a medium 
which does not possess more real claims 
on the consideration of an advertiser than 
these self-same, much vaunted news- 
papers. 

* 

* * 

Of all the doddering idiocy that a par- 
cel of lunatics could be guilty of, the 
recent action of the ExecutivejCommittee 
of the A. B. P. in appointing a committee 
on constitution and by-laws is the worst. 
Think of it ! An Executive Committee, 
a body which by its very name is merely 
administrative, usurping the. legislative 
prerogative of the members in convention 
assembled. And Jefferson's, Cushing's, 
Roberts' and Smith's manuals may be 
bought at such reasonable prices, too. 
Oh ! dear; oh ! dear. As the committee 
seems to be so woefully off on the subject 
of parliamentary practice, we are im- 
pelled to inform it that it has made an 
ass of itself. If the constitution and by- 



laws need amendment or revision in the 
estimation of the president, he may sug- 
gest it in his message or address at a 
regular meeting, and the matter may then 
be taken up. The function of the Execu- 
tive Committee is to execute, to carry 
into effect the behests of the members at 
large - nothing more —Mr. Stahlbrodt to 
the contrary, notwithstanding.

On: of Them -Sees the Handwriting on 
the Wall and Interpret* It 

Englishmen -are fond of forming so- 
cieties. Perhaps something of this ten- 
dency is unduly observable on this side 
of the water, but for present purposes it 
is unnecessary to look close at home. The 
Hnglishmeu demonstrate their trait in 
this line most ostentatiously whenever a 
great public event is at hand. This was 
exemplified in the days preceding the 
Queen's Jubilee, when the entire area of 
the British Isles was plastered with char- 
ity funds, . public improvement funds, 
societies for this, that and the other pur- 
pose. It was'a revel of organization that 
reminded the observer of the days of the 
worthy men and women who undertook 
to supply natives of Borboola-Gha with 
flannel shirts and poke, bonnets. Now 
coines a line of effort that, however it 
may smack of the British tendency to 
organize upon the slightest pretext, will 
enlist the sympathies of many American 
citizens who have suffered from a similar 
cause. It is called the National Society 
for Checking the Abuses of Public Adver- 
tising. It is an aesthetic propaganda, and 
it deserves success in its plea for the 
amelioration of the condition of the thor- 
oughfares of modern cities. There is a 
disposition at present making itself very 
apparent to hoist the proclamation of all 
sorts of wares into public notice without 
the least regard for the proprieties of 
scenery .'architecture or general surround- 
ings. The eye is -constantly being of- 
fended by the intrusion in the vision of 
glaring advertisements on dead walls and 
fences. The poster craze has contributed 
its share to the demoralization of the 
streets. Green girls and blue cows call 
attention to pale pink beverages, while 
purple men declaim with spiral grace 
upon the virtues of lavender villa sites. 
Electricity has been utilized" to a dazzling, 
blinding extent to announce the unex- 
ampled excellence of all sorts of aspirants 
for public favor, patent medicines, liquors, 
cigars, real estate, bicycles, theatrical en- 
tertainments and what not. The atmos- 
phere is eloquent in color and illumina- 
tion in behalf of the wares of mankind. 
It is. a serious question whether such ad- 
vertising really pays. The newspaper 
thfit reaches the people in the quiet of 
their homes, where plain facts can best 
appeal to the intellect, is by far the 
preferable medium of communication. 
The glaring sign that offends the taste 
and the public sentiment is not apt to be 
an efficient' missionary. .-But somebody 
has started the tiling going, and it will 
probably continue, with trade after trade 
falling into line until the sky, the air and 
the landscape have been surrendered 
wholly to the blaze of light and color.— 
Washington Star.

The Founder of the New York Bill Pott- 
ers'' Association Passes Away. 



C. M. Whitmier, of the firm of Whit- 
mier & Filbrick, died at his home, No. 
179 South Division street, Buffalo, N. Y., 
at 10:58 o'clock Thursday, January 20. 

The end was not unexpected, as Mr. 
Whitmier had been ill for a long time, 
but when it came, it was not without its 
shock. 

Probably no man was more generally 
known in Buffalo, and, in fact, in New 
York State, than was Mr. Whitmier. He 
had ever been a stirring business man, 
and his diverse enterprises brought him 
into an acquaintance with thousands of 
persons every year. 

To bill posters all over the United 
States and Canada his name was as fa- 
miliar as a household word. James H. 
Staats, of Lockport, N. Y., who also 
passed away during the past month, in- 
formed the writer that it was Mr. Whit- 
mier to whom the credit of forming the 
New York Bill Posters' Association was 
due. Upon investigation, this was found 
to be true. 

Mr. Whitmier was born in Germany 
fifty-two years ago. He came to this 
country with his parents when he was fif- 
teen years old. The family settled in 

• Owego. Mr. Whitmier engaged in sev- 
eral branches of business, and atone time 
was one of the most extensive handlers of 
patent medicines in the United States. 
Twenty-five years ago he came to Buffalo, ■ 
buying out the bill posting firm of Walker 
& Bro. In this line he continued till the 

• time of his death, though in the mean- 
time he was interested in many other en- 
terprises. Several years ago he received 
into partnership with him C. F. Filbrick, 
who had served him faithfully for many 
years, and the new firm became as well 
known as the old one. 

Some time ago Mr. Whitmier became 
interested in the culture of grapes and 
the manufacture of native wines. He 

• bought a large vineyard near Brocton, 
Chautauqua county, and became a whole- 
sale wine merchant- 
Mr. Whitmier was married, soon after 

coming- to Buffalo, to Miss Annie Parker, 
who survives him. The deceased had 
been in failing health since the middle of 
last August, when he was injured in "a fall 
he' received at Brocton. He ascribed 
much of his ill health to that cause, but 
the physician- says -his-death-was-due-to 
cancer of the stomach. 

Bill posters everywhere will learn of 
Mr. Whitmier's death with the keenest 

' sorrow and regret; "Mrs. Whitihier and' 
Mr. Filbrick have the sympathy and con-

"YOUDE'S LIMITED ** FAILS. 

The magnificently audacious scheme to 
syndicate the bill posting plants of the ' 
United Kingdom has failed. The follow- 
ing letter from Mr. Bennell, one of the 
promoters of the daring effort, is self- 
explanatory : 

London, England, Jan. 7, 1898. 
Editor of The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O., U. S. A. 
Dear Sir — I have four communications 
of yours before me, two dated November 
29, one dated December 6 and another 
dated December 7. I have not had a mo- 
ment during the past few months to do 
any kind of correspondence that was not 
absolutely essential, and much that has 
been essential even has been neglected, 
heaps of letters and telegrams remaining 
unanswered for days and weeks. This 
mils': be my apology for not replying to 
your communications earlier. All your 
communications have been sent to Man- 
chester, but it will be as well to address 
any other letters to me at the above ad- 
dress. I am obliged for the copy of The 
Billboard, which you have forwarded to 
Manchester, and which has reached me 
from thence, in exchange for a copy of 
Youde's Bill Posting Journal. I am 
afraid that the last issue of this publica- 
tion, Youde's Journal, has been sent out; 
at any rate, for the present, as, unfortu- 
nately, at the crowning point of our efforts, 
the necessary subscription of cash by the 
public, has not been sufficient to justify 
the directors continuing the scheme, and 
such moneys as have been received have 
been returned, so that the company may 
be considered dead for the time, being. 
Efforts are, however, being made to re- 
susitate it on new lines, and these may be 
successful in some way or other; and, in 
fact, such combination as Mr. Youde has 
shadowed forth must take place in this 
country, unless the trade is to be abso- 
lutely worthless, and to be a prey for the 
advertisers more than it has been before. 
It would take a volume to explain the real 
inwardness of the movement. It occurs 
to me that you might like an article on 
the subject and that it might be worth' 
something to yon, but perhaps the time 
has scarcely come yet to write it, as ef- 
forts are still being made to bring about 
the amalgamation on the lines which Mr. 
Youde has laid down, and when they have 
been carried to a successful issue, or 
finally abandoned, I might be able to 
■write you such an article, which may be 
of some value to you, and you can let me 
know what you think of the idea. ' 

If you take up the voting contest, you 
may be perfectly sure that the meeting 
will be held, whatever may be the out- 
come of the arrangements that may event- 
ually be made with regard to the business 
on this side. 

I shall be pleased to assist you in any 
way I can, and am obliged for the Christ- 
mas issue of your periodical, which duly 
reached me.

Charles J. Patterson applied to Justice 
Maddox, in the Supreme Court, on behalf 
of the plaintiff in the suit of Margaret 
Fitchett, as administratrix of the estate 
of her husband, George H. Fitchett, 
against Thomas J. Murphy, Bernard 
link, William P. Fay and the American 
.Bill Posting Co., for an order permitting 
the plaintiff to examine the books of the 
company. Mr. Patterson said that from 
the time of its incorporation until April, 
1897, Fitchett was the president of the 
American Bill Posting Co. He worked 
for nothing, and the only salaried officer 
of the company was Bernard Link, who, 
J as manager, got $35 a week. In April 
^the defendants, who owned five-sixths of 
; the stock of the company, ousted Fitchett 
~ and elected Murphy president at a salary 
of $100 a week, Link treasurer and man- 
ager at a salary of $80 a week, and Fay 
secretary at a salary of $50 a week, thus 
spending $11,960 a year for what, under 
Fitchett's administration, cost $1,820. On 
June 8, 1897, Fitchett died, and his 
■widow, who owns fifteen shares of the 
company's stock, is suing to restrain the 
company from paying these big salaries 
to its officers and for an accounting from 
the officers and judgment directing them 
to pay back the salaries they have re- 
ceived. Mr. Patterson said that she de- 
sired to examine the books.- The defend- 
ants told her that • personally she might 
have that privilege, but she could send no 
one to act in her stead. As she knows 
nothing of bookkeeping, a personal ex- 
amination would benefit her nothing. . 

W.- J. Foster, in opposition, said that 
the defendants denied that t ey had raised - 
salaries at the meeting in- April. In Sep- 
tember," 1894, salaries of officers were 
fixed at $50 a week, with the exception of 
the treasurer, who got $100. Fitchett re- 
ceived his $ 50 a week, as did the others. 
Mr. Foster gave several reasons why he 
believed Mrs. Fitchett' should not be al- 
lowed to have an expert accountant ex- 
nine the books, and decision was re-

that many city bill posters send to the 
large advertising firms a list of towns ad- 
jacent to his city, that he has a controling 
interest in, for the only reason that he 
may secure larger contracts. He then 
sends a few posters to the local bill poster 
and deducts 10 per cent, of the amount of 
the local bill poster's bill. This is true; 
at the same time -.the city bill poster does 
not control space enough in the small 
towns to hang a XL S. i-cent postage 
stamp. . This kind of business has got to 
stop. Let all large advertisers secure a 
full list of all small town bill posters from 
The Billboard Publishing Co. Send 
the work direct to the local bill poster. 
; No city bill poster has a string on me."

T. T. Little and the Valken Likely to Fight 
the Claims Out la the Courts. 



Not long ago J. T. Little, clerk of the 
justice courts, organized a company to do 
bill posting. Previous to that time the 
bill posting business of Detroit had been 
almost entirely in the hands of H. W. 
Walker & Co., and the firm was consid- 
ered to have such a "good thing" that 
Little and a few of his friends conceived 
the idea that it would be an equally good 
thing to break up that monopoly and cap- 
ture a share of the business. 

The new company worked quietly at 
first, and before the old company knew 
what was happening they had a goodly 
number of the billboards about the city 
rented, had bought others outright, and 
had erected still others where none were 
before. They were just getting into nice 
shape to do a fine business when the old 
company discovered what was up and be- 
gan to strew tacks in the path. 

One of these tacks developed into a 
suit, which is now on trial in the justice 
court. The bone of contention is the 
right to post bills on a certain board on 
Michigan avenue, just east of Trumbull. 
The property is owned by J. F. Webber 
and leased to the Banner Creamery Co. 
Little thought he had a good lease to the 
board, and he covered it with his paper, 
but the Walker company came along and 
covered' that paper with other paper, and 
now it looks as though the case Would 
have to be fought "through seve.al courts 
before a settlement can be reached. A 
billboard war, with cut rates and all the 
accompaniments, may be the result.

Fair Managers' Association Con- 
vention Will Be Held at Lima, 
Ohio, Febr aat y 9th. 



Through the courtesy of Mr. A. P. 
Sandles, of Ottawa, Ohio, we are enabled 
to present herewith the programme and 
proposed constitution of the Western 
Ohio Fair Managers' Association 

On July 31, 1897, a very enthusiastic 
meeting of fair managers was held at Ot- 
tawa, Ohio, for the purpose of discussing 
the management of fairs. - The meeting 
was largely attended, some nine or ten 
counties being represented; many new 
ideas were presented and discussed. That 
the meeting was a succees, and resulted 
. in much good, was the verdict of all 
present. . A committee was .appointed to 
formulate a plan of organization, to draft 
a constitution, to select a place and time 
for another meeting and to prepare a pro- 
gramme for same. 

That committee met at Lima, December 
29,1897, and drew up a constitution, which 
is herewith submitted : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

NAME. . 

Section r. The name of this society 
shall be The Western Ohio Fair Man- 
agers' Association. 

ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT. 

Sec 1. The object of this Association 

shall be the improvement of agriculture, 

the unification and mutual protection of 

the agricultural fairs of Western Ohio. 

ARTICLE III. 

MEMBERS. 

Sec. i. This Association shall consist 
of such agricultural societies as will .an- 
nually pay into the treasury of this Asso- 
ciation the sum of two dollars, and any 
assessments that may be levied by a 
three-fourths vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee, not to exceed in any one assess- 
ment the sum of one dollar. 

Sec 2. In the meetings of this Asso- 
ciation the delegation shall consist of the 
officers and managers of each member 
belonging. 

Sec 3. Each member represented at a 
meeting of this Association shall be en- 
titled to one vote. 

Sec. 4. — The secretary of each member 
shall furnish an alphabetically arranged 
list of the members and exhibitors of his 
society, together with the address of each, 
to the Association secretary, who shall 
publish all such names and furnish each 
member with a copy of the same. 
ARTICLE IV. ... 

OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 

Sec i. The officers of this Association 
shall consist of a president, two vice- 
presidents (first and second), a secretary 
and a treasurer. 

Sec 2. The Executive Committee of 
this Association shall consist of the above- 
named officers and four additional dele- 
Kates to be appointed by the president. 

Sec. 3. An Advertising Committee shall 
consist of the Executive Committee and 
secretary, to be chosen at the annual 
meeting. 

Sec. 4. All officers shall be elected at 
the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE V. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

^ec. i. The president shall be the pre- 
M'ling officer at all meetings of the Asso- 
ci-ition and of the Executive Committee. 

s "c. 2. In the absence of the president 
• Ik- vice-presidents shall, in their numeri- 
cal order, perform the duties of the presi- 

•ivllf. 



Sec 3. The secretary shall keep the 
minutes of the meetings of the Associa- 
tion and of the Executive Committee; 
have charge of all books and papers per- 
taining to the office; keep a list of the 
members of the Association; conduct the 
correspondence of the Association; collect 
all money due the Associatson and pay the 
same over to the treasurer and take his 
receipt therefor; sign all orders drawn on 
the treasury; keep a record of such orders; 
superintend the publication of all matters 
published by the Association; publish no- 
tice and notify members of all annual and 
special meetings; notify members of all 
blacklisted persons, and perform such 
other duties as the rules and regulations 
of this Association may from time to time 
require of him. 

Sec 4. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the funds of the Association, 
and shall pay the same out upon the order 
of the Association and, warrant of the Sec- 
retary; shall keep a correct account of the 
receipts and disbursements, and make a 
full report thereof at the annual meeting 
of the Association. 

Sec, 5. The officers of the Association 
shall receive such compensation as the 
Association may direct. 

ARTICLE VI. 

POWER AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 

Secit. The Executive Committee shall 
have charge of the finances, membership, 
printing and all such matters pertaining 
to the Association. It shall make pro- 
grams for the meetings of the Associa- 
tions, fill all vacancies that may occur in 
the offices and committees- between annual 
meetings; make such by-laws, rules and 
regulations for the government of the As- 
sociation as may be deemed necessary, 
and shall constitute an auditing board 
-which shall pass upon all accounts pre- 
sented against the Association; it shall 
meet at such times and places as the Pre- 
sident may designate, and shall report at 
the annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. The Advertising Committee 
shall procure samples of advertising mat- 
ter to be presented at the meetings of the 
Association. 

ARTICLE VII. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec; 1 The Annual meeting of this As- 
sociation shall be held on the First Wed- 
nesday after the First Monday in Febru- 
ary, of each year, at such place as the pre- 
vious annual meeting shall designate. 

Sec 2. Special meetings may be held 
at such times and places as a majority of 
the Executive Committee shall designate. 

Sec. 3. Notices of a 1 meetings of the 
Association shall be published and sent to 
the different agricultural societies of the 
state at least twenty days prior to such 
meeting. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Sec. I. This Constitution may be 
amended at any annual meeting of this 
Association. 

ARTICLE IX. 
Sec. 1. This Constitution shall be in 
force and effect on and after its adoption.

Dr. Gto. Hall and other members of 
the Allen County Board, appeared before 
the Committee and asked that it locate 
the next meeting at Lima, saying that if 
it did so, everything possible on their part 
would be done to make all visitors wel- 
come, and the meeting a success. 

Such a generous offer could not be re- 
fused, Lima was selected as the place, and 
February 9th, 189S, as the time of meeting.

UNRAVELING THE TANGLE. 



The stockholders of the defunct Ven- 
tura County Agricultural Association are 
making an almost superhuman effort to 
adjust the differences and settle up all 
outstanding indebtedness. A meeting of 
stockholders for that express purpose was 
held in the City Hall, January 3, and it 
was well attended. 

The affairs of the association are in a 
very bad condition, and there is no chance 
of it getting on its feet again, the proper- 
ty having been sold under a mortgage 
foreclosure, but there are debts remaining 
unpaid, and the stockholders are trying 
to get all ' creditors to discount their 
claims about 50 per cent, and they win 
pay this amount. Out of 300 shares, it is 
found that the holders of over half the 
number are insolvent, and it will cost the 
stockholders about $65 per share to liquid- 
ate the indebtedness, which amounts to 
about $8,oco. 

A committee composed of A. J. Bell, F. 
S. Cook, W. H. Grainger and Abe Hobson 
has been canvassing the " situation, and 
they are meeting with fair success, but the 
agreement is that unless all creditors 
agree to the reduction, the scheme will be 
dropped, and the result will be endless 
litigation in the courts.

HON. ROBERT WILKINSON 
F URNA S, 

President of the American Asso- 
ciation of Fairs and Expositions. 

On this page we present an excellent 
portrait of Hon. Robert Wilkinson Furnas, 
of Brownsville, Neb., president of the 
American Association of Fairs and Expo- 
sitions of the United States and Canada. 
Few names are more familiar to those 
who are conversant with Nebraska's his- 
tory than that of ex-Governor Furnas. 
Few men's lives have been more actively 
interwoven with the development of the 
State and the promotion of its chief in- 
dustry, in the establishment of its fame 
and the preservation of its good name, 
than his. Governor Furnas was born on 
a farm near Troy, Miami county, Ohio, 
May 5, 1824. His., parents were both 
Quakers from England. -. At the age of 
sixteen he learned the printer's trade at 
Covington, Ky. He was married in Cin- 
cinnati, O., in 1845, to May E. McComas, 
and of the eight children who were born 
to them five are still living. 

He conducted a printing house in Cin- 
cinnati, and afterward edited the Times 
at Troy, O. In 1856 he went to' Brown- 
ville. Neb., and edited the Nebraska Ad- 
vertiser. He was a member of the Coun- 
cil branch of the Territorial Legislature 
from 1857 to- 1860. 

In 1861 he was commissioned by Presi- 
Lincoln colonel in the regular army, and 
organized and commanded a brigade of 
three regiments of Indians. He served 
in the war of the borders in Southern 
Missouri, Kansas and Indian Territory. 
Resigning from the regular service, he 
went to Nebraska with a commission 
froin "Jim Lane" to recruit He assisted 
in recruiting the Second Nebraska Cav- 
alry. After being mustered out, he was 
appointed agent of the Omaha, Ponca 
and Winnebago Indians. In 1872 he was 
elected governor of Nebraska. He has 
been president and also secretary of the 
State Board of Agriculture since its first 
organization. He is a member of the 
Masonic and Odd Fellows' orders. His 
home is in Brownville, where he is en- 
gaged extensively in raising fruit and 
forest trees. 

Mr. Furnas is an enthusiast on every- 
thing appertaining to fairs, and is recog- 
nized as an authority throughout the en- 
tire country.

"Of these gentlemen, we wish to state that 
John Williams, of Portland, has resigned as 
vice-president of the Pacific Coast B. P. Assn., 
as per our wishes. We could not admit him to 
our association, as we are simply a State associa- 
tion. Mr. Wilshire resigned as treasurer and as 
a member of the Pacific Coast Association, as 
per our wishes, and joined hands with Siebe & 
Green' and the California Bill Posters' Associa- 
tion, and even goes so far as to refuse work from 
our competitors here. 

"Now, as to Mr Lee, its president, we wish to 
state that Santa Rosa is a town of about 5.000 
population; we have placed our own plant in 
said town, and nearly all the work that goes lo 
Santa Rosa is now being done by us. and we 
shall erect some more boards, so as to be able to 
fill any demand made upon us for space. 

"Now, as to the secretary, Mr. Simpson, he 
has not one dollar invested in a bill posting 
plant, and we believe he is not elligible as 
a member of the Associated B. ? , which con- 
sists simply and plainly of people that own bill 
pasting plants. Such are plain and true facts. 

"Now, gentlemen, we wish to state our side of 
the story. We started in business two years 
ago, on December 36, 1893- What have we ac- 
complished ? 

"In the city of San Francisco there are the fol- 
lowing theaters, for which we are doing the post- 
ing, viz : Morosco*s Grand Opera House, Tivoli 
Opora House, Orpheura Theater, Olympiaand 
Alcazar Theaters, while our rivals are posting 
the Baldwin and Columbia Theaters at a price 
that we will not and cannot meet Should you 
desire proof of that, we can forward it to you 
without any trouble, as the theaters have been 
offered to us and we have declined the same. 

"What, gentlemen, have we done? We have 
secured the choicest lomtious of Snn Francisco 
and erected the finest boards that have ever 
been seen. Now, we will take, for instance, the 
third largest city in the State of California- 
Oakland. There was a bill posting firm over 
there named the Stillwell Advertising Co., as 
also one Belaseo & Co. 

"The Stillwell Advertising Co. had arrange- 
ments with the California Adsign Co. (now 
Owens & Varney) that did not suit us. On the 
first day of January, 1897. we commenced erect- 
ing boards to satisfy the demands of our cus- 
tomers. In the middle of January Dclasco fit 
Co., retired from the Geld, leaving us to battle 
with the Stillwell Advertising Co. Their boards 
were in such a dtlapitated condition that we did 
not care to have them taken down, nor did we 
go after their locations, as we felt that good ser- • 
vice could win out very easy.- The result was. 






that on June 1, 1897, they were forced to sell 
their business, they being unable to secure any 
work for their boards, with the result that Oak- 
land and Alameda county are now exclusively 
owned and controlled by Siebe & Green. 

"Now, again, gentlemen, we wish to state that 
the Pacific Coast Bill Posters' Association made 
rules whereby no member of their association 
could post any work for Siebe & Green. For 
this we immediately commenced battle, with 
the following result : 

"At San Rafel we built our own plant, and 
own the town exclusively. C. M. Brush, of 
Petaluma, had instructions not to post any 
paper; we immediately built our own plant and 
compelled him to sell out to us, leaving Petaluma 
entirely to as. At Santa Rosa, -where Mr. Lee 
(president of the Pacific Coast B. P. Assn.) is 
located, we immediately erected our own boards, 
and shall again at a very early date go there and 
try to win to a finish, regardless of expense. 
Ukiah, Hopland, Cloverdale and Geyserville 
were in the same situation, and we own them 
exclusively. And we now again say to yon that 
there is not one town in the State of California 
tc-day that dare refuse our work, for we would 
immediately erect our own plant and be able to 
give any service that is demanded of us. Will 
Owens & Varney offer such a proposition ? Does 
not that show strength of an association when 
we can command -the State of California; 
There is not one town in the State ot California 
that dare refuse our posting. Then, on the 
on the other hand, can they post Oakland, Ala- 
meda county, Petaluma, San Rafael, Ukiah, 
Cloverdale, Los Angeles or Geyserville? Now, 
we say that they cannot, and they haven t the 
grit to battle. That is the stand we take. 

"Wc say to you, gentlemen, that if we are ad- 
mitted to the association, that we will gladly 
abide by its rules and that we will be your 
strongest State Association in America, beyond 
any doubt whatsoever. 

"We know our abilities and capabilities better 
than any one, as oar post improvements show 
what we can accomplish, and if money and 
plnck can do it, we have both. 

"We know and feel that you. gentlemen, aim 
to be just in decisions especially so as it is 
your duty to act discriminately and in the best 
interest of the Associated B P. 

"Now, one more fact, which is very important, 
we wish to lay before you, gentlemen : Owens 
& Varney have been admitted at the Executive 
Committee meeting to the Associated B. P. 
Assn. Why do they not live up to the rules? 

"We will give you evidence that they take 
paper for- anything they can get, from 3 cents 
up for a 3o*lay display. We do not deny that 
we ourselves take paper from 4 cents up, but we 
are compelled to do so, owing to the situation 
here at present. 

"We are willing, to place a Sio,ooo bond to the 
effect that we will not take paper for less than 
the Associated Bill Posters' prices, provided our 
rivals will do the same. 

"Again asking you, gentlemen, to carefully 
consider the application of Siebe & Green, as 
also the California B. P. Association, and thank- 
ing you kindly for courtesies that you may show 
us, we are,

P. S. — What is the Pacific Coast B. P. Asso- 
ciation? What does it consist of? We under- 
stand that you do not take territories, but only 
admit states. On this ground alone we expect a 
favorable decision. S. & G. 



The following letter from the Wilkshire 
Bill. Posting Co., of Los Angeles, was 
also submitted : 

To tie Honorable Executive Committee, of the 
Associated Bill Fosters' of the United States 
and Canada; care of J. p. O'ifealia, Pres., 
Jersey City, JV.f..- 

Gentlemen— On behalf of the California Asso- 
ciation of Bill Posters', I herewith petition for a 
state charter, and at the same time Drotest 
against your granting a charter to the Pacific 
Coast Bill Posters' Association, of which I was 
lately a member and treasurer, but since re- 
signed. I feel that California is too important a 
state, and I am too proud of her to degrade her 
to the position of only being able to have a 
charter when in partnership with Oregon and 
Washington. If there is one state in the Union 
that is able to paddle her own canoe, that state 
is California 

It is true that I did ask you for a charter for 
the Pacific Coast Association, but at the time I 
did so I did not realize the slight and indignity 
I was imposing upon my own state in thus prac- 
tically cutting her out from having the same 
rights and honors of every other state; namely, 
of having her own individual state charter. 

When the matter was put in this light to Mr. 
J. H. Williams, of Portland, Ore., who had been 
elected' vice-president of the Pacific Coast Asso- 



ciation, he immediately saw the justice of the 
position taken by the California Association, and 
he forthwith resigned from the Pacific Coast in 
order not to stand in the way of the California 
Associaton obtaining a charter for California 
separately and on her own individual statehood. 

Another reason that decided me to resign 
from the Pacific Coast was the rule they had 
adopted preventing members from doing busi- 
ness with Messrs. Siebe & Green, of San Fran- * 
Cisco. This rule alone would have wrecked the 
Pacific Coast Association, as there is no question 
in my mind that with the immense start that 
Siebe & Green have already made in the bill 
posting world, with the absolute control of Oak- 
land and dozens of smaller places, and with the 
lead they have conquered in San Francisco for 
supremacy, -with their $110,000 capital already 
invested, and with their $500,000 more if neces- 
sary to continue their fight, with their brains, 
their energy, their peculiar talent and genius 
for the bill posting business — with this aggrega- 
tion of ammunition for a bill posters' war, it 
would be as absurd for the Pacific Coast to fight 
them as it would be for Spain to tackle the 
United States. 

Now, while I am as yet on very friendly terms 
with Messrs. Owens & Varney, and regard them 
as very estimable gentlemen in every sense of 
the word, yet it is evident to me that compared 
with Siebe & Green on a bill posting basis they 
are simply not "in it." In the first place, they 
don't own a square foot of board; they rent from 
the California Adsign Co., and it is a well- 
known fact that there is no eye like the owner's. 

In the next place, instead of giving their per- 
sonal attention to bill posting, as do Siebe & 
Green, they turn the management over to a sal- 
aried employe, Mr. J. H. Simpson. Mr. Owens 
devotes his time to street car advertising and 
Mr. Varney to his bicycle business. With these 
facts in view, can any one think that the firm of 
Owens & Varney will have the nerve to keep 
putting up money indefinitely to continue their 
fight with Siebe & Green? Will thev put up 
money to save a hired plant not their own? 
Will they put up money indefinitely to be spent 
by their salaried employe, Mr. Simpson? 

Certainly it stands to reason that such -will 
not be their policy. They might keep putting 
up more and more money to save the money al- 
ready invested if it was their own money to be 
saved, but when it belongs to another fellow, 
that is another story. Now, this San Francisco 
fight is going to fall to the man with the longest 
purse, and there is every indication that Fritz 
Siebe, the millionaire backer of the firm of 
Siebe & Green, is a stayer and a winner. 

The bill posting business is undergoing a rapid 
evolution right before our eyes, and the bill 
poster who recognizes the logic of events and 
acts thereupon is sure to be the ultimate winner. 
Deny it as we may, there is no question but 
that the bill posting business is subject to 
the same irresistible law now strongly in- 
fluencing all business to consolidate, to concen- 
trate; shortly, to monopolize. Competition is a 
dead horse in the business world; monopoly is 
the watchword of to-day. 

Siebe & Green, perhaps unconsciously, are 
working on these modern lines. They are ex- 
tending their plant to other places than San 
Francisco, their starting place. They monopo- 
lize Oakland and Alameda county, San Rafael 
and Petaluma. They are conquering Santa 
Rosa, and no one can say when they will cease 
their march of conquest. I myself, here in Los 
Angeles, feel the same necessity to extend my 
plant to outside places. In response, I have de- 
cided it necessary for me to own the plants of 
. Santa Monica, Redondo, San Pedro, Long 
" Beach, Fullerton, etc., and hereafter will post 
these towns under my own name. Advertisers 
prefer to have their paper handled by a respon- 
sible central authority in smaU places, rather 
than by obscure, unreliable small posters: and I 
feel convinced that the move that Siebe & Green 
and the Wilshire' Posting Co. are making wilt 
tend to have a great deal of paper go into small 
places that under different circumstances would 
be entirely overlooked. I admit that I am pos- 
sibly too recent a member of the bill posting 
fraternity to lay down laws for them, but, 
white young at bill posting, I have had plenty of 
experience in other lines, and my contention is. 
that the same laws govern all business. 

I hope I have thrown some light on this Cali- 
fornia situation and that your honorable body 
will coincide with my views upon the justice and 
desirability of issuing a state charter to Califor- 
fornia.

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Before the meeting took place we were 
informed that it was simply ridiculous for 
us to make application, as Mr. Edward 
A. Stahlbrodt had already decided that- 
Owens & Varney, a rival concern in San 
Francisco, would be admitted. A letter, 
dated January 21st, was received by us 
from J. Ballard Carroll, secretary. Fol- 
lowing are the words : 

Gentlemen— Tour application for a state char- 
ter, headed by the name of Geo. H. Siebe, was-. 
refused on the grounds of the charter fee not- 
accompanying the application and the names of 
the cities or towns of the applicants given.

Now, gentlemen, let us talk to yon right 
to the point: we unhesitatingly say to you 
all, that on the very face of the action 
taken by the Executive Committee that 
the Association, in our opinion, is nothing 
more than a fraud, ruled by a few bill pos- 
ters or solicitors who don't even have a 
cent of capital invested in plants. Is it 
by them that a concern like ours, with a 
capital so far of $110,000 invested, and 
having one of the grandest plants in 
America to-day, should be ruled? We say 
no! 

From now on, we shall simply take an - 
entirely different position than we have 
heretofore, for the reason that when bill- 
posters will join an association which can 
be controlled and ruled by a few members} 
of the association, it is high time for us to 
call a halt, and refuse to take any farther 
interest in trying to secure membership 
for the association. Why, how preposter- 
ous for the Executive Committee to have 
admitted the Pacific Coast Bill Fosters' As- 
sociation when, at the last meeting which 
took place December 8, its vice-president, 
Mr. John Williams of Portland, Oregon,', 
resigned, and the treasurer, Mr. H. G. " 
Wilshire, of the Wilshire Posting Co.,tc- 
signed, leaving the association with sim- 
ply J. H. Simpson, a solicitjr who 
has not one dollar invested in the busi- 
ness, and a man by the name of Lee, of 
Santa Rosa, as its president. How ridic- 
ulous on the very face of it to have ac- 
cepted the Pacific Coast B. P. Association 
as members. 

We have all the work that we can do in 
the city of San Francisco, Oakland and 
Alameda county; the boards are always 
packed, and the paper that comes from 
the association amounts to so little that it - 
makes a very small difference. Howri--- 
diculous the position when an association - - 
like ours should be refused a charter sim- - 
ply because the charter fee did not accom- 
pany the application, as though we were 
not responsible for the few paltry dollars 
involved in the fee. What tempted us to 
make such an application to the associa- 
tion? We really do no know, but someof 
our friends suggested to us to join that- ' 
association as it would be to our interest 
to do so. 

We are really satisfied, and glad that 
things turned the way they did, and that 
w« were not admitted as members of the 
association, for had we, we would have 
been ashamed of ourselves to join an 
association that is ruled by a boss. 

When people want work they want the 
very choicest and best boards in a town, 
and we assure the Executive Committee 
that we shall never bother them again. 
Were they to ask us to post for them any 
paper, we should decline the same, unless 
they pay us a much higher rate than any 
one else; showing them that we are able 
and capable to take care of our own busi- 
ness without their solicitation. 

Talk about eastern posters, let us tell 
you who we are posting for, and who our 
rivals are posting for. WeposttheAmer-

The solicitors of the A. B. P. charge you 
12 cents per sheet* for any posting they 
sertd to the city, of San Francisco.

^ part of the United States, will be 4 cents 
'per sheet, 30 days display and showing 
guaranteed, and. the very best service. 
Contracts can be made with us for posting 
for six months, but no paper must come 
through a solicitor of the A. B. P.; if it 
does, we will not- accept it; since they 
have not seen fit to take in a firm like 
Siebe and Green. . If we do say ft our- 
selves, we do more posting in the city of 
San Francisco than is done in any other 
city in the United States outside, of New 
York and Chicago. Shall we permit a 
few. of the members of the executive com- 
mittee to. dictate to and to insult our firm? 
We say no. Brother bill posters, what 
on God's earth have the solicitors of your 
ation done for you? Have they 
orked up very many advertisers? We 
believe . that a man that opens up an 
agency to solicit work for bill . posters 
throughout the United States, should re- 
ceive a commission the same as agencies 
do- from newspapers. Why don't the 
newspapers make a combination to shut 
out the rivals in a town from doing busi- 
ngs or getting business? The trouble 
with the billposters is that they are afraid 
of opposition, and want to rely upon the 
association getting them all the paper 
they can post But do they get it? Brother 
billposters, watch -your plant, attend to 
your business, and you will have no 
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trouble about getting work. Don't be 
afraid of opposition. They make business 
for you; they make you hustle. What 's 
the difference between a bill poster and a 
newspaper? In San Francisco we have 
six of the largest newspapers in the United 
States, they all make money. It all de- 
pends upon how you conduct your busi- 
ness, and the policy you adopt 

This idea of making rates for all over 
the United States, is also in our opinion 
a very poor policy. In a town where 
people pay but very small rents, no matter 
what size, — if a man can take paper at 
four cents, and can make money, he ought 
to take it, and if a man can get twelve 
cents in a town, and make money, he 
ought to take it. There is no use of try- 
ing to get rich in a month. 

What a position this must be when a 
solicitor for the A. B. P. can be a member 
of the executive committee, and dictate 
to all the bill posters. We don't permit 
our employees to dictate to us. When an 
application comes in to an association, it 
is a dnty that every member of the asso- 
ciation should have a voice in the matter, 
and should be allowed to give a vote for 
his choice, either personally or by proxy, 
and not permit just a few members to be 
the leaders of their association. 

Since this has occurred, we would like 
very much to hear from bill posters 
throughout the United States, and if we 
can arrange for, say one hundred of the 
bill posters in America, to set a date 
when we could meet in some large city in 
the United States in the near future, we 
will be the first ones ready and willing to 
start an association on principles that will 
gain the confidence of advertisers through- 
out the United States, and not make it a 
cinch proposition. 

We do not believe that an advertiser 
should be told on what boards he should 
advertise. We feel that if a concern 
would like to post with our rivals in San 
Francis co, it has a perfect right to do so, 
even if we were members of an association 
and it thought that the other fellows' 
boards were better. Service is what ad- 
vertisers want, not dictators. Proper ser- 
vice pays them, and they continue to be 
advertisers. But then, the idea of an as- 
sociation telling an advertiser, You must 
do so and so, is simply the means of driv- 
ing advertisers off boards to other medi- 
ums, and yon cannot blame them. 

Take the stand like a newspaper does — 
our rates are so and so, if you want our 
service you have it; if not go to the other 
fellow if he is cheaper. Our price is so 
much; we will guarantee you first class 
service, and if you think you can gain by 
getting cheaper service, "God bless you". 
We know that we are up to date, . 
we know we can get plenty of work; in 
fact, the only thing that worries us now, 
is to get more good spaces to do business 
with. Our plant is getting packed with 
work, and still we are looking for more. 
But do we cinch people? Not on your 
life. Read our catalogue; see what lead- 
ing advertisers have to say. 

The Billboard has been looking into 
this matter and knows they have turned us 
down foe no other reason than that we are a 
go-ahead people, and are advancing the in- 
terests generally of the bill posters. Then 
to have a few solicitors and bill posters 
put an obstacle in our way is more than a 
reasonable man can stand. They ought 
to have been proud and happy that we 
made application to them. They ought 
to thank-its instead of laying us aside. 
Never mind, we know how to take our 
medicine, and we know how to give med- 
icine—time will tell. 

Gentlemen, we ask you to take this for 
what it is worth. We are losing no sleep, 



and we are continually building up and 
enlarging our plant. We have secured 
the posting for the Baldwin and California 
theatres; that makes us eight theatres now 
and our rival only one. We control ex- 
clusively Oakland and Alameda county 
and numerous other towns, and have made 
a combination with the Wilshire Posting 
Co., at Los Angeles. When a man does 
hot post with us here, he can not post with 
them. 

Now, that the association has accepted 
our rivals, it makes us feel stronger and 
happier, because we are aggressive and 
love to punish our enemies. You will 
hear from us again in the near future. 
With kindest regards, and hoping our 
brother bill posters will take this for what 
it is worth, and thanking you for your 
kindness in publishing this open letter,

Bill Posting Ordinance. 

The case of the city against Robert 
West of the Rochester Bill Posting' Co., 
which was appealed by the defendant to 
the county court, after a verdict had been 
secured against him in police court, was 
to have been argued before Judge Suther- 
land, but owing to circumstances which 
prevented the argument, it was postponed 
to January 4th. 

West was convicted of violating the 
ordinance governing bill posting, and was 
fined by Judge Ernst. He appealed on 
the ground that the ordinance was un- 
constitutional, in that it restrains legiti- 
mate trade or business. 

The city claims that the ordinance is 
valid, and that instead of being prohibitory 
it is restrictive, and that the bill posting 
company can comply with its terms with- 
out hardship.-CA/wwfc, Rochester, N Y.

It would be interesting to know what 
kind of service they obtain. Newsdealers 
as a rule make very poor distributors, 
even worse than druggists. What they 
would do with five hundred sample copies 
which they were paid fifty cents in trade 
for distributing can be better imagined 
than described.

How would the world look without bill- 
boards? Has any one ever tried to ima- 
gine an answer to that question ? People 
are so used to seeing billboards with more 
or less attractive pictures, and with in- 
formation easily absorbed, that they never 
think but that such things always were. 
In opposition to the innocent spectator, 
business men discuss the question of ob- 
taining publicity by the use of_ billboards, 
as if it was some new and untried method. 
Though this mode of advertising is not 
really ancient, it is old enough to be 
judged by the experience of several gen- 
erations. 

The use of billboards, or what answered 
as such, was known in London before the 
No-Popery Riots in 1780. When Charles 
Dickens the famous novelist was a young 
man, and, as a reporter, was trying his 
hand at elaborate sketches for the London 
Morning Chronicle, he wrote his serio- 
comic account of his ride in the van of 
the "King of the Bill-stickers". How 
much of it is true, and how much of it is 
the product of Mr. Dickens' fertile ima- 
gination is not known; but the bare facts 
are easily certified. It also is the estimate 
the novelist puts upon the power of the 
poster. He begins his sketch with this 
paragraph: 

"If I had an enemy whom I hated — 
which heaven forbid!— and if I knew of 
something that sat heavy on his con- 
science, I think I would introduce that 
something into a posting bill, and place a 
large impression in the hands of an active 
sticker. I can scarcely imagine a more 
terrible revenge. I should haunt him by 
this means by night and by day. I do 
not mean that I would publish his secret 
in red letters two feet high for all the 
town to read. I would darkly refer to it. 
It would be between him and me and the 
posting bill. Say, for example, that at a 
certain period of his life my enemy had 
surreptitiously possessed himself of a key. 
I would then embark my capital in the 
lock business, and conduct that business 
on the advertising principle. In all my 
placards and advertisements I would 
throw up the line Secret Keys. Thus, if 
my enemy passed an uninhabited house, 
he would see his conscience glaring down 
on him from the parapets and peeping up 
at him from the cellars. If he took a 
dead wall in his walk, it would be alive 
with reproaches. If he sought refuge in 
an omnibus, the panels thereof would be- 
come Belshazzar's palace to him. If he 
took boat, in a wild endeavor to escape, 
he would see the fatal words lurking un- 
der the arches over the Thames. If he 
walked the streets with downcast eyes, he 
would recoil from the very stones of the 
pavement, made eloquent by lampblack 
lithograph. If he drove or rode, his way 
would be blocked up by enormous vans, 
each proclaiming the same words over 
and over again, from its whole extent of 
surface. Until, having gradually grown 
thinner and paler, and having at last tor 
tally rejected food he would miserably 
perish, and I should be revenged." 



This description may be called Dickens- 
esque, but is it not true? Who has not 
turned from posters frequently with a feel- 
ing of disgust or repulsion, even when the 
subject has not touched the secret of a 
troubled conscience? And who has not 
smiled iuvoluntarily at other posters that 
have shown humor, or at least good na- 
ture in their make-up. Of this class may 
be mentioned a late one of the Admiral 
Cigarette. The healthful, laughing face 
of the woman, the side glance of her dark 
eyes, the clasped hands, all say that the 
Admiral is in port and somebody is happy. 



proclamations and declarations, and which 
were only a demy size, the manner of 
posting the bills (as they did not use 
brushes) was by means of a piece of wood 
which they called a "dobber". Thus 
things continued until such time as the 
State Lottery was passed, and the printers 
began to print large bills, and men were 
employed instead of women, as the State 
Lottery Commissioners then began to 
send men all over England to post bills, 
and would keep them out six or eight 
months at a time, and they were called by 
the London bill-stickers 'trampers', their 



expressed in this wise: 

"You could hardly put too little in a 
poster; what you wanted was two or three 
good catch-lines for the eye to rest on, 
then leave it alone, and there you were !" 

This advice has kept well. Its practical 
use proves its soundness. An over-crowd- 
ed poster is an abomination; tantalizing 
to the eye and the understanding. Add 
to the king's description, "two or three 
good catch-lines" (might be catch-words, 
nowadays, ) an attractive figure, some- 
hing undeniably relevant and there yon 
are.

Further on in Mr. Dickens' sketch he 
gives scraps of the history of bill-sticking, 
as he received them from the king. He 
makes His Majesty to say: 

" The "facts of bill-sticking as known to 
myself are as the following. When my 
father was engineer, beadle and bill-stick- 
er to the parish of St Andrew's Hollorn, 
he employed women to post bills for him. 
He employed women to post bills at_the 
time of the riots of London. He died at 
the age of seventy-five year. * * * 

" The bills being at that period mostly 
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wages at that time being ten shillings per 
day besides expenses." 

His Majesty explained to the young re- 
porter how the business of bill-sticking 
grew, and how the stickers fought for 
walls and boardings until Parliament was 
compelled to take a hand and regulate the 
business by dignified enactments. He 
told all about the mysteries of the sizes of 
the bills, and how "joints" came in and 
superseded the place of ladders. 

His Majesty had very emphatic ideas 
as to the contents of the poster, which he 



SCRIPTURE ON B ILLBOARDS. 

Novel Scheme to Revive Public Interest in 
Religion* 

Nn.ES, Mich., Feb. 1. — As a result of 
the "Universal Text Display Society's" 
efforts, it is expected that within a year 
almost every billboard, dead wall and 
fence in the country will blazon forth not 
the usual quack nostrum advertisements, 
but placards of quite different character, 
tending to draw men to religion. 

The society has its headquarters in Mus- 
kegon, but almost its first work was done 
in Niles, where permission was obtained 
to stretch a banner across the main street. 
Within a short time the work will be 
carried to Chicago and Detroit Flourish- 
ing societies already exist in Kalamazoo, 
Lake City, Muskegon, Traverse City, Ben- 
ton Harbor, St Joseph and Niles.^ 

The originator of the scheme is A. E. 
Standen, No. 135 Dearborn avenue, Chi- 
cago, a traveling salesman and an Eng- 
lishman by birth. . Mr. Standen says: 

"Early in January. 1896, while follow- 
ing my business, I was impressed with the 
remarkable success attending commercial 
advertising in public places, as is illus- 
trated in patent medicines, tobacco, etc., 
and the idea came to me this would be a ' 
good system to sanctify to the Lord's 
work. Whenever I looked at a bare wall 
the words, 'Go and do it' would follow* 
me. I could not banish them. 

"While atSaultSte. Maiie I decided to 
issue a circular letter to devout Christians 
and obtain from them some expressions." 
The original society is organized as fol- 
lows: President, the Rev. Joseph P. Mac- 
Carthy, Muskegon; vice president, E. M. 
Doty, Columbus, Ohio; field secretary. A- 
E. Standen, Chicago, 111.; recording sec- 
retary, L. K. Soper, Muskegon; assistant 
secretary, Stephen Spaulding, Muskegon; 
treasurer, E. H. Stafford, Muskegon. 
Among the trustees are B. R. Hoobler, 
Bay City; E. H. Stafford, Muskegon; the 
Rev. A. Hadden, Muskegon; Miss Jennie 
- Caskey, Petoskey; the Rev. Joseph P. 
MacCarthy, the Rev. R. Bloemendanl and 
the Rev. J. J. Van Zanten, Muskegon; the 
Rev. A. Newton, Mrs. S. A. Howey and 
Mrs. George W Woods, Lake City; the 
Rev. J. C. Homgh and Mrs. L. Grosen- 
baugh, Niles. 

The above is a condensed account of a 
newspaper yarn which, in the shape of an 
Associated Press dispatch, obtained wide 
credence. The magnitude of the contem- 
plated operations must be taken with a 
grain of salt, but tha organization is bona 
fide and well perfected at that.

In spite of all the magnificen. support 
and advertising patronage accorded them 
the official organ and Stahlbrodt's book 
are liable to go the way of all things con- 
ceived in spite arid launched in vindic- 
tiveness. 

-Our advices are rather conflicting. Dis- 
play advertising, however, seems to be {he 
worst off. Its losses are variously placed 
at from $560 tb $850. It is probable that 
the exact figures ate not known. It hardly 
seems possible that it could have lost a 
hundred ah issue! 

' T%e .Bill Poster's report as it reaches us 
is almost as hazy. The losses in its case 
• range oetweeh $760 and $r,5oo. There is 
only one-figure that our informants seem 
to agree upon, and that is the amount of 
its indebtedness. This is generally coh- 
ceded/to-be $1,400: - . .".,$.':'..% ";'".. 

As an offset against this, Campbell 
shows assets"aggregatMig, according 'to' 
one of our correspondents, $1,400. Others 
place the assets at $1,500, $t,8oo, $2,-100, 
and one enthusiast at $4,800.. 

It is probable, that if wound up soon 
Tie. Bill Poster's losses will be found to 
about a thousand dollars.- Not at all a bad 
showing when. the good it has accom- 
plished is considered. . 

We get it on fairly good authority, how- 
ever, that the A. B. P. is tired of the pub- 
lishing business and considers an official 
organ an expensive luxury. , Even a mat- 
ter of $500 a year is deemed too high a 
pricej and it is bent on letting go. 

In this extremity the friends of the two 
papers have rallied about them with most 
commendable , zeal and promptitude. 
They have formel a' stock company cap- 
italized, at $5,000, amalgamated the two 
papers and- will publish them jointly in 
the future^' one on the ist' and the other 
on the 15th of the month. 

The stock, of course, has all been gob- 
bled up eagerly long ere this, which seems 
a little strange. If the association could 
hot support one paper it is not altogether 
apparent how a few members of the asso- 
ciation are.going to support two. 

Be that as it may though, the projectors 
are.edfitled to much credit for perpetu- 
attflg'jfepapers.. . 

' l^ike Thi; Billboard their influence is 

gooff, and- they deserve long life: They 

make business for bill posters and poster 

printers," and both these hitter are entirely 

willing they should continue the good. 



Several members are already framing 
resolutions to this effect The following 
has been submitted, viz. : - 

"Resolved, No bill poster nor officer in 
a bill -posting company, shall be eligible 
for office who is engaged as a solicitor or 
middleman." 

The objection to the measure is that it 
would shut out all the hustling Mil post- 
ers of the organization. Under the present 
constitution all bill posters are encouraged 
to solicit and entitled to the solicitor's 
commission on all work that they send 
out. It is going to be a matter of some 
difficulty to oust Gude and Stahlbrodt 
Both of t em own stock m bill posting 
companies that are members of the asso- 
ciation. 

However, the sentiment in favor of 
more solicitors is growing stronger every 
day, and we have no doubt that the two 
gentlemen who oppose it from purely sel- 
fish motives will receive a pointed rebuke 
at the proper time. 

Much sympathy is expressed for Gillam 
and Shaughnessy. The prevailing opinion 
is that they have been jobbed, and mem 
bers everywhere, as in the case of $am W. 
Hoke, are supporting thein simply to show 
disapproval of the Executive Committee's 
action. 



Theitxecutive Committee of the A. Bi 
P. has oeeii most roundly denounced for 
its attitude toward solicitors. Gude in 
paisticular has come in for a large measure 
of censure. "TJp to th; time he was admit- 
ted to the association, he strenuously ad- 
vocated "more solicitors,".but the moment 
he got in he experienced a change of 
heart. Some bill posters term him a turn- 
coat, others merely think he has knuckled 
to.Stahlbrodt. Be that as it may, he has 
lost much of the respect and regard that 
his plucky fight against the unjust man- 
dates of the association won for him. The 
result of it all will be that when the next 
meeting takes place at Buffalo the consti- 
tution-will be amended so as to prevent 
solicitors from ever being' appointed on 
the Executive Committee qrholdingoffice 
again.

tution and bj'-laws of (he A. B. P., which 
provides that a member of the national 
organization must be a member of his 
state organization first. The Pacific Coast 
Association has accepted an opposition 
firm at Los Angeles. Take also the firm 
of Siebe, Green & Dimply at Oakland, 
Cal. They, too, were members of the A.

Briefly the 
scheme is to associate only the larger towns 
into a close alliance, each to pool say 12 
per 1,000 population of his town. Whenever 
paper went to the opposition a ukase would 
be issued .against the offending, advertiser 
In the event of any member disobeying the 
ukase the association would start a plant 
right in his own town and exterminate 
him. There was also talk of a close asso- 
ciation to embrace only western billposters. 

The Wilshire Bill Posting Company are 
advertising the fact in all the papers that 
Thos. M. Sterling is not in their employ, 

Thomas M. Sterling, backed by a miller 
named Neeland, has incorporated- The Lbs ' 
Angeles Bill Posting Company in opposi- 
tion to the Wilshire Bill Posting Company. 

Sterling took the Burbank Theater (50 
cent house) away from the Wilshire people, 
and also secured the Beeman gum con- 
tract. This latter on the strength of a 
claim that they are members of tbe Pacific 
Coast Association. The Wilshire Company, 
being members of the A. B. P., are asking 
the Secretary of the Pacific Coast Associa- 
tion a whole lot of pertinent questions, 
which the latter evades with more or less 
dexterity. 

The newspapers - have been full of the

This 
is claimed bv both companies; buttne-Los 
Angeles Company secured it first, and ' 
claim to have a lease on it. They put up- 
hills of the Burbank Theater, but soon af- 
terward some person covered these- bills 
with paper of the Wilshire Company, which 
announced that that space was "to let." 
The Los Angeles Company replaced the 
other paper and watched tbe board, and a 
few days later it was again covered with 
the Wilshire Company's paper. 

As a result, warrants were issued for the 
arrest of John Davis and George White-, 
head, employes of the Wilshire Company. 

The Wilshire people are forcing the" flht- 
ing, and no one seems to- doubt will win 
out in the end. 

There has been a revolution in the base 
ball circles of Los Angeles. Manager Mor- . 
ley, who the players claim has beaten them 
out of large amounts of money, is no longer " 
in • Control.

He said: "We object 
to the display of posters and lithographs 
that would tend to injure the morals of our 
voung folk. Of course there Is little use in 
protesting against such displays, because 
rtloomfleld Is really a 'government by mu- 
tual consent,' and- It is practically impos- 
sible to do anything of so radical a nature 
as the enforcement of an anti-immoral pos- 
ter resolution. The 'Jack and the Bean- 
stalk' posters are certainly shocking to 
good morals. Of course, I don't suppose 
the show is as bad as the pictures. No show 
is. I think the - drapery should not end 
above the knees. There Is no objection to 
bare arms, or to a certain amount of neck 
and shoulders." 

Rochester, N. Y.. Feb. 3.— The Democrat 
and Chronicle of this city, is trying hard to 
work up a movement' against burlesque 
show paper The following is clipped from 
a recent issue: "Some of the ptctures on 
-the" bill boards are so disreputably sug- 
gestive that indignant citizens have torn 
off the most obnoxious features. That may 
not be legal, but It would be a good thing 
to make a test case of it in the courts, and 
•learn whether such exhibitions will receive 
judicial indorsement. In the case of one 

" bill board, the proximity of a large public 
school and tbe sight ot scores of Bmall boys 
and girls studying these pictures made it 
especially aggravating.

Feb. 4.— Gaudy litho- 
graphs, picturing women in costumes light 
and airy, aroused the Ire of Burgess C. 
.Wesley Talbot, and he gave orders that 
1 they 'should be removed from the bill 
boards. Show bills containing reading mat- 
ter are now displayed In their places. 

Washington, D. C. Feb. 7.— The bright, 
sunshlnny day brought one of the largest 
congregations of the year to the Metropoli- 
tan M. E. Church yesterday morning, and 
President McKlnley was among the earliest 
arrivals, and occupied his pew during the 
service. Rev. Hugh Johnston, the pastor, 
occupied the pulpit. He took his text from 
Ephesians, li: 10: "For we are his work- 
manship; created In Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath before ordained that 
we should walk In them."

Florence, Mass., Feb. 7.— The people of

located near Cosmlan Halt, by the removal 
of the boards. Both Chief Maynard and 
Manager Todd, ot the Academy, wished to 
respect the wishes of the Florence people, 
but did not quite satisfy the demand, and 
an order, for the removal of the boards was 
secured from the owner of the land upon 
which 1 they stood. 

Brooklyn. N. Y., Jan. 28.— The Grand 
Jury for January, having completed Its 
. work for • the term, was discharged by 
Judge Asplnall, in the County Court, this 
morning. Foreman Babcock handed the 
court a. presentment containing the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

"Resolved. That, the attention of the 
proper authoritlea be and is hereby called 
to the theatrical and other advertising bill 
hoards, posters and show cards placed upon 
the public buildings, elevated railroad pil- 
lars and elsewhere— particularly on Sun- 
days—in violation of the city ord!nanc»s. 
Also to the numerous hanging signs, bill 
boards, heavy advertising devices, etc., sus- 
pended over the streets and sidewalks, and 
which are a constant menace to the lives 
of persons passing beneath." 

Harrison, Feb. 7.— In a 'sermon preached 
here -last night. Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, of 
Washington, called attention to the posters 
of a burlesque company that la to exhibit 
here this week. 

This morning, a committee from the Min- 
isterial Association and Women's Christian 
Temperance' Union called on Mayor Patter- 
son and- asked htm to have the offensive 
posters removed and the company prohibi- 
ted from playing. Tho Mayor said ho 
would investigate., 

This "evening all of the most objectionable 
posters were- partly covered with, blank 
sheets ot paper, and the Mayor will send 
a committee to the performance to atop It 
It It Is as was represented to him. 



Los Angeles, Ca.,. Feb. 5.— Brother Kln- 
gery made his way to the Federal Building 
this morning. He' shied at several of the 
posters put up by Mr. Mose Gunst, advis- 
ing people to kick if they could not buy his 
cigars, and crossed the street twice to get 
away from some samples of the Standard 
exposed to view, and. at last reached the 
chambers of Judge Wellborn, and asked to 
be excused from duty as trial juror. His 
request was granted, and as he went out 
of the Clerk's office he said cheerily: "Yes, 
Mr. Gunst has again put up his awful post- 
ers of that girl kicking a hat all over the 
city, but It will have to come down. The 
Council will soon take action on it." And 
with a sigh he was gone, leaving only the 
shadow of a blush in the room to show 
that he had been there. 

The New York Journal «ays: The poster 
girls of Brooklyn have brought the wrath 
of the borough gods upon their own heads. 
They and their own designers have incurred 
the displeasure of the grand jury, as a re- 
flection of the outraged feelings of the com- 
bined ministers and the members of their 
flocks. 

'Before Justice Joseph Asplnall, of the 
County Court, a presentment was made this 
afternoon by the grand jury that will sound 
the death knell of tbe flaming. Baring, 
whirling poster girl In tights and tulle. 

While she has been the architect of her 
own misfortune by appearing, "particularly 
on Sundays," in a scanty costume that 
jangled with the church bells, she bids fair 
to ruin even the respectable, Beardsleyized 
poster girls along with ber. 

Tights are not specified in the present- 
ment. But they can be seen between the 
lines as plainly as they can be seen by the 
Sunday morning crowds on the bill boards. 
Still, there can be no discrimination on the 
part of the authorities when the crusade 
against the advertising maidens is begun. 

Within the past wo weeks the ministers 
ot a dozen Brooklyn churches have organ- 
ized an anti-poster-girl league. 

The subject has been mentioned in many 
pulpits. Rev. Cortland Meyers, of the Bap- 
tist Temple; Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, and 
Rev. Dr. Wintner, of the Temple Beth 
Elohlm. have been in the vanguard of the 
general criticism of the authorities for flag- 
rantly permitting a violation of a city ordi- 
nance, as well as of the ordinances of pro- 
priety. 

The city authorities say that these adver- 
tising lithographs have become so common 
that no attention was paid to -.them. Most 
of.tbe reputable theatrical managers will at 
once remove the objectionable maids from 
public view. The others will be made 
to do it. 

Harry Gear, of El Paso DeRobles Calif, 
recently had a scrimmage -with a bunch of 
old hens, who undertook to teach him his 
business. 

East Liverpool. Feb. 24.— Rev. J. S. 
Reager. of the Wellsville M. E. Church, 
last night preached a sermon against the 

nude in art, and closed by declaring he 
would cause the arrest of H. Streets, a 
prominent merchant, if objectionable pic- 
tures were not removed from his show 
windows. Streets removed the pictures, but 
tonight announced that he had consulted 
an attorney, and the pictures would go 
back again. Rev. Mr. Reager came to 
Wellsville from Cleveland. He conducted 
a fight against variety show bill boards 
two years ago in that city. 

Blngbamton Jan. 19.— The Ministerial As- 
sociation of this city have been objecting so 
strenuously to some of the show bills that 
have been posted, that hereafter all such 
bills will have to-be submitted to Chief of 
Police Meade, who has been appointed "bill 
board censor." The managers of the play- 
houses have agreed to the arrangement, and 
It Is believed that this method will settle 
the question of indecent show bills, and also 
avoid an open war with the clergy.

The Bill Posters' Union, recently organ- 
ised Into the A. F. of L.. Is permitting no 
grass to grow under its feet. It is fast in- 
creasing in membership.

MAYOR THOMAS VETOES THE BILL- 
BOARD ORDINANCE. 



The City Council, having passed a high 
fence advertisement recently, which was 
aimed at the bill posters, the Mayor 
promptly vetoed it February 5. His reas- 
ons will be Interesting to bill posters. We 
give them in full: 

"Gentlemen: — I return herewith an or- 
dinance regulating the erection and main- 
tenance of certain fences, advertising 
structures and similar erections, without 
my approval, for the following reasons': 

"Said ordinance requires any person own- 
ing or having possession or control of any 
premises upon which any fence advertising 
structure or similar erection is now erected 
and maintained over six feet in height, 
shall within ten days after said ordinance 
shall take effect obtain written permission ■ 
from the Are warden to allow such struc- 
ture to remain, or such owner or person 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined a sum not 
to exceed ?100 or imprisonment in the city 
prison at the rate of one day for each two 
two dollars of the fine so imposed. 

"If the maintenance of fence or adver- 
tising structures and their use as advertis- 
ing mediums are Injurious to health or In- 
decent, offensive to the senses, or an ob- 
struction to the free use of property or 
others, they are a unisance, and can be 
abated under the general law as it now 
exists (section 3479 Civil Code.) 

"If a private nuisance, it can be abated 
at the instance of the party aggrieved 
(section 3502 Civil Code); and. if a public, 
nuisance, by anybody or officer authorized 
by law (section 3494 Civil Code): or by any 
person specially injured thereby (section 
3495 Civil Code.) •- -• 

"It is doubtless within the power of the 
City Council to prohibit the erection' of 
insecure bill boards or other structures, for 
advertising mediums, to require the own- 
ers to maintain them in a secure condition* - 
and provide for their removal .at the ex- 
pense of the owner in case" they become 
dangerous. Regulations, perhaps, may be 
made with reference to the manner of con- 
struction, so as to insure safety. " but the * 
prohibition of the erection "of structures 
upon the property line, however safe they 
may be, would be an unwarranted Invas- 
ion of private right, and is without legis- 
lative authority. 

"A few months ago, in the Superior 
Court of San Francisco, in the case of the 
California Adsigns Co. vs. the Board of 
Fire "Wardens, the validity of an ordin- 
ance. No. 2757, of the Board of Supervisors, 
prohibiting the erection of fences of a 
greater height than ten feet from the 
ground, for painting or posting of signs or 
advertisements thereon, was held by the 
court to - be an unreasonable interference 
wi'Ji the right of private property, and. that 
th.» ordinance was therefore void. 

"For the reasons above stated I am of 
the opinion that the ordinance as passed 
by your honorable body could not be en- 
force. Respectfully.

There is a lively theatrical bill posting 
war on in the.. city. Mr. McGarvie, of the 
New Grand Theater, some days ago dis- 
pensed with the services of the Western 
Bill Posting Company, and . is employing, 
men to do that class of advertising "under 
his own direction, the result being that 
there is considerable friction in regard to 
the right to the use of the boards and other 
spaces upon which the posters are affixed, 
each pasting up their paper on the disputed 

-places and each tearing down and displac- 
ing the advertisements of the other, the 
Westerp Bill Posting " Company still doing 
the posting for the Salt Lake Theater and 
the Grand Theater doing Its own. The con- 
sequence is that both the Marie Wainwright 
Company and the Grau Opera Company are 
receiving an unusually generous amount of 
advertising, so that the city has somewhat 
the appearance of a lithograph gallery. 

Mr. McGarvie's version of the affair is 
that he has been paying the Western Bill 
Posting Company 330 or 340 a" week and dis- 
tributing something like 40 or .50* tickets ot 
admission to the theater a week, through 
the bill posting company, to merchants and 

..storekeepers, who allow the theater adver- 
tisements to occupy space in their win- 
dows. Mr. McGarvie says he' received com- 
plaints from those entitled to" receive theat- 
". er tickets that the little bits of paste boau-a 

i*ad not reached them, and that these com- 
plaints became so numerous that he deter- 
mined to dispense with the services ot the 
bill posting company altogether and do his 
own advertising and distribution of the . 

-^theater passes. 

Mr. Robert Anderson, manager ot the bill 
posting company, says the trouble arose 
primarily because a former employee, of his 

-left his service and undertook to do the 
work for the Grand Theater in opposition 
to the old company, and that the Grand 
people are using boards and fences which 

,- have been leased by the Western Bill Post- 
ing Company, and using unfair means to 
obtain other spaces.

THE BILLBOARD 



HOW TO BUILD BILLBOARDS. 



BY Jam W. HOKE. 



Something over a year ago I wrote an 
article on the above subject, -which I 
thought at the time to be rather good, and 
which I was going to send to Biiaboard. 
Just before sending it along, I received a 
copy of the Toronto Bill Foster, offering 
a prize for the best article on this subject. 
You all know what a fascination a lottery 
has for anyone — more especially a South- 
erner—and I fell i the article went to the 
Canadian, and took the prize Still I am 
not happy. While the Toronto Bill Foster 
is — or was — a very good publication, its 
circulation in the United States was nil. 
(I didn't say "nit.") And ever since it 
appeared I have wished it had been put 
before the men in whose boards I am the 
most interested. 

And, therefore, I have asked the editor 
of Billboard to reproduce the article, 
which follows : 

These suggestions are the result of years 
of observation and study, during which 
time I have critically inspected the bill- 
boards of many of the largest cities of 
America. I have noticed how the paper 
of my clients was washed off by the first 
rain from some billboards, while on others 
it would, under the same circumstances, 
last for weeks and months. 
- The best height is ten feet, built one 
foot above the ground. 

The best length, all the space you can 
get. ( No chance for an argument there. ) 

The best lumber, io-foot 6-inch tongue- 
and-groove flooring, best quality, kiln- 
dried, free from knot holes. Build up- 
right. 




The best posts, 4x6 cedar, 12 feet high, 
sunk three feet in the ground. 

The best capping, 2x4, with an inch 
groove, half inch deep, 2 inches overlap- 
ping the front of the board. 

Bracing depends upon the kinds of 
winds you have to contend against ; if apt . 
to be fierce at times, use a 3x6 brace, 12 
feet long, and running about 3 feet under 
ground, and anchored to a 3-foot 2x4 cross 
piece. An additional brace can be run 
from the center of this main brace to the 
upright, about i% feet above the ground. 
(See the plan that accompanies this. ) 

Set the posts not more than 8 feet apart, 
use two or three 2x4 stringers, and set the 
lumber perpendicularly. Build the board 
as carefully as you would a piece of furni- 
ture for your office or your home. Don't 
overlook defects Iwith the reflection that 
the first paper will cover them up. 

Put a 1x4 facing across the bottom of 



the board, to protect it from being torn 
apart ; and caps on the sides or ends cost 
little and add much to the appearance of 
the board. 

Now for some reasons : 

Why 10 feet high? - Because probably 
one-fourth the posters you handle will run 
nearer 10 feet in height than o,j£ feet, and 
you should be prepared for the biggest 
regular sizes. 

Why 6-inch lumber, rather than 8 or 10 
or 12-inch? Because narrow lumber will 
not shrink out of socket and leave cracks, 
as -- wider lumber invariably will do. A 
crack in your lumber means a crack in 
your paper. 

Why elevate a foot above the ground? 
Because otherwise the rain will wash dirt 
' upon the bottom sheets, unless they be- 
come covered with weeds, which is worse. 

Why build upright instead of horizon- 
tally ? Because when the owner wants his 
lot for other purposes, you can take a saw 
and cut the stringers every four feet, and 
remove your board iu sections and rebuild 
it elsewhere without a crack or flaw. 

Another reason : If cracks should de-, 
velop and thereby produce cracks in the 
poster itself, the.. rain will simply, run. 
down the crack to the ground, instead of. 
undermining a large portion of the poster 
and finally bringing it all to the grouud. 

Another reason: If built horizontally 
the rain from behind gets into the joints 
and causes a great deal of shrinking and 
swelling and frequently a bellying of the 
boards, which does not happen if built 
perpendicularly, because the rain' does not 
stay in the cracks, bat runs to the ground. 
. The first cost will run possibly, ten per 
cent more than the first cost of the .rough, 
ungainly boards that are seen so much 
throughout the country. But boards built 
in this manner will last for years, and are 
really much the cheapest in the long run. 

That is way the article read in Decem- 
ber, '96. I do not claim any priority of 
discovery; the method; or some portions 
of it, is in use in several cities. 

Mr. C C. Ames, of the Old Colony Bill 
Posting Co., Providence, R. I., .was in my 
office the other day, and he tells me he 
has been using this plan for several years, 
and that nothing could induce him to. 
change to the old plan. He tells me that 
he had some difficulty at first in getting' 
lumber ten feet long, twelve and sixteen 
feet being the kind the lumber dealers had 
to sell him. He finally induced one of the 
dealers to get the ten-foot lengths, and" 
has had no further trouble. 
- Mr. Ames says that there is. another ad- 
vantage I did not mention. When putting 
up new paper it is easy to take an old shoe 
knife and rip down beside live paper, '.and 
strip the board/ without any danger of 
pulling off any of the live paper. Nearly 
all bill posters would strip the boards' 
more frequently if it were not - for the 
danger to live paper on the same board.

After all the blow and bluster about 
cutting down the billboards,, the authori- 
ties have wisely concluded to do nothing 
and the newspapers are glad to let the 
matter drop.

HartI & Pierlingv City Bill Posters 

of Munich, Have a Valuable 

Concession. 

There is a lesson to be learned by our 
American bill posters from their German 
cousins. It is found in the illustration 
below. No cities in the world are more 
exacting in the matter of appearances than 
the German. Munich in particular is 
painfully so. 
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Yet Hartl & Pierling have billboards on 
every corner of that city. They have 
solved the problem of getting down town 
— getting into the congested centers with- 
out going to roofs and gables. They have 
hundreds and hundreds of the above col- 
umns on all the principal thoroughfares of 
Munich. Kvery gaslight is surrounded by 
one. Sometimes they harbor a patrol box, 
at other places a fire alarm box, but in 
many instances their erection is sanctioned 
by the city' merely for designating the 
intersecting streets. 

They are beautiful though, and adver- 
tisers fight for space on them at 3 cents 
per half sheet PER DAY. There are prices 
for you. Perhaps if some effort were 
made in America to render billboards 
more pleasing to the eye it would be less 
difficult to obtain sites and less trouble 
with aesthetic cranks. 



BOX CAR BILLBOARDS. 



A Big; Company Formed to Push 
Posters On a New Plan. 



Is Backed by Big Men— Rocfcfelkrs Said to 

Be Interested— Contract Already Closed 

With the Santa Fe R. R. 



A company with all kinds of capital be- 
hind it has been formed for the purpose of 
displaying all kinds of advertisements on 
the freight cars of all the railroads in the 
country. 

So far but one railroad has accepted the 
new scheme for increasing its revenue, 
and at the same time educating the folk 
along its right of way. That road is the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. It has 
entered into a conditional contract, where- 
by on its 8,000 box cars will be displayed 
posters advertising all manner of com- 
modities. 



The idea itself is not new. It is taken 
from the brewers and packing houses, who 
recognized the value of the medium long 
since. 

Away back in 1888 R. J. Gunning at- 
tempted to secure privileges from the rail- 
road companies for painted bulletins, but 
at that time no road would entertain the 
idea. 

The new company seems to be having 
better iuck. 

"Yes, it's true, we will try the experi- 
ment af carrying signs on our box cars," 
said a representative of the Santa Fe sys- 
tem yesterday. "We decided to do it, 
after considering the question for several 
weeks. We regard it as a legitimate 
method of increasing the revenue of the 
road. Of course, we will not permit any 
improper advertisements. We will not be 
asked to do so, for the men who form the 
advertising company are all of good stand- 
ing, morally as well as financially. I can- 
not say how soon we will begin carrying 
signs on the cars, but it probably will be 
in a few weeks. If after a fair trial the 
scheme is unsatisfactory to us we will dis- 
continue it" 

Whe'her other railroads will take kind- 
ly to the idea remains to be seen. ' "This 
road will never carry advertisements of 
patent medicines, baking powders, and 
infants' food on its box cars," declared an 
official of another big Western railroad 
system yesterday. "A box car isn't a 
thing of beauty under present circum- 
stances, but I don't think as an animated 
billboard it would look any better. The 
idea is all right for those who like it, but 
we don't We'll try to make our cars 
profitable in the way for which they were 
designed." 

The man who made the contract with 
the Santa Fe is W. C. Ford. He is an 
Eastern man, and is traveling about the 
country working up the idea. One of the 
Rockfellers is said to be back of the com- 
pany, and to have deposited a certified 
check in a New York bank as a guarantee 
that the new concern means business. 

Chauncy H. Crosbie, of Chicago, vice 
president and general manager of the 
United States Express Company, who is 
said to be one of the interested parties, is 
in New York, and no statement of his re- 
lations to the concern could be obtained. 

The career of the new company will be 
watched with interest by bill posters gen- 
erally.

Why Distributors Cannot Honestly 
Distribute Circulars. 



In the first place, inexperienced people 
are hired — boys or anybody who will work 
cheap. They are entrusted with valuable 
circulars and pamphlets that cost a great 
deal of money. These inexperienced peo- 
ple are sent out without a foreman or 
other responsible party to watch, check 
up, or see that the distributing is done in 
a proper and conscientious manner. 

Anoher reason is, that some firms try to 
beat down the price of distributing and 
really offer a price less than what the work 
can be done for honastly. The advertisers 
do not figure how well or honestly a front- 
door, house-to-house distribution can be 
made, but how cheap he can get it for, 
and therefore actually hold out induce- 
ments to have their distributing matter 
thrown away, burnt up, put in sewers, 
and in fact, sometimes not put out at all. 

Distributing is not a haphazard thing. 
Instead of that, it is a systematized busi- 
ness. A great many who do not do dis- 
tributing cannot understand it Adver- 
tisers who start in to advertise by distrib- 
uting, sometimes think their advertising 
matter is thrown in sewers, burnt up, and 
eight or ten circulars or pamphlets are put 
in houses or places where only one should 
be placed. But old advertising firms who 
have been distributing, and have it dons 
by legitimate distributors, who make a 
. specialty of that business, know better. 
No matter how small or large the order 
you can always rely upon the experienced 
distributor to put out your advertising 
matter honestly where you pay the dis- 
tributor a fair price for his work. Very 
often firms offer the distributor $1, $1.25, 
and sometimes go as high as Jr. 50 per 
thousand to have a good front-door, house- 
to-house distribution made. Now in some 
cities distributing can be done for $1.50 
per thousand, but there is a very small 
margin in.it The price for distributing 
should be never under $2 per thousand, 
and from that up, according to the popu- 
lation of the town. If advertisers would 
not try to beat down the price of good, 
honest work, they would get good, honest 
distributing and good returns from the 
advertising matter put out It stands to 
reason that no one will work for nothing. 
A great many advertisers can lay it to 
themselves for not having their matter 
•properly distributed when they do not al- 
low a satisfactory price for same. 

Distributing, like other lines of busi- 
ness, has made great progress, and in a 
great many cities is strictly up to date. 

In regard to getting returns, more care 
should be taken in the printing and word- 
ing of the pamphlets or circulars that are 
to be distributed. No matter how well a 
circular or pamphlet may be printed, if it 
be improperly worded, it cannot bring 
good returns. Among the progressive 
advertisers of this country, a great deal of 
time and money are put into the wording 
and printing of their pamphlets, and I 
boldly say to the advertisers who do dis- 
tributing as a method of bringing their 
Koods before the public, there is n) better 
me Hum considering the price. It is an 
individual solicitor. A mail carrier can do 
no more. The mail carrier hands the mail 
"' t > the house or puts it in the letter box, 
"'id the distributor can do the same thing, 
»•»'. the cost is about seventy-five per cent 
'•' : -i than by mail service. Our firm has 
*•■■• inently received letters from adver- 
ti :-. rs who want to distribute this section 
' I ■■ t'untry, and offer fi.25 and f 1.50 per 
''• isand for distributing. All these prices 
li;ive been turned down. It is impossible 



to do work at those figures, as the net cost 
to us in Denver alone for distributing is 
$1.50 to ji.60 per thousand to properly 
distribute any advertising matter what- 
ever. All we ask of any one of our men 
to distribute is an average of from 600 to 
800 per day. There are firms in this coun- 
try who understand distributing thorough- 
ly, and have built up enormous business 
and made large fortunes mainly through 
distributing, and they seldom ask the dis- 
tributor to put out advertising matter for 
less than what they themselves know it 
can honestly be done for. Take such firms 
as the Dr. Miles Medical Co., of Elkhart, 
Ind.; Wells, Richardson Co., of Burling- 
ton, Vt; C. I. Hood & Co., of Lowell, 
Mass.; Dr. Chase Co., of Philadelphia, 
and a great many others whom I could 
mention: They are always willing to pay 
a fair and just price, and do not want any 
advertising distributed at $1 or $1.25 per 
thousand, because they know it cannot be 
done honestly for that price. The success 
which some of the shrewdest advertisers 
have attained is through distributing, and 
I sincerely hope that the time is not far 
distant when advertisers who want dis- 
tributing done will not send out letters for 
cheap prices in a haphazard manner to 
parties who are not experienced, when 
they know that there is a legitimate dis- 
tributor in that town or city. There is 
now an Association thoroughly established 
called the International Association of 
Distributors, which really vouches for its 
members. If advertising matter entrusted 
to any of their members is not honestly 
and properly distributed the advertiser has 
ample recourse, that is, he can fall back 
upon the association. If it is proven that 
the distributor threw away the advertising 
matter or improperly distributed it, the ad- 
vertiser will receive back the amount of 
money he paid the distributor. The Miles 
Co. made complaint to the secretary of the 
association, the secretary immediately 
made the assessment on the members and 
forwarded the amount, which was a just 
claim, to the Dr. Miles Medical Co., and 
the latter seeing that the association at 
large was good at heart and meant to do 
their work right, endorsed said draft and 
returned it to the secretary. Therefore it 
behooves all advertisers to patronize a 
legitimate distributor just as they would 
like to have the public or the consumer 
patronize them by buying their goods so 
advertised. Jas. A. Curran.

Mr. Low- 
den, Mnnson's representative, replied in the 
affirmative. He further said; as the law stands 
at present, no objectionable advertising could be 
posted, and as far as Mr. Munson is concerned, 
there were certain classes of advertising that he 
would not handle at any price. He had no way 
of tracing results from outdoor advertising, but 
as he was renewing contracts every day the ad- 
vertising must be profitable to the advertisers. 

Billboard advertising, in the opinion of Harry 
Munson, was no more oDjectionable. nor could 
exception be taken to it, any more than the 
signs of business houses.— National Advertiser. 

Assemblyman Adler has introduced a bill in 
the New York Legislature which would affect 
seriously the business of bill posting in New 
York City. It provides that all tight board 
fences fronting any lot shall be removed by 
August i, and that no such fences shall be 
erected hereafter. Wooden fences must be of 
pickets or otherwise open, and must not be used 
for advertising purposes. All advertising fence- 
or signs must stand back at least twenty feet on 
the lot. The penalty is S200 fine or thirty days 
imprisonment, or both. , 

On motion of the delegate of the Bill Posters' 
Union the Central Labor Union passed resolu- 
tions February 1 protesting against the passage 
of the anti-poster bill of Assemblyman Adler. 
It was claimed that by prohibiting the posting 
of placards and advertisements 1,000 bill post 
ers, stereo'ypers, sign painters and others would 
be driven out of work. When Mr. Adler was a 
candidate for election his portraits were promi- 
nently displayed about his district, the bill post 
ers declare. .■■**-■.

The Largest Sign in America. 

We have discovered the largest sign in 
all of North America, if indeed it is not 
the world's greatest. Some few weeks 
ago Arthur M. Plato, of Philadelphia, sent 
us a photograph of a sign recently ex- 
ecuted by a former foreman of his, Mr. 
Wm. Reagan, stating that the latter had 
expressed his belief that it was the largest 
sign in America. 

We immediately took the matter up, 
and we find that in all probability Mr. 
Reagan is correct in his surmise. As far 
as we are able to ascertain, the sign is the 
largest in the country. We reproduce the 
photograph (a very poor one) on this 
page, and quote Mr. Reagan as follows, 
viz.: 

"Colorado Beach is one of the numerous 
beaches that form the border of the Great 
Salt Lake ; it is situated between Garfield 
and Saltair Beaches, and is eighteen miles 
on the Oregon Short Line Railroad from 
Salt Lake City. 

"The sign is about 800 feet above the 
wagon road. (I took photo from same). 
The rock on which the word 'Colorado" is 
painted measures 240 feet long by 200 
feet high. The other rock is about 350 
feet long by 200 feet high at its highest 
point, tapering to a level with the hill, 
which is 1,600 feet high. 

"The actual height of each letter is 50 
feet, and they are 20 feet wide. The rea- 
son of this ill proportion is on account of 
the backward slope of the rocks. 

"The cross bars of each letter are 10 
feet thick. There is 15 feet of black above 
and below each line, making a total height 
of 80 feet by 375 feet long. 

' 'We consumed 50 pounds of lamp black 
mixed with 40 gallons of coal oil and 30 
gallons of boiled oil. For white we used 
9 bushels of lime and 700 gallons of water 
taken from the. Salt Lake, and the salt 
glistened on the rocks after it had dried. 
Spray pumps were used to put on both 
colors. I had five men carrying color to 
us, about six trips a day, carrying from 3 
to 4 gallons of color each trip. 

"As we had no falls that were 200 feet 
long, we opened a 60 foot to its full length, 
then we tied an 80 foot fall to the end of 
it, and used it to go up and down on. 

"I had one helper, and he and I were 
8>£ days in doing it. 

"The sign can be read from Saltair 
Beach, 3 >£ miles away, for which purpose 
it was made. 

"These figures are correct. I sent Mr. 
Plato some, but they were guess work. 



The reason I know these are correct ir , 
that we had to bring suit to collect the 
money, and the letters were measured by 
order of the court. ' '

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For large signs on rough and uneven 
surfaces such as dead walls, rocks and 
cliffs, a very cheap yellow coating may be 
made by stirring a solution of green vitri- 
ol into lime milk. The ppste, which is at 
first greenish from the separating protox- 
ide of iron, becomes yellow by oxidation 
in the air after it is applied and dry. The 
more green vitriol is added to the lime 
milk the darker, of course, the color. 
This paint is said to adhere very firmlv to 
any surface, and can not be washed off. 
Hesicjes, it has a brighter appearance than 
one mixed with lime and ochre, and is 
cheaper than the latter. It makes an ad- 
mirable background for large letters in 
black or purple. 



Zinc Signs. 
To prepare the zinc: Dissolve in 64 parts 
of water 1 part each of chloride of copper, 
nitrite of copper and sal ammoniac; then 
add 1 part of commercial hydrochloric 
acid. Brush the zinc over with this mix- 
ture, which gives a deep black. Leave it 
to dry for twenty-four hours, when any 
oil or color will firmly adhere to it, and 
withstand both heat and weather. 



'Window Signs. 
Have you ever had trouble in getting 
the gold on the glass uniformly ? Does it 
ever come up dull and dead ? If so, a few 
hints may prove profitable. The greatest 
precaution is necessary to have the glass 
absolutely clean on the side the gold is to 
l>e applied. This is accomplished by 
slowly boiling the water to be used for 
cleansing, which is applied by means of a 
fine linen rag, when same has cooled 
down. .As a further precaution, prior to 
using the water, straining is frequently 
resorted to. In laying on the size, in the 
first place a flat camel hair tool should be 
used. The size should be caused to flow 
011, and drained subsequently, when the 
gold be applied. The completing opera- 
tion consists in gently rubbing or polish- 
ing the gold with a ball of the finest cot- 
ton wool when thoroughly dry If de- 
sired, another coating of gold'mav then 
beapphed, the ground being then" readv 
for writing. 

Precision and exactness are good virtues 
in mixing paints in the paint shop, in 
l>oth weight and quantity. It saves a 
great deal of trouble", and lots of uncer- 
tainty from one day to another. 

To keep putty from swelling, mix equal 
parts of dry white lead and whiting with 
one half rubbing varnish, and one half 
coach japan; then add to this one fifth of 
the weight of the whole amount, good 
lead ground in oil. This to be well beat- 
en. If it get too stiff, add more lead; 
keep 111 water and use in small particles, 
»> that it doesn't dry in handling.

Advertisers and publishers, too, are 
very apt to delude themselves about the 
influence of the press. It is, to a very- 
great extent, a fiction that the newspapers 
have any considerable influence, in a real 
and fundamental sense. The truth is, 
such influence as does exist is limited. 
This fact is proved by events contiuua'ly. 
Newspaper campaigns and projects are 
generally brought to naught by the indif- 
ference and hostility of the public. 
Elections are scarcely influenced at all by 
the newspapers, and editorial advice is 
disregarded utterly and contemptuously. 

Why? Because they are hastily com- 
piled; because their advice and admoni- 
tions are not, and never can be, carefully 
weighed and considered; because they 
are cheap, often cheaper than the white 
paper on which they are printed. 

Years ago the press did possess influ- 
ence. In those days it was enough to 
declare that a fact had been seen in print 
to silence all argument and dispute. 
Something of this old-time faith still 
clings to the modern advertiser — poor, 
patient ass — and impels him to go on try- 
ing to buy that which no longer exists — 
the influence of the press.

The knocker, like the poor, we have 
always with us. He is an unclean beast, 
at best—a bird that fouls his own nest. 
Probably no branch of business has suf- 
fered from his methods to the extent that 
distributing has. This is one of the mat- 
ters which sooner or later must engage 
the attention of the International Asso- 
ciation of Distributors. All the dispar- 
aging allusions of the newspapers, all the 
falsehoods and misrepresentations of so- 
licitors, are as nothing compared with the 
flood of knocking letters received from 
distributors themselves. Nothing on 
earth will shake the confidence of a new

house distributing as will hard, persistent

Executive Committee Met in Chi- 
cago Feb. JO— Geo. J. Sherer, 
of Minneapolis, Elected 
Secretary. 

Pursuant to call the Executive Commit- 
tee of the international Bill Posting Asso- 
ciation met in Chicago Feb. 10, and elect- 
ed Geo. J. Sherer secretary, to succeed C. 
E. Runey, resigned. Many measures and 
means were discussed for strengthening 
the organization. There were present: 
Geo. J. Sherer, Geo. F. Uhlman, J. E. 
Williams, C. E. Runey, W. J. Horn, H. 
Bland, C. B. Woodworth and P. F. 
Schaefer. 

The initiation fee was reduced to $1.00, 
and an active campaign decided upon for 
the purpose of increasing the membership, 
and to this end an eighth-page advertise- 
ment for one year was ordered inserted in 
The Billboard.

The following clipping from the Buffalo 
(N. Y.) Express of February 15 explains 
itself: 

K. K. Smlthor, former Alderman, and 
the Erie County Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, is after the city bill posters. Thejr 
make serious charges against them, and 
ask that their licenses be revoked. The 
charges are gross neglect of duty 

Mr. Smlthor and two other members of 
the Pharmaceutical Association, Dr. W. G. 
Gregory and J. A. Lockie, called on His 
Honor, the Mayor, yesterday afternoon. 
The Mayor was not in, and the delegation 
was kept waiting for just an hour. It was 
nearly 4 o'clock when Dr. Dlehl appeared. 

Mr. Smither acted as spokesman, and he 
was armed with a copy of the City Charter 
and Ordinances, other documents and a big 
bundle of soiled circulars that the Phar- 
maceutical Association had had printed at. 
a considerable expense. 

"We wish to call the attention of Tour 
Honor to serious neglect of duty on the 
part of the city bill posters. We constitute 
a committee appointed by the Pharmaceu- 
tical Association to lay the matter before 
you and demand redress," said Mr. Smither. 

The Mayor became nervous, and Mr. 
Smither continued. "The neglect Is a 
chronic one. As Your Honor is aware, the 
city licenses certain bill posters, giving 
them the exclusive right to post all bills 
and circulate all circulars In the city of 
Buffalo. The charter fixes the charge 
which they are permitted to make for this 
work. The remuneration Is quite liberal, 
and everybody who wishes to have bills 
posted or clrulars distributed in this city 
must pay those charges. For that reason 
they are entitled to have their work done 
honestly by the bill posters. But this has 
not been done. 

"A short time ago the Pharmaceutical 
Association got out 25.000 circulars to be 
distributed in this city. They were com- 
pelled by the law to let the city bill posters 
distribute them. Shortly afterwards we 

discovered that instead of distributing the 
circulars they had been dumped into the 
canal, in ash barrels and in other places. 
They were disposed of in that way in 
bunches of hundreds. We came across them, 
and have brought a bundle of them here 
that were disposed of in that. way. Now* 
the association spent auite a little money 
to have these circulars printed. We paid 
to have them properly distributed, and we 
were entitled to have the work done that 
we had paid for. 

"We claim that inasmuch as the city 
will permit only those bill posters who are 
licensed to distribute the bills, the city 
is responsible for the work done by them. 
We ask, therefore, that Your Honor revoke 
the licenses of the bill posters, and if you 
have not the power that the power be con- 
ferred upon you. This Is not the only in- 
stance of where the bill posters have neg- 
lected their duty and shirked their work. 
It is a practice of long standing. 

"We also call Your Honor's attention to 
the fact that the bill posters overcharged 
us. The law says they shall distribute cir- 
culars at the rate of $1.25 per thousand. 
We were charged $1.60. 

A copy of the Ordinances was examined, 
and it was found that Mr. Smither had 
stated the case correctly. One section of 
the Ordinances stated that the city bill 
poster must give a bond of $2,000 for the 
faithful compliance with Section 12 of Title • 
16 of the Charter. When the specified sec- 
tion of the Charter was referred to it was 
discovered that it related to the duties of 
the harbor-master, and not of the bill post- 
ers. Mayor Diehl said he would endeavor 
to have the error corrected. 

After a short conference Mayor Dlehl 
suggested that the committee present for- 
mal charges in writing to him against the 
bill posters. He promised that he would 
consider such charges carefully, and resort 
to such measures as he thought were nec- 
essary to do away with the evil. 

We have no doubt there is another side 
to the story, but we have not been able to 
obtain it. We wrote Mr. Fibbrlck. offer- 
ing him every opportunity to give his side 
of the affair, but he takes his orders from 
.the boss. and. therefore, dare not commun- 
icate with "The Billboard." 

We have not over much sympathy for 
the victims. One dollar and a half per 
thousand is not an adequate price for Buf- 
falo. Distributing in that city is worth all 
of $2.00 per thousand, and the distributor 
will not grow overly wealthy at that figure 
cither.

Gentlemen :— Have you read the Presi- 
dent's monthly message in- the official or- 
gan for January? If so, you can readily 
see what a fool he makes of himself. Talk- 
ing about the situation in the city of San 
Francisco and the State of California, he 
asks the question: who is better able to 
judge of all conditions existing in the dif- 
ferent sections of this country from Maine 
to California than the people who are in 
daily communication with bill posters of 
this country? If he Intended to answer 
that question justly and honestly, then we 
would have Bald to him, "you have struck 
the key-note of the truth." But this idea 
of putting such a question, then answering 
it contrary to the judges of bill posting, 
shows that the President is one who can be 
easily influenced and biased. 

The leading advertisers to-day who post 
bills in the city of San Francisco and Oak-

Green. Are they not the judges of who 
have the boards? We do not think that 
Mr. Edward A. Stahlbrodt could control 
such advertisers as these and order them to 
post with some one else in San Francisco, 
because we are not members of his private 
association. - 

Why don't Mr. O'Mealia come out like a 
man and tell us who the inspectors were 
who said that Siebe & Green are not the 
leaders and do not control the biggest por- 
tion of the boards in San Francisco? 

Is It not a fact. Mr. O'Mealia, that before 
the Executive Committee meeting you were 
already pledged to vote for our rivals, re- 
gardless of the Investigation? Then for 
you, Mr. O'Mealia, t° talk about bull-doz- 
ing tactics! Why, you ought to have been 
the last man in the world to utter such 
words, especially as President of an asso- 
ciation. Is it your duty to attack a re- 
sponsible and honest concern who could 
buy fifty plants like yours? 

How beautiful the striking contrast 
must be, in your eyes, to think what a 
quiet and dignified stand our rivals are tak- 
ing, while we, the aggressors, are battling 
to win. 

A president of an association should at 
all times be upright and honest, and tell 
the truth in all matters appertaining to his 
association. How false it was of you. Mr. 
O'Mealia, to say that the committee knew 
neither parties in the matter, but acted on 
the best evidence obtainable. Don't you 
know that you are not telling the truth? 
We are not bowing to you. or any of your 
kind, nor do we care for your private opin- 
ions, but we do care for the fact that it is 
your duty, as the head of an association, to 
act fairly and honestly in all matters. 

How can you say that you are acting 
fairly when the Pacific Coast Bill Posters' 
Association does not and can not post in a 
"great many towns in the State of Califor- 
nia, while we offer $1,000 to any man that 
can prove that we are not able to post in 
any town in the State of California, bar 
none. It would not take us ten days to 
immediately have a plant in any town that 
refuses our work. And here is your second 
largest city In the State of California. Lo3 
Angeles, and here Is your third largest city 
in the State of California, Oakland, that 
your elected member can not put up one 
sheet of paper in. Do you think you have 
done justice to the California State Asso- 
ciation, when an Eastern advertiser can not 
be posted in the majority of the towns in 
the State of California? How preposterous 
on the very face of it. 

Isn't it a fact that Mr. Edward Stahl- 
brodt pledged himself to our rivals before 
a meeting ever took place? Why. it is play 
with us. and we promise you that you will 
some day come and ask us to join your 
association. - . 

We have hundreds' of letters taking stand 
with us, and whenever we are ready to 
strike the blow, you will find us ready. 

The official organ of the A. B. P. has 
investigated the situation in the State of

BOARD. I like the paper very much. I would 
have been an annual subscriber but for the fact 
that I have always regarded you as an enemy of 
the A. B. P. Perhaps you were not so inten- 
tionally, but because you did not know any 
better. 

Any one that advocates an "open" association 
is an enemy, and no man that understands the 
bill posting business would advocate an "open" 
association unless he had some selfish motive 
foi doing so. 

There is no such thing as competition. It is

I went into 
the business in opposition to a man who had the 
business all to himself for about fifteen years, 
and he did not know what it was to pay rents 
for locations, and inside of two years he threw 
up the sponge. 

Of course, it is a case of the' survival of the 
fittest, but who is the gainer? I answer. No one; 
and no good is gained — only harm. 

The bill poster, after he has beaten his op- 
ponent, has always to suffer afterwards by pay- 
ing big rents if he -wants to own good locations 
to solicit him his work. The advertiser loses 
also, as he gets his paper destroyed, and he 
won't pay the bill poster, perhaps. Then he gets 
disgusted with bill posting altogether, and 
swears that he will not have any more posters 
printed, so that the printers lo e work, and the 
bill posters all over the country lose, if the ad- 
vertiser should be a national advertiser. 

One bill poster is enough in a town or city, no 
matter what size the town or city may be. All 
bill posters should belong to the association, 
then it would be strong enough financially to 
keep an eye on the bill posters, so that when a 
bill poster was not up to the mark, or had the 
reputation of doing bad work, the association 
could take his franchise away and put a better 
man in his place. 

I could m ke myself more clearly understood 
if I were as handy -with the pen as I am with 
the paste brush, and had had the benefit of a 
school when 1 was a boy to have learned to read 
and write, which I have had to do since I 
have had to hustle for myself.

The Greve Lithographing Co., of Milwaukee 
secured the order for the 10,000 whole sheets ad- 
vertising the Milwankee carnival. It is a whole 
sheet, 28x42. after a de»'^u by Alfred Beyer. 

The Erie Litho Co., of Erie, Pa., took the 
-Wallace show's order at three cents per sheet for 
four-color reproductions, in editions of one 
thousand copies. These are figures that will 
make some show printers gasp. In the words of 
the immortal Pat Shannon, the show printers of 
the country are a lot of suckers. They ought to 
get together. 

Hennegan & Co. have ordered a perfecting 
press It prints from a flat bed, and will enable 
them to compete with any firm in America on 
large editions of patent medicine circulars, al- 
manacs or circus programmes. 

Journeymen lithographers of London Eng. 
land, are agitating a combination against the 
trade in the United States. A provisional com- 
mittee has issued a circular calling for a national 
conference, to be held in March, to consider 
measures for the protection of the industry 
against foreign competition. In an address ac- 
companying the circular English employers are 
denounced for spending enormous sums of 
money for printing done abroad. In the matter 
of lithographic posters alone it is declared that 
last year nearly $2,000,000 was sent out of the 
country for work which might just as well have 
been done at home. Some of this went to Hoi 
laud, some to Paris, but the bulk to the United 
States, and the address says that this money ex- 
panded in London would have kept hundreds o 
printers at work all the year round. Stress i" 
laid on the fact that a large number of German 
printing and lithographic firms have permanent 
branch offices 111 London and are Carrying off by 
the wholesale contracts for printing from tem- 
perance, religious and other societies, while 
nearly all the Bibles now sold in England and 
sent out of the country for missionary purposes 
are also printed abroad. It is purposed to seek 
legislation imposing a dutyor tax on all printed 
or lithographic matter brought iu from other 
countries.

Who Founded the Western Ohio 
Fair Association. 



On this page we present the portrait of a very 
popular gentleman, Mr. A. P. Sandles. We 
wrote him, as is our custom, for some data from 
which to prepare an account of his career. In 
due course of time he replied, and we present 
his letter verbatim, confident that we could not 
possibly improve upon it. Among other things 
he says : 

"My career on earth has not been punctuated 
with noted events. The Chicago fire and myself 
occurred the same year (1871). The fire created 
the greater sensation throughout the country, 
and was more generally commented upon than 
the latter event. Both were sad affairs. How- 
ever, I outlived the conflagration. The fire 
happened in the city and I in a country cabin. 
But in America the 'paths of glory' have log 
cabins at one end and the White House at the 
other. I thick I shall prove no exception to this 
rule, as I have already attended one national 
convention and am still young. 

"For twenty years I was a familiar scene upon 
the farm, but during the last administration the 
woolen industry and I Uftit. While teaching 
school I punished one of the "big girls," not 
thinking of the result. She made a vow to get 
even. She got me. Some say the baby looks 
likes his mother's side of the house: others say 
he favors me, but will get better looking as he 
gets older. 

"After paying the probate and preacher for a 
'privilege' to set up housekeeping, I served six 
months in a clothing store, but escaped, and for 
two years was deputy recorder, during which 
time I was elected secretary of the Putnam 
County Fair, which had been bidding too high 
and was in the 'hole' over two thousand dollars. 
Have served three terms and am re-elected, and 
fair is out of debt. Proposed the Fair Man- 
agers' Organization of Western Ohio. Am now 
employed in the public schools of Ottawa, Ohio. 
Have a good appetite and enjoy a hearty meal 
several times a day. 

"This is my 'tale of woe.* Hardly think you 
will care to tell it to others." 

We do care to tell it to others, however, and 
we feel certain that the quaint humor of his 
recital will prove decidedly refreshing to a very 
large number of readers.

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MEETING Of THE STATE BOARD. 

The State Board of Agriculture met in 
Agricultural Hall State House, on Tuesday 
and Wednesday of last week, to revise the 
premium list and attend to other business. 
The time of the next State fair was fixed 
at "eptember 12 to 17. 

The Board appointed Aaron Jones, ot 
South Bend, ex-Governor Matthews and "W. 
W. Stevens, of Salem, as a committee to 
confer with the Committee from the State 
Board of Commerce in the matter of ar- 
ranging for an exhibit of the State's pro- 
" ducts at the Paris Exposition in 1900. Sec- 
retary Kennedy was authorized to go to 
Chicago on the 6th of this month as a dele- 
gate to a meeting there in the interest of 
the corn industry, with the Indiana corn 
exhibit at Paris in view. 

It was decided to give the State Horticul- 
tural Society a permanent location of ten 
acres to the right of the street car tracks, 
and on the south side of the fair grounds, 
for an exhibit. This place will be converted 
into a permanent horticultural exhibit, and 
a park will be maintained by the horticul- 
tural society. 

The Board appropriated $500 for a sweep- 
Stakes exhibit of beef cattle, all breeds to 
he admitted to the conest, and the prize to 
go to the best herd. Hiram Howland will 
have charge of the track.

. MAYOR'S ADDRESS OF .WELCOME. 

Gentlemen of the Fair Association:' 

"My friend Mr. Harrod and myself are :• 
brothers-in-law to the same church, and 
this little act of his reminds me of a good 
sister that belongs to my churchy She got 
up one evening in class meeting .'and said: 
'My. friends, I have been very worldly and : 
" sinful; I danced, and I wore a great deal ■ 
of Jewelry.- but I found it was dragging me 
down to hell, .and I. took it off and gave it 
to my sister." Now. I don't know but what , 
this is the case -with our brother, and he - 
has been kind enough to put this affair off ; 
onto me; Be that as It may, we are de- 
lighted to have this association meet in 
Lima, and I *»™ glad to welcome you here : 
this morning We have got a good town, 
and we know it. We have got good people 
and we know it. We are always glad to 
have the stranger come into our midst, and 
take him by the hand and give him a good 
time. I hope you will have a good time, 
-notwithstanding the abominable wather- 

The work in which you are engaged is, to 
my mind, one of great importance, ana 
brings more happiness to your people than 
almost any other event of the year. In 
educating the people and in promoting a 
higher class of farming, by bringing the 
people of the county in closer communion, 
and rousing a generous rivalry, it excels 
evervthing else that could he gotten up. 

Yours is a labor of love. You lose your 
time, and put forth your best energies to 
make the Fair a success, and the marvel 
to me is that your labor is not more ap- 
preciated than it is. 

I remember the first County Fair ever 
leld in Allen County, on the Iana where 
Ben Faurot's house now stands, and I see 
rsevral men here today who were there at 
-that meeting. . 

The County Fair should be the institution 
bf the- year, and in some counties it is made 
THE INSTITUTION- I know down In Fair- 
field County it is this way. The people talk 
about it from the time it closes one year 
until the next one is held. Their fair has 
no more merit in it than any other, but 
they manage to get the hearts of the people 
interested in it. They don't make their 
Fair on Thursday, as we do here in Allen 
County. I do not think It wise to make 
great attractions on Thursday. Have some- 
thing for every day. Give them a wedding 
on Wednesday; a. baloon ascension on Tues- 
day a horse Tace on Thursday, and some- 
thing else on Friday. In this way you make 
the entire week a success. 

Last year I went to our Allen County 
Fair. I am something of a farmer myself. 
In leisure time I have devoted considerable 
of my spare moments to amusing myself 
with farming. I went to the hog pens and 
saw some fine hogs, but nobody was there 
to look at them. I saw some fine cattle, 
but nobody there interested in them. But 
- there was a great crowd up by the speed 
ring. I would put the hog pens up where 
the speed ring is. I don't think County 
Fairs should make the races the only fea- 

Another thing In which I think there has 
been a mistake made, and that is in the 
Indiscriminate class of amusemente that 
are allowed on fair grounds. In the last 



two years it has been my misfortune to 
have to look after matters of about the 
same nature as some of these amusements. 
Little discrimination is used in the amuse- 
ments that are allowed at the County Fairs. 
The young people must be amused, but they 
should be educated at the same time. But 
the County fcair seems to be the center to- 
ward which every miserable, wretched fake 
in the country navigates. It the young 
people who attend the fairs, all of them, 
would take in what us older fellows like lo 
see, it would not be very edifying to them. 
To illustrate this, only a year ago 1 went 
to a County Fair not far from here, and a 
friend stepped up to me and said: "Here's 
something I want you to see." We went 
into one of these sideshows, and when we 

got inthere had to pay a quarter to see the 
real show, which was a disgrace to exhibit 
anywhere. You can't bring County Fairs 
up to the standard they should be unless 
you eliminate these objectionable and dis- 
graceful feautres. 

I can see great good to come from a meet- 
ing of this kind, in exchanging opinions and 
ideas as to methods, etc. Elevate your 
County Fairs; have a good time, and pront 
by this meeting. 

RESPONSE TO MAYOR BAXTER'S 
WELCOME BY C. W. HALFHILD. 

On behalf. of the Association, of which I 
am a member, I assure you we appreciate 
the welcome which has been tendered us 
by the Mayor of Lima. I am in sympathy 
with a great deal the speaker has said. 
But I am glad that there are some counties 
that do not have to hold a camp-meeting . 
after tb*» Fi>ir. I Vnov thi»t s^rae tMn«r** ■ 

are objectionable, but It Is bard work to 
eliminate all of the features. 

The meeting then got down to business, 
and took up the regular programme. 

"Lessons Learned by Experience" was a 
valuable paper read by Hon. L..G. Ely. 

Advertising the Fair, by C. W. Halfhill, 
excited much comment. 

In the absence of W- R. Noyes, of Bowl- 
ing Green, the discussion x>f the above sub- 
ject was lead by A. P. Sandles. of Ottawa. 

Advertising the Fair is certainly the key 
to the financial situation. My ideas are 
very much like those of Mr. Halfhill. I 
think I would begin to advertise the Fair 
Of next year by the Fair of this year. If 
you do the fair thing, and everybody is 
pleased, they will help advertise the com- 
ing Fair, and such advertising will not 
cost you dollars and cents. 

The first step is to have something good 
to advertise. Get a good entertainment 
course, and then advertise It. 

Last fall we had a larger attendance than 
ever before, and we used both the news- 
papers of the county and surrounding 
counties, and quite a number of lithographs. 

A. Sheldon, of the Fair Publishing House, 
Findlay. O., made a short talk advocating 
the use of a fair bulletin which had been 
used by a number of fairs successfully. 
New York State ordered half a million of 
these bulletins for their State fair and Vir- 
ginia 300,000. "Newspaper advertising Is 
good, poster advertising is good, bulletin 
advertising Is good. Advertise liberally 
and judiciously, and you will certainly 
have good results. As to which gives you 
the best results will be determined by your 
Secretary, who gives these matters his close 
attention, and is well posted." 

C. W. Halfhill: "We have a plan in our 
county which we think is better than the 
fair bulletin. Get up a big fair edition, 
using the patent side of your county news- 
-paper. Have cuts made of twelve" or fifteen 
of your exhibits and put them in. We 
mailed out ten thousand of these last year, 
using the names on the poll books of the 
county. The job cost us ?50. and we got 
$37.50 worth of advertising from the local 
merchants, making the net cost only $12.50." 

The Privilege Man, M. J. Crawford. (Ab- 
sent.- 

Wm. Russler, of Allen County, moved to 
appoint a Committee on Resolutions, which 
motion was carried. The Chairman ap- 
pointed C. W. Halfhill. of Mercer County; 
A. P. Sandles. of Putnam, and Wm. Rusler, 
of Allen County on that committee. 

A representative of the Calvert Litho- 
graphing Co., Louis Littman, suggested to 
the Association that they club together in 
placing their orders for lithographs, and 
thus save about twenty-five or thirty per 
cent 

J. B. Stuckey— Expert Judges: 

There certainly is no dispute in the mat- 
ter of having good judges, for it is to our 
judges we owe the excellence of our stock, 
fruit, etc. A high grade of stock and a 
high standard of fruit have all attained to 
their superiority through the good judg- 
ment of competent men. I am in favor of 
a single judge system. It was adopted, in 
the late New York horse shows without a. 
dissenting vote. The Fair Association can 
not be too careful in selecting its judges. 
One judge should not judge more than one 
kind of stock 

Discussed by L. B. Good. 
I would advise you to discard the term 
"Expert" from your list. I think it is a 
misnomer I am in favor of the single 
judge system, but should not consider a 
man an expert because he can judge stock. 
Webster says that an expert is "authority 
on the subject with which he has to deal." 
Experts do not agre any more than others. 
Men to be experts should be authority, and 
the men selected as judges, who, though 
capable, could not be called experts. Judges 
should be well posted. Judges of stock 
should understand pedigrees and registra- 
tions in order to be competent. Whether 
you should employ men from a distance de- 
"pends. If you have men at home that are 
fitted for the work and are honest, they 
should be employed.

1 btlieve in a good drawing card, some- 
thing out of the usual, something that will 
attract. We must not move along in the 
same old rut. Get the people waked up, 
and they will come. 

Speed Department— Dr. Geo. Hall: 

I was down at Washington trying to get 

the post office, and was not aware that I 
was on the progiam here to-day. But I 
never saw the time I could not say a word 
j...... . bt .c-i.u nuist-s. This is one of the 

-.. i mtis .>,.». can pioviae lor 

the Fair Good races always draw a crowd. 
Our. driving association always has a good 
crowd, ana their meeting is always a suc- 
cess. They have no stock to sell in their 
association. One thing, fairs are too pe- 
nui u.us in the purses they offer. I have 
noticed in our surrounding fairs that those 
who ga>e the largest purses draw the larg- 
est crowd. I would not go to a fair that 
did not have trotting. At Ottawa they gi.e 
good purses, and last year they made $800. 
Good purses will draw racers from all over 
and crowds for thirty and forty miles. 

Discussed by Phil. Blume, Wapakoneta: 

I have occasionally seen a race horse, and 
once in a while, in the summer time, I 
sri.it ~ few of them. You want to know 
the effect of racing on the fair. Wherever 
liberal purses have been offered I have seen 
gouu ciowas. If you have good racing on 
the hnt day. you will have good crowds on 
the second day, and If you have good rat- 
ine; o*i Lue svvuuu uay you will have good 
crowds on the third day. and so on through 
the week. If you have" a crowd or ten 
thousand at the fair, six thousand will be 
interested in seeing the speed horses come 
down the line, pf course, you must have 
other attractions, but the speed department 
is the important one. The majority of peo- 
ple like to see running races. It is a good 
plan to have a trot, a running race and a 
pace every afternoon. I have noticed that 
people would be quiet and disinterested 
during some of the other races, but when 
the running horses are brought out they 
would be interested and all In a bustle. 
Have a variety of classes, and give good 
purses, and I wil guarantee you will have 
a good fair. 

Family Tickets, by J. J. Cole, Findlay. 
(Absent.) 

Admissions, by E. W. Porter. (Absent.) 

These two subject were discussed by 
Messrs. Giffln, ot Van 'Wert; Shaffer, of 
Auglaize, and Dr. Paul, of Putnam County. 

A great many fairs are issuing family 
ticket, and the general opinion is that it 
should be discontinued. It was the general 
opinion that fairs are imposed upon a great 
deal by the exceedingly large families about 
fair time. Most fairs issue a membership 
ticket with four coupons attached, and this 
was generally conceded to be a good plan. 

Should the Fair Receive Assistance from 
the County Commissioners, J. S. Slager. 
(Absent.) 

Discussed by Mr. E. B. Gilliland, of van 
Wert County. Many societies will go to 
the wall if they do not receive assistance. 
I think it would be a good plan to have a 
bill passed authorizing the County Commis- 
sioners ot levy a tax not to exceed one- 
tenth of a mill, and not exceed $1,000 for 
any one county. The commissioners should 
have that much power, I think, and it 
would place us on a substantial footing in 
case of bad weather. 

Mr. Shaffer, Wapakoneta: I don't think 
there would be any trouble in getting a bill 
of this kind passed, as we have the assur- 
ance from our representative in the State 
Senate, Mr. Broerin, that he will do all he 
can to get this through. 

Dr. Paul. Ottawa: County Commissioners 
have a right to turn over to agriculture so- 
cieties a portion of the dog fund for this 
purpose. I think Fairfield County has done 
this. Now, it seems to me that a bill mak- 
ing that general throughout the State would 
be better than a bill requiring taxation. 

Dr. Hall, Lima: Some counties have no 
surplus dog fund, and, therefore, could get 
no help from the county. The county should 
stand up for the fair as a parent should for 
Its child. I believe in passing a bill giving 
the commissioners the right to levy a tax 
for a fund for this purpose. 

l'olire— Fred. Wiemeyer. New ISremen: 

We have always had ten policemen, but 
I believe the Board is in favor of employ- 
ing just half that number for next year, 
paying them M.75 per day. We shall have 
two to watch the fakes and privilege men, 
two to keep people off the race track, and 
one to patrol the grounds. 

Dr. Paul, Ottawa: Over in our county we 
have a crowd, and have to have seventeen 
or eighteen police. All the members of the 
Board are sworn in as special officers lor 
that time. 

E. B. Gilliland, Van Wert: We have a 
chief and sixteen police. The chief is 
mountpd. and is always where he can te 
seen if -he is needed. We pay the police 
si **"» oc* ■ d&y. 

The Exhibitor's Fee— F.H. Rummell, Ada. 
(Absent:) Subject passed. 

Salaries of Officers— T. B. Tucker, To- 
ledo. (Absent.) 
■'■- Brown County pays $!la per year to the 
secretary and $75 to the treasurer, and 
they employ their own assistants. 

Van Wert County pays $150 a year to her 
secretary _ „ 

Dr. Paul. Ottawa: Putnam County pays 
her secretary $200, and he pays all his as- 
sistants. This year we pay him $300. Sal- 
ary of a secretary should be governed by 
his fitness. When you have a man prac- 
tically fitted for the place, keep him. 

Hancock County pays each member of the 

board $2 per day for each meeting. Presi- 
dent gets $50 per year, and the secretary 

$175. 

Darke County pays each member $2 per 
day for each meeting: secretary $250. and 



treasurer $50, and they furnish their own 
help. 

Auglalse County pays each member ot the 
board $2 per day tor each meeting; secre- 
tary $200, and treasurer $50 per year, and 
they furnish their own help. 

Allen County pays secretary $125, and 
treasurer $50 per year. 

Shall each Township have a Member on 
the Board of Directors — T. B. Bowersock, 
Lima, O Passed. 

Revising the Premium List— O. D. Swart- 
out. 

This matter of revising the premium list 
is something that must be acted on differ- 
ently in each county. What we might do in 
Van Wert County might not suit other 
counties. There are some things which 
our county has adopted which pay. For 
instance, I received a letter from a Darke 
County director, asking to what we attrib- 
uted the success of our grain and fruit ex- 
hibits. We oiler premiums on different va- 
rieties of fruits and different kinds of 
grains, and then on others as the exhibits 
merit. We wero formerly open to the 
world, but the foreign exhibitors In the art 
department discouraged the ladies at home; 
so last year we restricted some exhibits to 
our home county. 

Mr. Johns Van Wert: Are not the ladies 
a part of the county and a part of the fair? 
I haven't heard a word yet about the la- 
dies. I may be called a ladles' man. but 1 
want to say we often fail to get the ladles 
interested in the fair. Go out and tell the 
ladies that the fair belongs to them just as 
much as it does to the rest of us. Ouce get 
them interested and you will get a crowd. 
It is a good idea to pick out a lady In each 
township to see the other ladles and inter- 
est them. 

Next three subjects passed; participants 
absent. , . . 

After the different subjects had been dis- 
cussed, the association proceeded to trans- 
act its business. An organization was 
formed of the following counties: Auglaize, 
Allen. Putnam. Van Wert. Hancock. Ful- 
ton. Mercer. Darke, Browne, Union, Will- 
iams, and the Ada Tri-County Fair Asso- 
ciation and the New Bremen Fair Associ- 
ation. m 

For the selection of the next place of 
meeting two places were proposed, Lima 
and Van Wert. Lima received seven votes 
and Van Wert three, and the society de- 
cided to hold the next meeting at this 
place. 

By a unanimous vote Mr. Harrod was re- 
elected President for the coming year, and 
A. P. Sandles was chosen secretary. Mr. 
J. S. Stuckey. of Van Wert, was chosen 
first vice president, and C. W. Halfhill. of 
Mercer, second vice president. The Execu- 
tive Committee will consist of the presi- 
dent, secretary and the two vice presidents, 
and also Agnew Welch, of Hardin County; 
D. A. Johns, of Van Wert County: A. E. 
Schaffer. of Auglaize County, and W. A. 
Williamson, of Hancock County. 

L. G. Ely. of Fayette County; C. W. Half- 
hill. of Mercer County, and William Rusler, 
of Allen County, were selected a committee 
to urge upon the Legislature to pass the 
law which enables the different agricultu- 
ral associations to receive a certain amount 
of monev bv taxation. 

The society tendered the press of west- 
ern Ohio a vote of thanks for the interest 
it took in the Association, and in advertis- 
ing it. 

The Committee on Resolutions presented 
the following, which were unanimously 
adopted: 

Gentlemen— Your committee appointed on 
resolutions beg leave to report as follows: 

Resolved, That we are in favor of the 
present State law. regulating the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, and that each member 
of this Association request Its representa- 
tives and senators to use all honorable 
means to prevent its repeal. 

Resolved. That It is the sense of this 
body that is not the best interests of fairs 
to sell any privilege on a per cent. 

Resolved. That we urge all county so- 
cieties to organize themselves Into circuits 
for mutual benefit and advertising pur- 
poses. 

Resolved, That we believe the agricul- 
tural fairs of Ohio are a very great source 
of education to the people who attend them, 
and should receive some recognition and 
support from their respective counties, and 
we hereby heartily support the suggestions 
along this line, and that the chairman of 
this meeting be authorized to appoint a 
committee, and they be authorized to form- 
ulate some plan, and that they confer with 
members of the general assembly In regard 
to securing the passage of a measure along 
that line. 

Resolved. That It Is the judgment of this 
body that better results would be obtained 
if the speed class and entry books should 
be made as nearly uniform as possible In 
all county fairs. 

Resolved. That the secretary of each 
member of the association forward, at tho 
close of the fair, to all members of this 
association, tho names and addresses of all 
unreliable privilege men and tho amount of 
their Indebtedness, If any; and we hereby 
pledge ourselves not to allow said parties 
to operate on our grounds, until such de- 
linquency has been paid. 

Resolved, That wo are heartily In favor 
of the bill Introduced in the Ohio Legisla- 
ture by Representative Kenny, of Mercer 
County, requiring the county commissioners 
of any county owing agricultural or fair 
grounds property, to keep tho samo In- 
sured. 

Resolved, That our thanks ore due, and 
are hereby tendered to the county commis- 
sioners of Allen County, for tho use of tho 
court room for the meeting, and to the 
members of tho Allen County Board, and 
the Mayor of the city of Lima, for their 
hospital welcome, entertainment and cour- 
tesies extended during thlB session.

ADVERTISING STRATAGEMS 



Generally, strategy should be left to 
soldiers, lovers and wives of stingy men. 
The business man who resorts to it with 
the idea of drawing trade should be very 
sure that he has a special talent for it. 

One of the best known strategists in 
the advertising field was the late George 
Robins, of England. He was rather 
more locally famous as an auctioneer of 
real estate. Many instances are given of 
his use of double meanings and his ex- 
travagant exaggeration of small truths. 
This is one : In his discription of an es- 
tate that he was engaged to sell he said 
amongst its many charms, there is a hang- 
ing wood. The astonished purchaser 
found that this meant nothing more nor 
less than an old gallows. 

This advertiser has l>e.-n dead probably 
forty years, but he is not forgotten: In 
his advertising ciiculars he followed the 
ornate style of the literature of the day. 
He was in the van of the manner of the 
age.- Some of -his circulars abound in 
poetic selections, and' he declared that 
even adjectives of the superlative degree 
were too weak to describe the property he 
had to sell. Frequently he over reached 
himself,: made himself ridiculous ami 
souetiineseven incurred suits for damagis 

Mr. Robins has modern prototypes in 
the projectors of periodicals who offer as 
premiums to subscribers diamonds that 
even experts cannot tell from real ones, 
and art work that rivals what costs small 
fortunes when bought over the counters- 
of regular dealers. - • 

The wonder is that any one is'deceived 
by these representations, and in George 
Robins' time it is strange that in a coun- : 
try as small, as England people should be • 
fooled by his high-flown talk. It may 
only be explained by the fact that in those 
days reading' matter was not as plentiful 
and cheap as now, -and -advertising was 
not in its present state.' " People went 
about less and knew less of each other.

That time-worn catch line, "Who's 
your hatter?" came . into . use through a 
piece of strategy of a different kind. 
This story also conies from London. I 
tell it as it was told to me : 

It happened, years ago, that a hatter in 
London speculated in the purchase of the 
entire stock of a bankrupt brother trades- 
man, but soon after his venture he found 
that he had made the mistake of over- 
stocking himself. His first idea was 
retrenchment, making up his loss by dis- 



English. The result justified the inven- 
tor's anticipations. The bills were sought 
after as typographical curiosities. Men 
shouted with laughter at the ludicrous 
effect of what many considered ignorance 
on the part of the writer or the printer. 
These bills were carried about in pockets, 
to be shown and laughed at over again. 

Elderly gentlemen, previously strangers 
to the shop, bought "ats" and remon- 
strated gravely with the "atter" for, the 
blunder. Young fellows purchased gos- 
samers for the excuse of going in and 
begging for hand-bills. They joked with

might the governor's wife for invitations ,:

This is publicity of the most desirable . 
kind. It will last. The goods to be sold • 
are not praised above their deserts. They " 
are goods that most people know of. There,; 
are no chances for deception, and none -is 
attempted. The sale is to clear away odds ; •_"-; 
and ends accumulated during the season. 
That prices are cut is only reasonable. 

Generally, the from house-to-house dis- 
tribution is the most effective method of 
advertising. It produces the quickest re- 
sults. When samples are given, or sold - 
for a trifle, they at once bring the vender X, 
and consumer into pleasant business re- - 
lations. .There is no least hint of "a "pig ; 
in a poke"' bargain. There is no- 'IdstX 
time for the receiver of samples, and she 
has a guaranty of the truth of the text 
that goes with it 

Next to this method in efficacy, is the '•>. 
well made circular or booklet that antici- ' 
pates the questions that the. average per- 1 
son would ask in regard to the goods ad- 
vertised. ■■-."'•■■'

In compliance with your request, ' I ' bee 
leave to say that I do not see how any man> 
engaged in the distributing business exclus- 
ively could hope to benefit or -Increase his - 
business by having a fixed scale of prices. '"" 
When jou find yourself compelled to adhere 
to 0"S Prices you will find that they are too 
nigh-Jir too low, for the reason that no two 
Cities or towns can be worked for the same 
money. In either^case, you would have to go 
put jit the 'busUfesgi and the other fellow 
J™"?™ -Bet the worfif.he not being. compelled 
to adhere to anybody's scale of prices. While 
curgBembership consists of only one person 
m ■•*■ Q7. ea territory, we do not come into 
competition with each other, and so do not 
neej^a.- scale of prices to protect a weaker 
mem °ff-iWe must leave our members to fight 
their own battles, backed by our strong and 
ever growing membership. This they could 
better do -without a fixed scale of prices,, for 
with that the other fellow could always bid 
Just under him, and get the work. 

I fail to Bee how prices made by me -in Kan- 
sas City should affect the prices in Iowa Illi- 
nois, Ohio, or Canada; only, perhaps, in a 
general way. My prices possibly would not 
apply to any other member's territory. For 
Instance, I have a small town lying on a hill- 
side so steep that wagons and teams do not 
travel north and south at all, but gain the 
hyj-side !by coming up slopes on the east and 
west. However, all foot travel is from north " 
to south, or rather, up and down Mil. -nearly 
all of the houses facing east and west Just 
across the big Kan or Kansas River, I have 
another and larger town which is very com- - 
partly built and as level as a floor. How very 
different the above situations; one worth at 
least $3 per thousand and the other easily 
done for $1.50 per thousand, coming as it doe ■ 
in a large town. If the I. A. D. adopts a scale 
of prices, I feel they will adopt me out of 
business. As matters now stand I am doing 
about all the distributing that comes here. 
Others have their special deliveries, such as 

£ e £ % T i' r °^ M ' D - T " tne X. C. S., and 
the K. C. M. S.— all of them having some 
other business besides distributing. I have 
the only exclusive distributing service in this 
city, and I take no man's work for less than 
$1.50 per thousand, and generally get more 
owing to the weight, and : manner of delivery. 
Much of my territory lies among the hills and 
bluffs of the Greater Kansas City, bounded on 
the north by the Missouri River, on the east 
by the Big Blue River, on the south by Brush 
Creek, and on the west by the Kan or Kan- 
sas River, with its hills and valleys. Very 
much of this is scattering and without side- - 
walks; yet with all the difficulties I can do 
the work cheaper than my brother, who lives 
in a smaller town, and only gets from two to 
fifteen thousand pieces to distribute; He 



should never, under any circumstances, get 
less than $2.50 per thousand; so you see I 
could not possibly get for my work what he 
must necessarily have for his; nor could he 
work his territory for what I get for mine. 
Thus, with a scale of prices, one, or possibly 
both, of us would have to quit the business, i 
would be glad to have a scale of prices for the 
distributor, were it possible, but we are not 
in competition with each other— it is the 
"other fellow" who is after us, and I do not 
intend that he shall get the I. A. D. if I can 
prevent it. It is a very simple thing for the 
bill posters to have a scale of prices for post- 
ing, and perhaps live up to it, but it is not 
so with the distributor. When the day of the 
scale of prices comes for us, then the day of 
dissolution for the I. A.D. has come, I fear. 
This is my candid Judgment. I had hoped 
this question was settled.

My Dear Sir— It Ib with a sense of greatest 
pleasure I write you this, my first letter, and 
1 earnestly trust it may lead to many more 
in which I shall endeavor to give you such 
information as may be of news to your (our) 
valuable and indispensable Journal, and a 
benefit and protection to the trades which 'tis 
our aim and duty, to protect from Imposition 
and to enrich with our services. 

In regard to posting, will say I have done 
very lltttle this spring so far— Simmon's 
Liver Regulator. Plso's Cure for Consump- 
tCGUiiue and a lot of local work aside from 
the show posting, being about all within the 
past two weeks. The above work was given 
a good "blanked In" display, and will remain 
entact for more than the thirty days guaran- 
teed showing. Our card tacking for the past 
month has included some for Plso's Cure 
scourine, Leverlng's Coffee, Key West 
cheroots, Sabaroso cigars. Gold Dust, Lion 
Coffee, Bell starch, S. and W. tobacco 
Brown's Iron Bitters, Hammer Soap, etc. ' 
The card tacking is done by myself, and aa 
our city ordinance will not allow any one ex- 
cept a licensed bill poster to do same the work 
stands in no danger of being covered by any 
other. I am the only licensed advertiser in 
our city, and my card-tacking remains pro- 
tected so long as the signs will last. 

The house-to-house sampling has included 
only some for Gold Dust, Bell Starch, King's 
Discovery, etc.: this work is always accom- 
panied by myseir, and I am particular to note 
that every sample is handed in with the prop- 
er courtesy and remarks. 

But it is not of the posting, card-tacking or 
house-to-house sampling I desire in this let- 
ter to make special mention of, or to call 
any attention therto, but it is of house-to 
house distributing of advertising matter that 
I will speak and endeavor to show in a proper 
light the right and wrong way of doing the 
same. I have been the city bill poster for 
Danville for the past twenty years, and I have 
found from all experiments that no matter 
what my wages to my employes or how 
trusted they may be in other respects, they 
are not o be trusted alone with house-to- 
house distributing— they might go over the 
territory assigned to them, but they are too 
careless to place the matter as It should be— 
under or in the doors. 

Some time since I had a lot of matter to 
put out for Dr. Miles' Medical Company, and 
at the same time some little picture-cards for 
Helmes' Railroad Mills Snuff. Without my 
knowledge, my "best" man Luster) puts out 
the two together In one district of the city. 
It happened Dr. Miles' representative was in 
town the same day. and finding out the fact 
through a local druggist wrote bis house to 
that effect, with the result that they can- 
celed their contract with me. I wrote them, 
explaining all, and assuring them that in fu- 
ture they would have no excuse for complaint 
— but no; they were deaf to my entreaties, 
so I laid on my oars to prove to them how 
good (? they could have their work done 
without me. My patience in waiting was re- 
warded. About two weeks since they sent 
their work to a man by the name of Taylor, 
who is employed by the Southern Railroad 
Company. He employed a* negro boy by the 
name of Johnnie MacColes, at about 25 cents 
a day to throw the matter away, which he did 
to a certainty. 

The negro went but one Saturday evening 
in the rain and threw a few over the front 
gates of our main street He distributed a 
few in the Fourth Ward and left 600 in the . 
store of J. R. Brown, on Craghead Street, 
telling the clerk to use them for wrapping- 
paper— this is the extent of his billing. 

Some time since the representative of Gar- 
field Tea was here and said he would have his 
samples put out by the local druggists. I ac- 
cidentally ran across a little negro boy put- 
ting them out: he had a bag full of samples 
and a crowd of ten or fifteen children run- 
ning after him. In the space of two squares 
they each had their hands fall of packages 
and each yard where the boy went he was 
met by children who begged three or four 
packages. His -bagful lasted him two blocks 
only— and the Garfield Tea people think it 
wise to put out their matter this way! 

Enclosed you will find certificates as to the 
manner In which I distribute my work and 
also that I accompany my men. one signed 
by all the druggists, one by all the letter- 
carriers, one by the Jobbers, one by the floor 
managers of the eight leaf-tobacco ware- . 
houses of this city. Please return them by 
next mall.

The distribution of advertising matter IS 
one of serious Importance to the advertiser, 
and it Is tittle wonder that many Anns are 
wary of sending work to people with whom 
they have no business acquaintance or one 
not vouched for by some well-known business 
firm of reliability. 

The article In the "Billboard" or February 
1. 1898. under the caption of "The Way of It." 
strikes right home to the man who Is trying 
to build up a business upon business princi- 
ples. The advertiser should deal directly with 
the bill noster. or distributor, rather than 
through the city bill poster; for when busl-; 
ness Is sent direct the party distributing feels 
a pride In seeing that It Is well done, and 
takes a greater Interest In the advertiser's 
welfare to see that the work done brings 
good returns. 

The large city bill posters do not control a 
font of boards In this county, while we eon 
tro] the boards In fourteen towns In this 
vicinity, and we guarantee the distributing 
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cr posting done will be according to dlrec- 
iiuiib. And u returns are not wnat may be 
uutcteu it will not be the fault of the dU- 
UiMutor.

Dear Sir:— In response to your request for 
a toimulatlon of my views upon the forma- 
tion ot a union of a few of the larger bill 
hostels for protection against opposition 
plants, I venture to submit the following. 

What we all want la a system that will 
cause any advertiser who posts with our op- 
position to know that he will absolutely and 
unquestionably be blacklisted throughout the 
United States, and we should all be frank 
and open enough to so avow. It will be ob- 
jected that such blacklisting is unconstitu- 
tional and opposed to our American ideas, etc 
To this I -simply say Bosh! There is not a 
single manufacturing concern in this coun- 
try that is meeting' its competitors in the 
open field with simply the ordinary equip- 
ment of brains and capital that is making 
money. Competition is played out In the busl* 
ness woild of to-day, and the man who is wlsa 
enough to realize the change and has been 
smart enough to shelter his business behind 
the fortress of a trust or monopoly is the only 
fellow who Is making money. 

The stock of the standard Oil Trust is to- 
day selling on the market at a valuation et 
$424,000,000, not because its assets would cost 
that much to duplicate, but because those as- 
sets pay interst on $424,000,000. Before the 
formation ot the trust those same refineries 
and appliances might have been in existence 
and been able to turn out exactly as much 
oil as to-day; but their selling value would 
not have been possibly even $5,000,000. Whylr 
Simply because the profits with competition 
would not have paid Interest on $5,000,000. 

I may have $11.0,000 Invested in a bill post- 
ing plant and If 1 have a monopoly 1 may 
make interest on a million, whereas if I have 
competition I may lose $10,000 or more a year. 
In the one case I could legitimately consider 
my plant worth a million it I could make 
my monopoly 'permanent, but if I knew that 
opposition might any day destroy my earn- 
ing power I might not consider it worth one 
per cent, of the cost. 

Tbis general aigumsnt applies to every buni- 
nets. but to none Is it so applicable as to bill- 
postlhg. Now, all other fellows who have had 
any sense have formed their little trust and 
are making money. Shall It be said that the 
bill posters are such jackasses that they 
haven't sense enough to form their trust? 

We are In the business not for our health 
nor fcr the other fellow's health. If we want 
to make money. let us pursue the methods 
that have been successful In other lines. We 
must be hot only defensive; we must be ag- 
gressive. We must exterminate our oppo- 
nents and competitors. Business Is war; it Is 
war without quarter. What does the sugar 
trust do when Arbuckle attacks it It gets 
back at Arbuckle by starting a coffee plart 
The Standard Oil Trust will spend $10,000,000 
to make me lose $100,000 if I should dare 
start an oil refinery In opposition to them. We 
bill posters must be equally aggressive. We 
must form an organization that will exter- 
minate any bill paster who dares oppose it. 
Let us fallow in the footsteps of Rockefeller. 
We will first give all bill posters a chance to 
come Into the fold and form the organtzaztion. 
Our arms will be wide and none so poor but 
we will accept them if they accept salvation 
when offered, but let the day pass and tbey 
reject our offers, then their sun is set Very 
. well; let It be assumed that the organization 
Is formed. We agree with our patronB and 
they with us that none ot their paper will go 
to any but members of the Union, and we 
further agree that posting will be done In 
the various cities at a certain maximum rate. 
For instance, we as a Union will say to the 
advertiser that the maximum rate for Los 
Angeles will be 9 cents for thirty days, but 
that nothing In the agreement will prevent 
Mr. Advertiser from .getting Wllshlre of Los 
Angeles to post for less if he can persuade 
him to do it 

In other words, the Union will agree to get 
the advertiser good posting done in various 
places at certain rates and as much lower aa 
he can bargain for it The only thing it will 
insist on Is that he patronize none but Union 
bill posters. This is directly opposite to what 
we do now In fixing a minimum rate, and I 
think It has various advantages. It cer- 
tainly will make the advertiser better satis- 
fied, and I think If the bill poster feels cer- 
tain that he as well as other members of the 
Union are sure of getting the paper anyway, 
that there will be no trouble about fixing 
prices high enough. I believe It Is so diffi- 
cult to detect secret cutting of price that I 
would not attempt it, and besides I think that 
most of the cutting is done either because 
ot opposition actually present or the fear ot 
It In the future. Remove the tear of oppo- 
sition and prices will take caro of them- 
selves. 

The next step in our programme is the im- 
portant one. It is the aggressive step. I 
would commence war on any bill poster who 
dared take paper that was given to a non- 
union bill poster. Suppose Curran of Den- 
ver would come Into our Union and then 
some Snider Catsup paper was given to an 
opposition plant In Indlanpolls and then Cur- 
ran, after warning, should accept Snider Cat- 
sup paper. Wo would simply assess our mem- 
bers,, and raise $25,000 or $50,000 it necessary 
and worry Mr. Curran with an opposition 
plant right in Denver until he would either 

go out of business or koep to his promise. 
Our opposition to him would have the im- 
mense advantage of getting all the Union pa- 
. per, even it our locations were not as good as 



Curran's, and his only hope ot defeating us 
wourd be by getting large and serious de- 
fections from our ranks so that advertiser!, 
would know that they could post about as 
they pleased outside of us. Ot course it is un 
derstood that my reference to Mr. Curran is 
entirely suppositious, and that I know if he 
ever came into any such Union he would 
never go- back on his word. In fact, I do 
not think any of our members would go back 
on their word. Self-interest alone would be 
too strong, let alone the certainty of a Union 
opposition for punishment. I believe that 
such a Union on the lines laid down can be 
easily arranged, and moreover I think it can 
be done without in any way endangering the 
existence of "any present organization. I 
think at least for the present that a Union 
of a few of the larger men will be easier to 
form and easier to handle than an attempt to 
take in every man who owns a brush and 
bucket in the United States. The smaller 
fellows will lose nothing by being left out 
temporarily, as they will get all the advan- 
tages with none of the burdens. I think such 
a Union as I suggest will have the great ad- 
vantage of rendering it possible for more 
than one bill poster in a city to become mem- 
bers. There Is no reason anyway why at ti 
beginning any reputable bill poster with a 
plant should not be admitted, as we will not 
guarantee members against cutting of rates 
against each other. For instance, Los An- 
geles might enter the Union with two mem- 
bers, and tbey still could be Union mem- 



would give -Its support to-the new member 
and exterminate the old one.. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I know well enough that 
bill posters will' say that Wllshlre is talking 
wild, that he is proposing the impossible, that 
his Union is illegal, etc. I reply that the 
same words were uttered by the members ot 
every trust in existence to-day. That hardly 
a member but. would have, said the trust were 
an impossibility a few years before, they wer; 
absolutely forced by industrial conditions to 
form a trust whether they' wished .to or not 
There is not a single trust that Is not .a neces- 
sary trust. In each case bankruptcy would 
have overtaken the members had they not 
formed their trust. A state of chronic over- 
production is existing throughout the indus- 
trial world, and only those who can curtail 
production of their particular products and so 
prevent the flooding of the market and con- 
sequent demoralization of prices by forming 
a trust can possibly expect to make money. 

We bill posters are all working for about 
the same national advertisers, and there are 
a good many more bill ..posters throughout 
the country than there are advertisers. The 
great national advertisers are few and can 
easily combine and confer as to the best tac- 
tics to follow to beat us. They are already 
doing it, and the time is at hand when we, 
too. must close up our ranks and meet the 
common enemy. Every day we delay forming 
such a Union means that so much money is 
lost, and uselessly lost Such a Union Is 
among the inevitabilities of our future, and

tcrs. although having a little war between 
themselves by cutting rates and raising r«.nts 
and arguing the other little pleasantries of a 
btll-pcsting war. Naturally it wou.i he the 
a'd and duty of the Union to see that all cities 
with a double representative should as soon 
as pcsflt-.'e end their differences by consollda- 
ti«-.n ©•• otherwise, as the whole Idea o£ the 
Union wouiil be to establish a monopoly, ror 
only for the United States, but fcr the Unite*? 
Stats* and Canada. After things get <aoving 
ar.d if twe warring members from the saint 
place did not harmonize without Mic l''tti:n.'s 
help, then the Union would appoint a commit- 
tee to arrange peace, and moreover to enforca 
it by declaring one, and one only, to be the 
regular member, and by throwing the whole 
force oi the Union to exterminate the other 
fellow. I think fair terms should first be of- 
fered him, payment on a generous basis, and 
then, it he refused, cut him down without 
quarter. 

The finality would be that there would be 
but one member In each place, and that the 
Union would be so strong and aggressive that 
there would never be any fear of an opposi- 
tion. The next step would be for the Union 
to have a grievance committee for advertisers 
to complain to for poor service. Our aim 
should be to furnish the best service at a fait 
price, and If any member, relying on the 
absence of competition, lets his efforts relax 
and gave advertisers good grounds for com- 
plaint, then this committee should Investigate 
and If tho momber were found guilty ho 
vhould be warned, and If he tn'lcd to nntlco 
the warning, then his membership Ehould be 
sold to the highest bidder and the Unlos 



we cannot dodge it, even though we wished. 
Let us meet the .situation frankly and open'y 
and come together and form a Union that will 
afford absolute and permanent protection to 
its members as long as the present competi- 
tive system of business endures.

The Estienne Appretice Printer*" School at 
Paris was founded in 1S89; and* named in 
honor of Robert Estienne, ode of the famous 
family of printers who were for 173 years, be- 
tween 1501 and 1674, the. leaders and arbit?rs 
of typography in France. It is a municiral 
Institution, whose aim Is to form skillful and 
educated workmen for the various arts and 
industries connected with the production of 
books, and has a staff of twenty-eight profes- 
sors, nine for the theoretical and nineteen for 
the technical sections. 

The first section embraces French, Greek, 
history, geography, elementary mathematics, 
geometry, the physical and natural sciences 
bearing on book industry and art model'ng, 
design and gymnastics, and must be taken by 
all pupils in their first and second years.'

Specialists in ornamental 
binding, lithographic designs, etc., give week- 
ly lessons. *nl the instructors in every brace! 
are men of the highest .proficiency in their 
respective lines. Adult printers ate a*su in- 
structed gratuitously in evening c"a T ses- The '^H 
number of pupils is limited to 250, a'l ex- 
ternes, and no females are admitt-d. - In' trac- 
tion is gratuitous, as is also the lu**ch. which 
is served in a well-furnished refectory: The 
course of study covers fodr years,, and at the 
annual examinations of the first three ye»rs 
the best pupils receive savings bank books, 
wRith sums carried td their credit: fourth 
year winners being awarded good cash prizes 
and iplomas of honor. The Buildings are larg? 
and elegant, with handsome grounds set off 
by flowers, grass and. shrubbery. The tw-nty 
ateliers are fitted up with an amp'e supply 
of tools and raw material, and the annual 
cost of maintaining-. the institution is about 1 
$50,000, which is assuredly well spent

As Is well known. Secretary Steinbrenner 
has been placing the big Dr. Burkhart con- 
tract.

. satisfied" with the results obtained. 

It would seem that he expects miracles, but 
he will not get them with one distribution in 
cities these days. If a stiff, lively demand 
is built up after the thiid or fourth time a 
city is covered, It is all any reasonable man 
can expect. 

Dr. Burkhart complains of Cincinnati and 
Cleveland. There is not a better service on 
earth than those provided by Steinbrenner & 
Mblton, as Dr. Burkhart will learn to his 
cost. 

However, he is bent on trying his own men 
and will begin on Chicago- This gives rise 
to' an issue which comes up a little sooner 
than we expected, but which was bound to 
come sooner or later, anyway. 

Briefly, it is as follows: While using his 
own men in cities. Dr. Burkhart desires to 
continue patronizing members in the towns 
and villages, and exacts guaranteed service 

Now the question arises, if he goes into 
Chicago in opposition to Clough, how can he 
expect the guarantee in other towns? If he 
should chance to run up against bad service - 
and demand reimbursement, Clough, among ' 
others, would be assessed to make crood Burk- 
hart's loss. This is manifestly unjust. 

What Is to be done" about it, though? There 
1st the nub- - Secretary, Steinbrenner has re- 
fused the assreiation's- guarantee, pending ad- 
vices frcm President Reid .'and the Executive 
Committee. Mr. Steinbrenner has no author- 
ity fn the premises, and declines to assume 
refrjohFibility by deciding for. or against ths 
guarantee.

HELPFUL HINTS. 

Iron facing for bill boards has passed be- 
yond the experimental stage. Its utility has. 
been fully demonstrated. Now comes an- 
other Innovation which sounds practicable 
and promises well, especially for bill boards 
on roofs and gables. A genius has conceived 
the idea of doing away with wood altogether 
and constructs his framework of gas-pipe A 
frame made of this material is said to be 
neater, stronger and more durable than the 
wooden frame and more desirable, especially 
for boards in the fire limits. It is claimed 
too, that by recourse to the soil anchors used 
in lieu of posts in iron fences, that a pipe 
framework can be used on surface boards. 

Country bill posters who experience trouble 
In keeping their paste from souring are ad- 
vised that a half pound of alum, two pounds 
of rosin and a tablespoonful of salicylic acid 
thoroughly cooked Into a barrel of paste will 
preserve ,lt perfectly for a year. The paste 
When cool should be thick enough to cut Into 
bricks. It can be thinned down as needed 
with cold water. Keep the barrel In a cool 
place and cover with a piece of old carpet 
" Much blanking may be avoided by fore- 
thought and the exercise of a little Judgment 
It Is not necessary to blank between a pic- 
toriar poster and an adjoining descrlpUve. No 
blanking is needed between a bill In colors 
and one in monochrome. When adjoining 
stands have different colored backgrounds no 
blanking between them is necessary. If a 
dark, heavy- bill Is posted alongside of one 
executed in light tones, neither Is benefited by 
an intervening blank. - ' - •■■

They must have signs somewhere. The fronts • 
and Bides of buildings will be utilized more, 
consequently giving more work to the sign- 
painter. The majority of these overhanging 
signs are manufactured products. Many ot 
them are fine examples of good workmanship, 
while on the other hand many are unsightly. 

The first query that we shall attempt to 
answer this month comes from an. old sub- 
scriber In far-away Australia, whose Initials 
are F. C. He wants a recipe for a vehicle In 
which to mix water-colors, so they will pre- 
serve a clear-cut edge when put on- paper 
and posted. Here rises a point of which I 
wish to speak. It Is one of the hardest things 
in the world to gather from some' of the let- 
ters ot our correspondents just what they 
want Her.ce we would like It much better 
if our correspondents would take a little more 
pains and make their queries more explicit. 
In this case. Unseed oil or any of the var- 
nishes will do the work, but we presume that 
he wants something serviceable and cheaper 
than varnish or linseed oil. What Is wanted 
in the first place Is a vehicle that Is not af- 
fected by water. Take blue vitriol and dis- 
solve in two gallons of water about as much 
as you can hold in your two hands. Into this 
stir your colors. After it is dry. it may be ' 
posted. This is the best thing we know of 
except Bhellac dissolved In alcohol, to which 
there should be some linseed oil added. 

We are again asked the. question by an- 
other correspondent in reference to bear-hair 
brushes such as are used by advertising sign 
painters. Bear-hair or any other kind of 
brushes may be obtained from any up-to-date 
brush-maker. " If your dealer does not handle

I1 11. . Incorrect spacing. We don't mean 
P* this the difference In width of spaces, but 
the correct spacing of different styles of al- 
phabets, 1, e„ a high, narrow alphabet should 
never be scattered, nor the letters of -a wide 
alphabet be put close together. The space 



enclosed by the curves ot the letter S should 
never be .equal in size. Always make the 
upper space smaller than the lower one; 
otherwise- it will look top-heavy. 1 think 
there Is a universal mistake made in forming 
the letter N, by engravers, by poster artists, 
by sign painters and all concerned. No mat- 
ter what the shape of the N is. It looks better 
if the longitudinal width at the top is nar- 
rower than at the bottom. This Is done by 
slightly inclining the perpendicular lines. 
Try It and see. 

The learner should not too closely copy 
another's style, if he wants to gain that 
iieedom of expression so highly prized by 
the modern sign writers. Rather let him 
,'eai n to fetch In only the most salient points 
cl the design that he -Is copying, tilling m 
the details at will. He will thus gain a 
Iieedom with the brush which will tapidly 
de\elop Into rapid work. Leain to make lel- 
teis by hand without any guide. You wih 
never regret being able to foim true and 
?. i tlc letters without guide lines of any 
kind. If you are compelled to use lines, 
use them sparingly. 

Carmine letters may be made by making 
the background with white lead, strongly 
tinted with Indian red. Get enough body 
to the foundation to insure a very solid and 
well-conditioned base. Then paint in the 
letters in one coat in Vermillion; next go 
over them with a glaze of carmine No. 40 
in varnish, mixed so as to make a color var- 
nish, then cut in the letters by painting 
around them. This process is rather com- 
plicated, but it makes a showy sign. Car- 
m.ne is one of the prettiest colors. Carmine 
alone Is too expensive for ordinary use. 

Where Colors Come From.— India ink Is 
made from burnt camphor. What puzzles 
me is why it is not made in this country.

Ultra-ma- 
line. that is pure, is derived from the Lapsis 
Lazuli. The pure ultra-marine that is now 
on the market is about as scarce as prize 
lighting pieachers. The nicest Russian blue 
is made from fusing horse's hoofs with car- 
bonate of potash. Chinese white is a good 
article of _zinc white. The cochineal insect 
is responsible for carmine, crimson, scariui 
eimlne and purple lake. Raw Sienna is, <h* 
natuial earth found near Sienna, Italy, and 
Umber is made from an earth near Umbria. 
The pretty sepia color which is so highly 
prized by artists is the inky fluid discharged 
by the cuttle fish, to render him obscure 
from the attacks of his enemies. 

That yellow, purple and white peace ban- 
ner may have a quieting effect on the rest 
of the world, but it is likely to cause a riot 
among people of aesthetic tastes.— Chicago 
Record.-

Many writers on sign painting maintain the 
idea that harmony of colors is what makes 
most valuable sign. Expeiionce has taught 
us that advertising signs should have glar- 
ing contrasts to be valuable as an advertis- 
ing medium. If the colors of the background 
of a sign are weak, it should be given anima- 
tion by introducing lines and touches of 
strong colors in the foreground and letters.

The English Artist and Writer Pass.-s 
Away at Mentone. 

London advices announce the death of 
Aubrey Beardsley, the English artist and 
draughtsman. March 17, at Mentone. 

Mr. Beardsley, who was attacked early 
in 1896 with the pulmonary complaint 
that has terminated fatally, was born at 
Brighton in 1874. and educated at the 
Brighton Grammar School. He was the 
son of a widow, whom his wages as a 
clerk in a shop helped to support At first 
he drew for his. own amusement figures 
which were, like the childish "bons 
hommes," praised byTopffer, not because 
they were well drawn, but because they 
had expression. His friends thought that 
if he studied he might become an artist 

Beardsley took lessons at a school, and 
the first work which he offered for sale 
was a success. 

He was elected a member of the New 
English Art Club in 1893, and subse- 
quent}- he worked for various publishers. 
He designed a number of posters that at- 
tracted considerable attention owing to 
the eccentricity displayed in them. He 
was the author of several illustrated pub- 
lications, including "LaMorted'Arthur," 
"Salome," "Rape of the Lock" and 
"Under the Hill." He contributed a 
large number of drawings to the "Yellow 
Book" and Le Courrier Francois.

As THE open association idea becomes 
better understood the opposition to it 
grows less and less. It ispretty.generally 
conceded now .by those who have given 
the matter careful thought, that it would 
lessen the evils of opposition very ma- 
terially. 

. Unfortunately, however,, there are some 
people so constituted by inherited bias, 
acquired obstinacy or cold, selfish greed 
and avarice, that they are simply com- 
pelled to oppose any and all things which 
others propose. If it were not for a few 
of these gentry, supported by the un- 
thinking and unmindful dunces that creep 
into all trade organizations, the great 
scheme might be given a. trial and its im- 
mense possibilities tested within the year. 
It is possible that it may go through in 
spite of its opponents. If the thinking 
bill posters declare themselves it will, but 

- this is not probable. <

Sttx,!,, while the thinking men of the 
craft seldom assert themselves in conven- 
tion, their" influence makes itself felt 
IThe Associated Bill Posters', for instance, 
though still far from being an "open" 
association, is not by any means the 
"close" organization it was two or three 
years ago. It has several members in 
New York City, all dwelling together in 
harmony. In fact, as far -as the metrop- 
olis is concerned, the A. B.-P. is an un- 
equivocal "open" organization. 

Its provincial members,! too, are now 
granted special dispensations, and are 
liable to expulsion if their oppositions at 
any time pass them in point of service or 
holdings. — _~ 

All of this is, of course, a .great im- 
provement upon the old order of things, 
and is directly due to the influence of 
the thoughtful members of the league — 
and the tireless toil of The Billboard.

- Incidentally, we might observe, it 
is beginning to dawn on a great many, 
bill posters that The Billboard is an ' 
institution which, in point of importance, 
strength and usefulness, is the peer of 



the A. B. P. This was made manifest re- 
cently, when several prominent members 
of the A. B. P. undertook to "reconcile 
two great American institutions." The 
gentlemen were much surprised to. learn 
that we had no quarrel with the organi- 
zation, and still more so to receive our 
assurances of endorsement and support. 
We declined' their overtures, but ex- 
plained to them that our course was due 
to the fact that The Billboard reserved 
the right to criticise not only the ac- 
tions of the officers of the association, 
but the enactments of the association as 
a. whole.'" Therefore, we declined to enter 
into any entangling alliance that might 
hinder or hamper us in the discharge of 
our duty as we saw it.

IT is generally believed that the first 
duty of a paper acting' as the official organ 
. of the A. B. P. is to support the particular 
set of officers in power. Hence it will be 
seen that any paper acting in that ca- 
pacity, which meets expectation, must 
speedily degenerate into a cringing, syco- 
phantic, lick-spittle. 

It may not propose measures of im- 
provement, it may not point out mistakes, 
it may not criticise nor even print pro- 
tests or critiques from members of the 
association. It must confine itself solely 
to adulation, obsequious praise and servile 
flattery. 

If it does, it commands no respect and 
deserves none. 

If it does hot, it is promptly discip- 
lined or knifed. 

In either event, its lot is far from being 
a happy one. The A. B. P. has found 
the burden of supporting an official organ 
a heavy one, and it is small wonder, 
when the matter is carefully considered.

Obviously the A. B. P. must either 
change its notion of the duties and ca^- 
pacities of an official organ or quit kick- 
ing about the expense. 

They might take a cue from the I. A. 
of D. The members of this organization 
do not expect their official organ to toady 
to their officers. They recognize that an 
official organ need not be an officers* or- 
gan. The Billboard uses its every 
effort to build up and extend the I. A. of 
D. and to advance the interests of its in- 
dividual members. It prints all calls and 
notices and comments with freedom and 
frankness on all association affairs. On 
all occasions it spits out the unmuzzled 
truth, and in that respect, more than any 
other, benefits the organization which it 
has the honor to represent officially. 

That is the sort of an official organ the 
I. A. of D. wants — and lias.

GOOD, BETTER, BEST.

All advertising is good, but some kinds 
are better than others. This remark has 
been made before, referring to whiskies, 
to beers and even to advertising. It is 
certainly true of advertising. 

But no matter how good the advertising 
medium, the individual advertiser may so 
use that medium as to produce very un- 
satisfactory results; and while bill posting 
is among the best methods, there is' the 
possibility of doing bill posting without 
proper returns. :., 

Some time ago the great department 
store of Siegel-Cooper Co., of this city, 
contracted for a bill posting service in 
New York City, to cover the densely pop- 
ulated sections, using a 6-sheet poster. 
This was started as an experiment, and" if 
it is relinquished the reason offered will 
probably be that it didn't pay. And 'yet 
if the advertising manager of this estab- 
lishment should put out such unattractive 
advertising in the newspapers he would 
hold his position only long enough to 
enable the management to secure some 
one else. 

Why a concern with the money and 
talent at their command that this firm has" 
should be content with the very cheapest 
printing possible to secure, when it comes 
to their 6-sheet posters, passes all under- 
standing, and the more so from the fact 
that in the past their L road posters and 
24-sheet stands have been very attractive, 
as a rule. 

I am not a crank on the art question, 
and I do not believe in making an adver- 
tisement so beautiful that the ad will be ' 
lost in contemplating the work of the 
artist. But there is a happy medium that 
at least endeavors to eliminate impulsive- 
ness. > - ■ - 

The advertising of the New York Jour- 
nal on the Milliards, and the consequent 
tremendous success of that publication, 
shows conclusively that attractive adver- 
tising pays. The case of the Journal is 
probably without a parallel. Every week 
it gets out a new 24-sheet poster, in four 
or more colors, and from sketches that 
must cost enormously. Each of these 
posters are in relation to some topic of 
the day or week it is issued in, and the 
editions are limited to probably not more 
than 300 copies, thus running the cost of 
each poster up to perhaps as much as 15 
cents per sheet, besides using four times 
as many sheets (in making weekly 
changes) as will be used by the average 
advertiser. 

When the Journal began its posting it 
was among the papers with the smallest 
circulations; its circulation is now limited 
only by the capacity of its press room, 
and is probably in excess of any other 
newspaper in America. 

Would it have been half as successful 
without bill posting? 

And would it have been one-quarter as 
successful had it used the billboards in 
the "good old way" that is customary 
with other advertisers? 
I think not.

A correspondent, writing in a personal let- 
ter-to (he editor of this paper, arraigns the 
Executive Committee" -of -the-A; -B. P. most 
eloquently for their attitude toward -solicitors.

If it is true 
that Pratt and O'Healla really favor a con- 
traction of the number of solicitors, then the 
three before-mentioned should have pre- 
sented a minority report, opposing it. • * • 

I thought at one time that solicitors should be 
members of the association, but I do not 
think so now. While at first blush it would 
seem desirable to have- the -association des'.g- - 
nate all reliable solicitors ..by recognizing 
them officially, it reallyls 'not. Solicitors have - 
got to start in business like other folks. Their 
business has to have a._beglnnlng. They have . 
to start in a small way .and comparatively un- 
known. They cannot" start- with an estab- 
lished credit and a big business ready made. 
Manifestly, then, they will never be: able to 
start at all if the present attitude of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee is allowed' to prevail. 

* * * * Bill posters want, need, and mu t 
have more solicitors. In order to get them, 
we must encourage them, especially begin- 
ners, with both commissions and credit. By 
all- means. let us build up and increase the 
number, instead of reducing it. If the bill 
posters ever adopt any other course they are 
a lot of fools. The associated Bill Posters is 
an association of bill posters, and should be 
conducted in the interest of bill posters, and 
not as it now is, almost entirely for the bene- 
fit of a few solicitors.

above, unless it shall receive assurances from 
the "present encumbents" that they propose 
to mend their ways at once.

Publicity reaches us in many forms All are 
good, some are better than others, and which 
is best is an undecided problem. The well- 
- composed, handsomely printed circular has its 
uses, the booklet is here to stay, while the 
poster and bill board are with us always. 
There should be no fight between the news- 
paper and these forms of reaching the peo- 
ple: each has its individuality, and circum- 
stances must govern which mrdium shall be 
used. The press, with few exceptions, has 
fought the bill boards, but duiing the fight 
the boardings have steadiy increased, both in 
value and popularity, alike with advertisers 
and the public- As proof that the press his, 
been convinced of its folly and knows whit' 
good advertising is, we would call attention 
to the fact that the leading New York dailies, 
the Journal, World, and Herald, have b<-en 
trying to see which couTd place the loudest 
posters. The boardings of Greater New York 
have been taxed to; accommodate the 28- 
sheets of these rival papers. That some post- 
: ers are not just what they should be, no one 
denies, but the same can be said about ad- 
vertisements of patent .medicines' appearing 
in family journals. Abuses are found in many 
places, but the good is far in the lead and the 
modern poster, as an educator to a higher 
art, is here to stay.- — Up-io-Daie Ideas. Grand 
IsUndVNeb.

An interesting case was tried before Justice 
William Eberllng March 3. It tended to de- 
velop the trial into' an inquiry as to the value 
of a quantity of lumber . used In the con- 
struction of a bill board ercted some time.ago. 

George Kalso, whose place of business is on 
the East Side, controls the property at the 
corner of Knowlton and William streets. Re 
cently the Park City Posting and Transfer 
Company, which is comprised of, Harry O. 
Mills. Seeiey Rowland and . Georg? Lamb 
called upon Kalso and procured a lease of a 
large bill board which had previously been 
ercted at this corner. The Park City Post- 
ing and' Transfer Company- was organised for 
the purpose of posting display bills of theat- 
rical companies and • isplay advertisements of 
such concerns as desire to bring their goods 
before the public eye by means, of the numer- 
ous bill boards located about the city. The 
concern controls a large' number of these 
boards', and does an extensive business. 

Shortly after giving the lease to the above 
company. Kalso was surprised by a' call from 
H. H. Jennings, who desired to know the 
meaning of Kalso's leasing the board' to the" 
Park City Company when he had previously 
leased it to the former Drldgeporter ' for five 
years. Kalso said that he presumed 'Jennings' 
had given up his local business, when he wept 
to' Hartford "and therefore he re-leased the 
board., Mr. - Jennings, however, soon made 
Kalso "understand that his lease was still 
valid and that the mere fact -or -his "having 
moved to another city did not' compel him to 
su'rrehuer' it. He informed the local concern 
that he controlled the exclusive 'privileges of 
the bill board ind that hereafter they must 
hot' use it Without" Ms consent. 

The officials "of the " Park City Company 
thereupon visited Kalso and asked for dam- 
ages, stating that they had spent a sum of 
fnbney in enlarging the over-leased board, 
and Kalso, realizing his mistake, agreed to 
right the wrong and pay the amount ex- 
pended. He could not agree with the com- 
pany, however, on the amount of damages 
asked. The bill posting concern asked for 
$20. and Kalso. believing that this was too 
much, refused to pay. whereupon the com- 
pany instituted suit through their attorney. 
Judge W. H. Comley, who appeared for them 
this afternoon. F. A. Bartlett represnted 
Kalso. — Bridgeport Standard. 



LOS ANGELES. 

"The Billboard" for March got here two 
days before the February edition of the offi- 
cial organ arrived. 

The enforcement of the ordinance prohibit- 
ing the. erection or maintenance of signs 
which project over the sidewalks has elicited 
some * strenuous- opposition from merchants 
and others interested. The present ordinance 
applies alike to all classes of business, differ- 
ing In that from the previous ordinance, 
whtch exempted newspapers and theatres. A 
petition has been filed with the City Clerk 
arrd will be presented to the Council on Mon- 
day, asking that the existing ordinance be so 
amended as to again exempt theatres. The 
purpose Is to allow the theatres to retain 
their bill boards on the curb. 

This proposition has evoked some opposi- 
tion, the objectore asserting that such an ex- 
emption of a single line of business would be 
an illegal discrimination. 

Mrs. P. Yorba. of this city, was arraigned 
before Justice Morrison March 2 on the charge 
of malicious mischief. She gave the Los An- 
geles Bill Posting Company permission to 
erect bill boards on her premises, but after 
the boards were up she repented of her con- 
tract and requested the company to remove 
them. This the company refused to do. Mrs. 
Yorba then hired some men, who removed the 
obstruction for her. Her arrest on the charge 
named followed. Her attorney. Hugh J. 
Crawford, moved that the case be dismissed, 
on the ground that the court had no Juris- 
diction. The motion was overruled. 

Chief Glass has issued orders to his force to 
strictly enforce the ordinance relative to bi!l 
boards along the public streets. This wlll- 
raean the removal of all sign boards now 
standing along the sidewalks wherever sue' 
signs are higher than ten feet. Signs cf 
greater helgnt must ue removed back from 
the sidewalks at least thirty feet.

whai It Is— Secretary Fleming Defines Its 
Scope and Objects. 

The American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions is open to membership for 
boards and societies throughout the 
United States and Canada who have the 
management of annual State fairs and 
industrial expositions. Countv and dis- 
trict lairs are not eligible to membership, 
but representatives of these are welcomed 
to the meetings of the association, and 
are permitted to participate in the general 
discussions. . Pure food shows are not 
eligible to membership, because they are 
not held under the management of regu- 
lar organizations and are not annual oc- 
currences under specific management. 

The object of the American Association 
is to discuss matters pertaining to fair and 
exposition management and to exchange 
views as to the success or failure of par- 
ticular methods; to advance new ideas for 
promulgation and to formulate and 
recommend rules for protection and the 
prevention, of fraud and imposition. 

Fairs, like other business and corporate 
enterprises, must have funds with which 
to capitalize and conduct their business. 
Almost without exception, the only source 
of revenue for the payment of printing, 
advertising, improvements, premiums and 
other current expenses is derived from 
gate receipts and privileges; therefore, in 
respect to these, there is much for consid- 
eration that is of genet? 1 value to all. 
^One of the grand features of the asso- 
ciation is to lend encouragement to such 
products and manufactures as possess 
merit and are worthy of introduction, 
and to determine those things which are 
entitled to recognition in the list of pre- 
miums offered: in other words, to make 
the fairs and expositions strictlv educa- 
tional in this character and great schools 
for object lesson teaching, where good re- 
sults shall redound to the benefit of pro- 
ducers and the people generallv. In the 
accomplishment of. such, high and noble 
purposes, it is necessary to make liberal 
use of the prujtum* "knife . to eliminate . 
from the system of'management and from 
the exhibitions everything not tending to 
instruction or that is demoralizing in char- 
acter, that the_fairmay.be made and kept 
clean, pure, elevating and attractive, as . 
well as up to date and progressive. ^ 

The business of fairs and expositions 
throughout the country should be con- 
ducted upon a business basis, with uni- 
formity of methods, so that exhibitors 
and others may become at once familiar 
J"th the methods pertaining to important 
Jair matters in anv of the states 

To bring such desirable results alxwt is 
an object of the American Association of 
1-airs and Expositions^ and the purpose is 
to interest in the work every state fair 
and exposition within its scope, so as to 
solidify and extend the membership and 
give all the advantages of its annual 
meetings, where delegates ripe with ex- 
perience and fresh horn their fields of 
labor will discuss matters and formulate 
trotn their experiences rules of manage- 
ment and means of bringing success to all 
concerned.

All officers connected with running the fair, 
from the President to the humblest employe, 
should be affable and accommodating— treat- 
ing all with the greatest respect and kindness 
—but always firm and true in the discharge of 
their duties. » . 

Arrangement of the fair Into proper depart- 
ments Is a necessity readily conceded. Each 
department should, if possible, be placed in 
charge in some member of the board, clothed 
with authority to decide all questions arising 
under the rules in their respective depart- 
ments—subject, in important matters— to ap- 
peal to the full board. This arrangement 
gives to each department a proper head. 

The duties of these department superintend- 
ents should be clearly defined and well under- 
stood by the members in charge Judges should 
never be allowed to decide questions arising 
under the rules, or upon irregularities in en- 
tries or otherwise. His duty alone is to de- 
cide upon the relative quality of competing 
articles or animals. Horses should be clasl- 
fied In two departments— the show horse and 
the speed ring— with the "right man" in 
charge of each. Superintendents should al- 
ways be assigned with reference to their 
adaptation to the particular work In charge. 
Woman's work should be under the general 
mangement of a member of the board, but 
properly divided into subdepartments. All 
questions of dispute should be referred for de- 
cision to the member in charge of this general 
department- 
Children's work should -also be a subdivision 
of this department. A day set apart for the 
children, called "children's day," should be 
a feature of every fair. Attraction calculated 
to interest the young should be provided for 
this special day. If the children are inter- 
ested In the fair you may be sure the parents 
will be induced to attend. It is wise to enlist 
everybody in the enterprise. 

The question of family tickets will be dis- 
cussed in the programme— but I may say here 
that I am in favor of the single admission 
ticket. This plan is less liable to abuse than 
any other. Under the family arrangement 
families have an abnormal growth and in, 
crease to an enormous size just at fair time. 
Brother .M- J. Srawford will handle the 
"privilege man and his admission upon the 
grounds." and I am sure he will do the sub- 
ject justice. Other topics or subdivisions of 
the fair problem, such as advertising, expert 
Judges, special attractions, police, sa!aries 
passes, etc., will ,be discussed during- tHe" day, 
and I will, of-course, pass them here. 

One more .suggestion— I believe In a moral 
exhibition. My observation and experience in 
fair work of the past, as well as my concep- 
tion of property, and my sense of right and 
wrong, prompts, me to earnestly contend for 
■ such general management of our fairs as will 
Insure them a place proper and safe for our 
children and young people, and where th-- 
most cultured and refined people will take 
pleasure in attending. All traveling show's 
demoralizing in their nature; wheels of for- , 
tune, games or business of chance fakers and 
such, should be excluded from the ground!!. 
Boys and girls, and older persons also, should 
find no place to invest their money where 
they, do not know exactly what they are to 
receive for the investment. Beer and other 
strong drinks should be strictly forbidden. 
The show should be kept clean, elevating and 
instructive. No money consideration should 
induce the manager to depart from this high 
standard. ■■

3. The Pair Association will have an auc- 
tion on the grounds Wednesday, September 7. 
at 1C o'clock a.m 

4. Pens and straw free. 

6. The expense of the auctioneer and adver- 
tising, which will be small, to be paid bv per- 
sons entering In this department. 
-- 6. Entries close August 29 at 2 p.m.

PURE FOOD SHOWS. 



-An Opportunity for Advertistng of Which 
Many Could Take Advantage. 



In any city of importance a pure food show 
Is an opportunity which should be taken ad- 
vantage of by business men who are progres- 
sive.. It may be operated as a charity for 
show were given to a well-known charity, and 
pose than as an advertising idea, says the 
Advertising World. The pure food show 
.which, has just closed at Columbus has been 
a markedly successful one.. The many lines 
of business represented, gave, wide variety to 
the displays, and the entertainment has. been 
.crowded from week to week and often the 
large auditorium was Inadequate to hold the 
people. Any live community could organize 
.such an entertainment and any lot of busi- 
ness mep who are. awake to their interests 
could push to sucess such a scheme. 

The receipts from. the Columbus pure. food 
show were given to a well-knwon charity, and 
business men and manufacturers found it ad- 
vantageous to. ; have large displays. Food 
products, of course, predominated, but there 
were other features. The large variety ot 
household preparations were among the most 
ready exhibitors, and each booth was the 
central feature of those .who were willing 
and anxious to know how to Improve their 
cooking without increasing the expense or to 
have as good coofcfarg at less expense. 

Coffees, canned goods, soaps, dyes, cocoas, - 
butterine, flours, even distilled water, found 
attractive means of displaying for the publio 
the line of their- work. Of course, the usual 
circulars, folders, booklets and samples were 
given out and goods were sold direct. 

The Columbus newspapers went into the 
scheme heartily and did everything they could 
to boom the enterprise. The Ohio State Jour- 
nal made an especially creditable display. 
There were large rolhs of paper In different 
sizes, stereotype plates from which late edi- 
tions had been printed, cuts, forms, linotype, 
and, in fact, they epitomized In a most inter- 
esting manner the facilities that are neces- 
.sary for the production of a great modern 
newsppaper. Men were in attendance to ex- 
plain all these features, and the Journal booth 
was one of the most Interesting sights in the 
-.building. 

The music was a feature, and the kineto- 
scopic displays attracted much attention. The 
merchants and manufacturers who took part 

in the entertainment pronounce it. a very de- 
.sfrable way to advertise their wares and to 
excite the interest of the people. It is aston- 
ishing how anxious the people are to find out 
about the new food preparations and to know 
what, they can adopt that is either cheaper or 
better. Every merchant Is interested in the 
widening of the ideas of the people in this 
respect, and could well afford to undertake 
the work of such an enterprise for the good 
it would be to .their business.

Trade Exhibitions in England. 

A Plymouth (England) correspondent of 
- Printers' Ink sends the following observa- 
tions on what ire in . America call "food 
shows:" 

On two occasions during the past five 
months we have exhibited at a trades exhibi- 
tion. Each exhibition was held In the same 
hall, and our stand was equally as good as to 
position, size, etc.,' on each occasion. 

The first exhibition was admission free by 
tickets distributed by the stall-holders and 
others, or else by a small charge at entrance. 
Our stand. being one at which sales were ef- 
-. fected ;as well as goods on view, ; we had an 
opportunity of testing immediate results, a 
at this exnibition we did well; but at the 
second one we did scarcely any business. 

The second exhibition contained handsome 
stands representing the following firms 
amongst others: Bovrll, Keen's Mustard, Van 
Houten's Cocoa, Richmond's Gas Cooking 
stoves, Hovis bread. 

Now. surely, such firms as these desire fair- 
ly good-class people to see their goods, yet 
this exhibition has been "admission free" to 
any one from the first day of opening. 

These firms are part promoters of this ex- 
hibition, which goes from town to town 
throughout England, and It Is surprising 
that, for their own interests, they do not 
carry out their original methods of admis- 
sion, viz.: "Admission by complimentary In- 
vitation tickets, ■ judiciously distributed to 
good -householders in each district." At any 
rate, such could be done for the first week of 
each exhibition, so as to give the better class 
of people an opportunity of seeing the exhibi- 
tion in comfort. Good-class people will not 
. go into such a mob as a free show Is com- 
peled to bring. 

Many of the exhibitors gave away small 
articles, samples, etc., as we ourselves did; 
our attendant at the stand informs us tha. 
during the second week the same people 
would come in every day, either in the hope 
of getting more "free samples" or to pass 
away the time, so that although apparently 
there were many thousands in the exhibition 
during the fortnight. It was, in very many In- 
stances, simply the same people over again. 
All this would be avoided by the other mode 
of admission. 

At Van Houten's stand could be obtained 
a free sample to take away, or for two cents 
a can of cocoa, biscuit and serviette; and an- 
other firm who make a specialty of both tea 
and hams, a cup of tea and a ham sandwich 
was obtainable for two cents. At these two 
stands "a good trade" was done with servant 
girls, lads and others, but to what extent It 
was "good advertising" we will leave your 
readers to judge. No lady would care to 
patronize these in such a crowd. 



Missouri at the Trans-Mississippi 
Exposition. 

A meeting of the Missouri Commissioners, 
appointed to further the State's Interest in 
the above enterprise, was held at Kansas 
City last week. Reports from a number oi 
counties and cities show a growing Interest. 
. and President Sampson, speaking for St. 
Louis, said that city would make a much 
more extensive exhibit than at the World's 
Fair. Kansas City. too. i* 'making great ef- 
forts to be worthily repre-ented. Carthage 
and Jasper Counties will irieke an unequaled 
show of the mineral resources ot the State. 
County courts in many counties are making 
appropriations ranging from $100 to $1,000. A 
Missouri Building, to cost some $10,000. 1b 
projected, and It is proposed to raise $50,00. 
that the State be fittingly represented. A 
large exhibit of live stock and agricultural 
produce is hoped for. If the necessary facili- 
ties arc provided by the local management. 
A committee to make the necessary arrange- 
ments was chosen and proceeded to Omaha, 
where space was chosen for exhibits in the 
agriculture, mines and forestry, horticulture 
and liberal arts buildings, and a site selected 
for tho "Missouri Building." Nothing definite 
was settlc-d as to the live stock and poultry 
exhibits, but the management gave assur- 
nnres that favorable conditions would be of- 
ferrd for these shows: that $35,000 would bo 
given In premiums, and that the st"ck 
hibltlon would begin on September 19. MIs- 
pntirl live stock associations will also offer 
liberal premiums, and a large and successful 
exhibition of farm products may be antici- 
pated.

The 
minds of these people are in a recep- 
tive attitude. They have come to see 
and to learn. They are anxious to seo 
everything there is to be seen, and to 
accumulate all the information ptis- 
sible. 

There could lie no better time to at- 
iraei and hold their attention. 

Kood show advertising is very ef- 
fective. It is surprising to see how 
people Hock to food shows, and how 
eager they are to see and to taste and 
to secure samples to take home with 
1 Iii-iii. 

These jicople are not actuated by 
mere idle curiosity; neither do they go 
to fmKl shows liecause they are hun- 
gry, or liecause they expect to collect 
enough gimcracks to coldly furnish 
forth a luncheon tabic. 

They are women whose cousin ll 
study is to provide something new cr 
something exceptionally good to tempt 
tiie appetites of their husbands an I 
fa miles. They exiieet the food show 
to fllliiish tliein with a lot of infor- 
nation— with enough pointers to en- 
able them to give the family s:mie- 
tliing new for weeks. 

That this is a great opportunity for 
Hie man who has invented sometliiii; 
new to eat goes without saying. 

There is one thing that the man who 
advertises by exhibit, by demonstra- 
tion, or by giving away samples in any 
mai'iicr. should be very careful to 
avoid. He should never yield to the 
temptation to distribute samples that 
are oven it little bit better than his 
goods will average. 

'Hie effect of a gr«it deal of this sort 
of advertising is totally nullified by 
"his prevalent practice. 

It Is quite natural to want to put 
your best foot forward, but sometimes 

s Imd policy. 

Hupimwc, for instance, that you are 
i « 1 1 rod ueing a new cracker. You gi ve 
away a ton or so~at a fo.ad sh>w in 
llackeiiBaek.

So far, so good— your advert'sing is 
having just the effect you wanted to 
produce. . 

But when they get the crackers. tlK- 
women 11 ud that they are n't up to the 
high standard the samples set. That 
will be your finish in Hackensack. 

The crackers may be good. They 
may be bettor crackers than anyliody 
else can sell for the same money, but 
that makes no difference. 



attire. .Every person who pauses to 
look, to taste, or to get a sample, 
should carry away some advertising 
matter. 

It is a very bad plan to have this 
natter in more than one piece. A man 
will take one piece of. advertising and 
carry it away with him; but he thinks 
it 's altogether too much to expect him 
in accept .several. If he does take 
them, the chances are he will throw 
them away. 

A booklet is the best tiling. In a 
booklet you are able to tell a whole 
lot about your goods in very small

The women- feel that you have de- 
ceived them, ami they '11 abuse you 
ami your crackers till doomsday. 

Of course, every exhibit should be 
as tasteful and attractive as possible. 
No pains nor expense should be spared 
to draw people's attention, to please 
them, and to make a strongly favor- 
able impression upon them. When 
samples are served' or handed out, 
great care should be taken to do it in 
a pleasing manner. This is one way 
of putting your best foot forward that 
will have only good results. Hut put- 
ting your big apples at the top of the 
barrel, so to speak, will-do you harm 
instead of good. 

An absolute essential to effective 
advertising by exhibit is good liter- 



compass. A good booklet is apt to be 
kept and carried home. It does n't 
look discouraging. 

Make your booklet short. Say what 
you have to say in as few words as 
possible, and use short, simple words. 
Have it printed in large, clear type, 
and use plenty of pretty pictures to 
help carry the reader along to the end. 

Ho n't lie afraid of spending money 
on the cover. A handsome cover de- 
sign in colons will double the effect- 
iveness of tlie booklet — twice as many 
people will keep it and read it. 

Exhibit advertising is an entering 
wedge— an introduction— stud should 
be considered only as such. 

It is a very hard matter to get people 
to try a new thing. People are wedded 



to their old crackers. Your new 
cracker, by the usual advertising meth- 
ods, would have to be advertised a 
long time before you could get people 
to try it. "The old crackers -were 
good enough for mother, and they 're 
good enough for us. AVe strongly sus- 
Iiect that your new-fangled crackers 
are a delusion and a snare." 

But when we find them at the food 
show we 'are perfectly willing to try 
them. It does n't cost anything, and, 
besides, that's what we came for. If 
we And that they are good, we buy 
them the next time the cracker-jar 
runs dry- AVe tell Mrs. Browu and 
Mrs. .Tones and Mrs. Rob'nson about 
them. Lots of other women who wen 
to the food show do the same thing.\ 
and the result. is. that iu a very short 
tine, and nt a comparatively small 
cost, your crackers- have obtaiued an 
excellent foothold in our community. 

But there are breakers ahead. Other 
people are after our cracker trade. 
You won't be allowed to hold your 
|c«ition without fighting for it. Your 
entering wedge was a good thing, but 
-yorr task is not ended. 

By good advertising by means of 
posters, circulars, and newspaper 
space, you must keep pegging away at 
the ract that your crackers are better 
tl an anybody's crackers, or % you '11 
soon make the unpleasant discovery 
that your advantage was only a tem- 
porary one. 

Advirt's'ug by exhibit stands, chro- 
nologically speaking, at the head of 
tie line. But it is on!y one of tlie 
aixi iary branches of the great art of 
good advertising. 



A great n-any shrewd advertisers 
rely mainly for force iu their adver- 
ti--'i»tr. eu iteration and reiteration. 
They take one good argument, and 
rilM-nt it ilny after day in the same 
I'r-per. rntll its significance is fairly 
I'onicled into the understanding of "lie 
in st olitrse. The billboards excel in 
ibis d ncticn. One may obtain more 
t"re!e«! repetition iu a single day front 
pesters than it is possible to acqtire 
in months from the newspapers. By 
recourse to the latter, he may, at b«*t, 
greet the reader twice a day, once in 
the morning, and again tlie evening. 
The boards, however, are everywlu re, 
and work all day long. And they 
cost— O! so much less than newspaper 
space.

The most interesting event of the month 
just past was the strike at Munson's. Speak- 
ing of the affair the News said: 

The bill posters 'are on the warpath, and 
iheir war paint will be prepared at a mass 
meeting this afternoon at H East Fourth 
street. 

The cause of., the bill posters* strike is 
sympathy. The Bill Posters' Union is in 
the fight to win, and to a man they say 
they will ' see justice done a member. A 
general strike will probably be ordered to- 
morrow. 

The strike is in the shops of Harry Mun- 
son at 4 Murray street, and in Harlem, and 
was ordered by the union, because Mr. Mun- 
son discharged Foreman Charles Miidrum, 
as it is alleged, without cause. 

According to the story told by the officers 
of the union. Mr. Miidrum has practically 
built up the business of his employer to its 
present proportions, and received a salary 
of $35 a week. Now that the business is on 
a sound footing. It is said, Mr. Munson 
wished to make a big cut in Mr. Mildram's 
salary, which he refused, and he was there- 
upon discharged. 

— committee of the union called on Mr. 
Munson last Tuesday, and requested him to 
reinstate his popular foreman. The com- 
mittee reported that Ire had promised to 
place him in charge of the Harlem shop, and 
told them to come back on Thursday. 

When Mr. Miidrum saw Mr. Munson that 
day he was informed of his final discharge. 
The next day a meeting of the union was 
held, and a strike was immediately ordered. 
Mr. Munson secured sir men from Pater- 
_Son. N_ J., but when they learned that th«=y 

were to take the places of the strikers they 
■* returned home. Another firm in the same 
business, O. J. Gude & Co., of West Broad- 
way, then lent some of their m»n to Mr. 
Munson. and it is because of this that anoth- 
er strike will be ordered to-morrow in the 
shops of O. J. Gude & Co. 

lue strikers have established headouartprs 
at 64 East Fourth street, where a meeting of 
all top biU posters in the city will be held 
this afternoon, and the threat is freely made 
that the 'bill boards of the city will not re- 
ceive their change of dress this week. 

The strike committee of the union re- 
quests all outside bill posters to stay away 
from New Tork during the present strike. 

The next day the Tribune had the fol- 
lowing: 

The Pill PcftTs' Union held a meeting at 
No. 64 East Fourth street, yesterday after- 
the best he could have chosen in all the city.

noon, to take action in relation to the trou- 
ble among its members. The bill posters in 
the employ of Henry Munson, at No. 4 Mur- 
ray street, stopped work last week because 
it was alleged that a foreman. Charles Mild- 
rum, had been discharged. After the meet- 
ing yesterday Delegate Sheehan said that all 
the men would return to work this morning. 
He declared that the union had never in- 
dorsed a strike in Munson's place, and would 
not recognize one there. The foreman was 
not amember of the union, and was not per- 
mitted to post bills. He also said that no 
striiie would be ordered at O. J. Gude & 
Co.'s shops, in West Broadway, because it 
was not a union shop. 
The real facts in the case are as follows: 
Charles Miidrum, the old foreman, was 
discharged for general cussedness, and all 
the down-town men quit in sympathy, and 
remained out Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day; all, however, clamored for their places 
on Monday, March 28, and the best onea 
were taken back, but all good men that had 
gone to work were retained. There was no 
union question involved, and the foreman 
was not a union man. He was getting $35 
per week, but had been neglecting business 
for a long time, and remonstrances and 
pleadings and requests were all in vain: 
. finally Manager Lowden . made up his mind 
that there was nothing left but to discharge 
the man — since which time advertisers have 
been : able to secure information when want- 
ed, about the locations, nature of the dis- 
play, ets.

About Paste. 



The secret of preserving paste lies in the 
use of alkili. The other ingredients put in 
it are intended to give it a pleasant flavor. 
Any alkili that will preserve the albumen 
of the flour from decomposition will keep 
paste from spoiling. A paste that will keep 
for a year may be made as follows: Dis- 
solve an ounce of alum in a quart of water, 
stir in a little flour, carefully beating up 
the lumps; stir in a half teaspoonful of pow- 
ered rosin and pour on this mixture a pint 
of boiling water, stirring well. Set away in 
a cool place. When needed for use soften 
with warm water. It will keep just as long 
without the rosin. Bosin makes it adher 
better. , 

Here is a paste that you can peddle: Take* 
a quart of warm water and dissolve an 
ounce of powdered alum in it; stir in flour 
with the hand until it becomes so thick you 
can not beat it any .longer; pour in boiling 
water until the paste begins to cook; stop 
pouring in water, but stir until the paste is 
cooked. Paste cooked too much won't stick 
well. It ought to be pretty thick. Level it 
down and pour water on it to keep it from 
cooking on top. Allow it to stand in a cool 
place over night, when it may be cut up in 
chunks, wrapped in strong paper and carried 
in the grip. When you reach your journey's 
end, thin the , paste with water and it is 
ready for use. Thick paste like this, before 
thinning, will keep in good condition for a 
year if kept covered with alum water. 

Never thin paste with cold water if you 
want it to do good service. Paste does bet- 
ter, anyway, when hot. Use wooden vessels, 
particularly if the paste contains alum.— 
Exchange.

The new ordinance requires bill posting 
firms to take out a license. Any violation 
of the ordinance will bring a punishment of 
a fine of from $5 to $50 and a term in jail, 
if the offender refuses to pay it, of not more 
than fifty days. The ordinance also makes 
it unlawful to post bills on any buildings, 
bridges, lamp-posts, poles, shade trees, etc..

Sometimes the ad 
vertiser is bullyragged Into an order, but 
after the first one he knows better. The 
fact of the matter is that this concern has 
let its plant dwindle to the importance or 
some 7c village, while Its two rivals are up 
to date in every detail and outclass it in 
every point. 

Some of the members or employes of this 



almost defunct concern have been circulat- 
ing a silly yarn that bill posters are refus- 
ing to post my paper. There is, of course, 
not even the least shadow of fact behind the 
yarn: .even the concern of Has Been itself 
has never failed to place what paper it has 
been so fortunate as to have offered It by 
me. In fact, there is not a single Instance — 
mind. I say ' not one— where a bin poster 
anywhere has ever refused my paper, either 
today, last week or last year,- or at any 
other time. -.- . ~: •!- : r 

The whole matter in a nutshell is that 
Mr. Has Been can't help endeavoring in 
every way to belittle any one that does not 
do just as Has Been wishes. That la all 
there is to it. 

Some people wonder why he doesn't de- 
vote some of this ill-spent energy- toward 
bettering his plant and business generally; 
and those who have studied the matter aay 
the reason is that the only way Has Been 
knows for bettering himself is by pulling 
down his neighbor.

AMUSING VIEWS 
Of a Western Newspaper. 

The Corvallis (.Ore.). Times on house-to- 
house work: 

The council has determined to modify the 
bill posting ordinance. There used to be a 
time when merchants, restaurant keepers 
and every other species of business men 
resorted much to dodgers and posters as a 
means of advertising their wares. The .old 
i*»be.bit*.nt remembers well how every few 
days the small bey paraded the streets with 
a punch of bills that told of bargains and 
opportunities for the intending purchaser. 
This metbed of advertising was a source of 
profit to the buyer, to the merchant, to the 
sin?] I boy. and last, but not least, to the 
pri^trr. 

But the dodeer and the poster has been 
for months a thing of the oft-regretted past. 
An ordinance, aimed not at the local bur i-- 
ncES man, not at theprinter, net at the in- 
cr-tHcus sir-all boy. but at the foreign ad- 
vcrtteers, fcund its way on the city statues. 
It licensed bill posting, and placed the busi- 
ness in the hands of one person. The offi>irl 
bill poster had a license to pry. and he had 
to otiaree a much larger fee for distributing 
bills. This larger fee made advertiring by 
that method more expensive, and the busi- 
ness fell off. Fewer bill-posting jobs to do, 
made it necessary for the bill poster to in- 
crease his fee, and the charge became so 
inordinate that, it cost as much to have 
dodders distributed as it did to print them. 
Almost total destruction of the business nat- 
urally resulted, and, as every one knows. 



Brains count for a good deal in house-to- 
house work. A good first-class distributor 
is always possessed of more than average 
intelligence, which he continually exercises 
in the interest of his client. He understands 
the art (a rare one) of bringing the house- 
wife or maid servant to the door and- getting 
her to accept his matter without exciting 
irritation or annoyance. 

To our notion, this is the greatest gift a 
distributor can possess. Better far not try 
to get matter inside the house if you can 
not do so without making the recipient an- 
gry over the interruption which must nec- 
essarily jgnsue. 

There is a way that never fails. Be in- 
terested yourself in the thing you are ad- 
vertising. Interest begets interest. If you 
are really alive to the merits and claims of 
the article you are introducing be sure that 
your enthusiasm will make itself manifest, 
and your matter will be received and ex- 
amined. 

If, however, you are a mere automaton, 
and distribute in a purely mechanical and 
perfunctory fashion, you will excite con- 
kiderably more ire than interest.

If you 
Will make an examination when a sign goes 
wrong before its time, you generally find it 
near or exposed to alkaline fluid or gas. 

The next time you paint a sign on a brick 
wall remember that before applying the fir-=t 
coat care should be taken so as to clean the 
surface to be painted. The best priming 
coat for this work consists of glue Eize and 
Venetian red mixed in the proportions of ten 
to one. Oxido of iron paint mixed with boil- 
ed linseed oil also forms a good priming coat 
and a little dried can also be added to thij 



Bill posters who make hand-painted post- 
ers, or manugraphs, as they are now gener- 
ally designated, are advised to use Ault & 
Vviborg's lithographic inks. Thinned- down 
with benzine, these inks will be found to 
cover better, tint nicer and work easier than 
any of the glue or oil paints now used.

We, on the contrary, are wholly 
theoretical. Theories, however, are 
daily found to be practical, and it 
must also be remembered that Curran, 
Leonard, et «?., are practical men of 
long and wide experience. 

Briefly, we favor an official schedule, 
for the reason that it ought to be the 
chief aim of an association to benefit 
its members by obtaining better prices. 

Secondly. In our estimation, one of 
the chief objects of an association 
should be the establishment of as 
great a degree of uniformity in prices 
as is possible. 

Thirdly. The members of the I. A. 
of D., having provided a better service 
with a guarantee behind it, are en- 
titled to exercise authority in fixing 

the value of that service.

It has occurred to us, with more or 
less frequency ever since we first be- 
came closely identified with the bill- 
posting interests of the country, that 
much more importance is attached to 
the outcome of the Annual Convention 
than it merits. There has been a 
steady and noticeable improvement in 
the character and composition of the 
Conventions. Formerly a mere hand- 
ful of men monopolized the discus- 
sions and debate, while the remainder 
merely looked on and drank booze till 
they were blue in the face. Now, all 
of that is changed. A more orderly, 
business-like Convention than that 
held at Atlantic City last summer has 
never been witnessed. Strangely 
enough, though, the limitations and 
shortcomings of the Convention are 
only accentuated and emphasized as 
the gatherings improve. The fact is, 
they have been so misused in the past 
that they are incapable of expressing 
the -will or wishes of the craft to any 
considerable extent, 'and in conse- 
quence are quite generally discredited.

The defect is in the system, and not 
in the delegates who compose the Con- 
vention. The same vicious practices 
and methods that obtain in political 
gatherings are in vogue in the bill- 
posters' meetings. They are packed, 
dominated, and controlled. They are 
handled and manipulated in the inter- 
est of the few. The needs and wishes 
of the many are throttled and disre- 
garded. 

It is wrong— all wrong. The whole 
working of the Annual Convention 
should be changed. The idea should 
be to draw out a general expression 
of opinion. The diffident and retiring 
should be encouraged to voice their 
sentiments. Bullyragging and brow- 
beating should be utterly discounte- 



nanced. Some such radical revolution 
as here roughly outlined will have to 
ensue iH-fore the officers and mandates 
of the A. B. P. will command any very 
great degree of consideration, atten- 
tion, and respect.

ADVERTISING AS A BUSI- 
NESS FORCE. 

Robert C. Ogden, resident partner of John 
Wanamaker, talked on "Advertising as a 
Business Force" at tho convention of the 
Merchants' Association, held recently 111 

"We all' know," be said, "that advertis- 
ing is a business force, and a very great 
power that has to be recognized most thor- 

"""Wlt'h the public mind fixed upon bust- 
n«-B as It now la. with the competition that 
.•xlsts between traders, it is undoubtedly the 
fact that without advertising of the proper 
kind a business can not be successfully 
prosecuted to any large degree. 

"Therefore, 1 consider the advertising as 
tho force that is to vitalize all the other 
work that may be put Into the business. 
After the merchandise is purchased, after 
the service is hired, the Item that Is gen- 
erated in order to make the machine move 
is the advertising. 

COURAGE IS NEEDED. 
"A great deal of advertising fails of Its 
results because the advertiser gets discour- 
aged. The most successful advertising that 
I have ever known is that which has been 
exploited on a very large scale. 

"The man who has bad the courage to 
advertise to a certain extent and spend 
S2U.000 should have the courage to spend 
another {5,000 and vitalize all the rest.'Lack 
or courage is one of the most common ex- 
periences of advertisers. I am speaking now 
of newspaper advertising and the advertis- 
ing of general merchandise. 

"The manager of a department, the sales- 
people who are to sell the goods, should be 
told the policy of the head of the business, 
so far as advertising is concerned, and the 
way the matter is to be presented to the 
public, so as to arouse the interest in all. 
Advertising is the channel through which 
the merchant speaks to the people he desires 
to address. 

"His advertising Is the test of his char- 
acter. It must be true. As he speaks, and 
as the people have an opportunity to judge 
of the truth of bis priuted utterances day by 
day. tbey will form their estimate of bis 
character. His character is a branch of bis 
advertising; and therefore it must always 
be true. mj 

SIMPLICITY OF LANGUAGE. """*"* 
"But If a man Is not going to waste his 
money in advertising, »». must never be 
stupid. It should be put in simple and 
forceful language. One of the most distin- 
guished litterateurs in the country, address- 
ing a class of students at one of our fore- 
most colleges in Massachusetts, laid great 
stress upon simplicity and force in the use 
of the. English language, reaching all the 
way from the advertisement to the leading 
editorials, and selected the advertising of 
our house as an illustration to be presented 
to this class of learned young men who 
were receiving the highest education obtain- 
able In this country. 

"The matter of Illustration comes in in 
a very Important way in modern advertis- 
ing. The time bas gone by when wood cuts 
made by carpenters will do for advertising. 
The time has come when the commercial 
man must not only have good English in 
his trade announcements, but good illus- 
trations as well. Very little importance has 
been attached to the illustrations for adver- 
tising. 

IMPORTANCE OF ILLUSTRATION. 
"Illustration for advertising purposes is 
very often like poster work. It is suggestive 
In Its artistic character, if not in the moral 
character of tbe subject. But commercial 
art bas come to occupy a very important 
place, and It Is entirely useless for a man 
to expend $200 to $300 In an advertisement 
in a newspaper, and then save $10 or $15 in 
an illustration. He had better have his 
illustration of the highest artiBtic character 
he can get." 



In the course of an Intensely interesting 
discourse on "Art In Advertising," before 
the Sphinx Club at its meeting last nigbt. 
In the Waldorf-Astoria'. Mr: Robert C. Og- 
den surprised his audience by informing 
them that illustrated papyrus posters were 
known to the Egyptians a century and a 
half before Christ. 

He gave a complete history of art as ap- 
plied to advertising and narrated the de- 
velopment of the pictorial poster. In con- 
clusion he said in part: 

"It we approach the advertising question 
or today from the side of business or the 
sldo of art, or from both sides, we find in 
advertising Illustrations a subject which the 
distributer of merchandise! Ignores at his 
peril. The posters of today, whether they 
be the extraordinary productions intended to 
advertise the drama, the weird and strange 
designs that accompany books, or the gen- 
eral illustrations which acompany adver- 
tisements In the high class magazines, af- 
ford much satisfaction to the artistic taste: 
many of them touch deeply the sense of 
humor, and all of them succeed In Impress- 
ing their messages upon tbe minds of read- 
«"• But yet the Ignorance that still lingers 
In Illustrated advertising shocks the artistic 
mind and disgusts the Intelligent advertis- 
ing critic."

Dr. Miles, of Enrtftrt, Ind., had distribut- 
ing done here In ., January- I do not know 
whether men or boys did the distributing. 
The large circulars were thrown broadcast 
from one side of the street to the other and 
in yards. I know a young man here who 
kept a store at that time, and he got about 
two dozen- to use to wrapping groceries, etc. 
The distributing was miserably done. Since 
then. H. E- Bucklgn & Co. had advertising 
done here, advertising Dr. "King's New Dis- 
covery and Bueklen's Arnica Salve. The 
work was done well, as far as I could learn, 
but one colored fellow had a few samples, 
selling them at ten cents each. I do not 
know where he got them, but be had them. 

A few days ago. I saw two little boys with, 
their small express wagon full of little book- 
lets advertising remedies of Dr. Williams 
Medical Company, of Schenectady, N. T. 
Bergen & Mossie, druggists, bad their names 
stamped on all of them, and the boys were 
giving them away in lots of from two to ten, 
and losing them, too, as they ran along the 

Grain-O has been advertised here also by 
placing samples in the grocery stores for 
customers to get. I got over a dozen myself. 
I asked the clerk for one, and he gave me 
a handful. I know people here who go from 
store to store and get samples wherever they 
are kept. They say that they like Grain-O, 
but will not buy any as long as they can 
get so many sample packages free. 

I do not see why advertisers advertise in 
this way, but this is the way most of them 
advertise in Redbank.

Dear Sir— Having gotten into my mind that 
at the coming I. A. of D. Convention next 
July an effort will be made to agree or set- 
tle upon a. schedule of prices for : distribut- 
ing advertising matter, I beg leave to call 
your attention to the enclosed clipping which 
I found in the last number of the Omaha 
Daily Bee: '■'.": . 

! "Many cities are hilly, but Duluth is the 
peer of them all in this respect," said W. S. 
Reed. "The city is built on the side of an 
enormous bluff, which rises almost perpen- 
dicularly out of the lake. The houses set 
in their little niches in the bluff look like 
they had been dropped there, and were held 
in place by the dent made when they lodged. 
A level place for a building site hgas to be 
blasted out of the solid rock which consti- 
tutes the bluff. Although it is . very . hard 
work to get around in Duluth. one feels re- 
paid for the climbing when looking about 
the surrounding country, which is so plainly 
in view from all parts of the city, and par- 
ticularly when watching the vessels that 
abound -oh. the lake." 

The end I have in view is that you may 
remember, when the matter is before the . 
eonvention. to warn the members against 
making the rules so - firmly ironbound that . 
there wil be no discrimination in favor of 
distributors who work these: places that are 
so '•hilly" that they require much more 
time and strain of men and teams than 
level, compactly built places like Chicago. 

Distributors in such hilly, uneven places 
should be free to charge such a price as will 
leave them as fair a profit as those who 
have-' the level places. 

Omaha and Council Bluffs are hard places 
to- work. Galena. 111., is another "hilly" 
place. In all of these places many houses 
can be reaehed only by climbing long flights 
of stairs, then walking several feet to the 
house. There, also, houses are In many 
cases scattered, and much time and tramp- 
ing Is required to supply each house with a 
paper. Those who take Jobs at the cheap 
rates soon find that they can not do honest 
work at any profit, so they waste the paper 
in the easy sections, leaving the suburbs 
and hard places unsupplied. 

After watching Mr. Fischer's distributing 
for ten years, notiag how wearisome he 
finds the work, comparing small profit with 
the expenses in the form of wear and tear 
to his team, etc.. I am forced to say that 
instead of working cheaper he should rather 
ask more. 

Often after a hard day's work he will say: 
•■We ba-<pe done a big day's work, but it .-wilt 
hardly pay expenses, being in the suburbs.'" 

Only this evening he made that remark, 
and now while I write he is sitting by the 
table trying to sleep In his chair, uncon-, 
scions that I am "telling tales out of 
school." 

But while the suburbs of. the "hilly" places . 
are the hardest to distribute, they are in the 
case of patent medicines, at any rate, the 
most likely to be profitable to the adver- 
tisers, because the suburban people can't 
call a doctor so quickly as those in the city 
proper, nor so cheaply, consequently they 
ara. more likely -to try the-.medicines repre- - 



sented by the ads. 

As distributors can not work for the mere 
glory of helping the advertisers, but must 
have a fair margin of profit in justice to 
both themselves and their families, I have 
felt compelled to lay this matter thus plain- 
ly before you, believing that no one has the 
interest of the distributor more closely at 
heart than you. 

Mr. Fischer greatly enjoys his correspond- 
ence with you, admires your push-ahead 
way of managing : your work, and the 1. A. 
of D. and rejoices at your success with both 
matters. Rest assured that I appreciate 
the "honorary" favor you propose to secure 
for him next. July. 

It at the close of the convention in Chicago 
you find it convenient to come here and 
take in the Trans-Mississippi Expositor. I 
shall be pleased to entertain you as my bus- 
band's valued friend. I remain sincerely,

P. S.— To be more explicit about Mr. Fis- 
cher's experience in this last job of distrib- 
uting, he adds to his remark about doing a 
fair day's work. "We covered territory four 
by six miles square, and only put out 1,450 
papers, and could not have put out more 
than 900 if it had not been for the team. I 
did not make enough to pay the men's 
wages, and nothing for my own or the 
team's time." 

With such an experience every time he 
puts out a job of samples, you can see at a 
glance that he must have a fair price to 
begin with, or literally give his labor and 
time to the advertisers. 

But with a fair price to begin with, he 
can make up in the easier parts .of -the city 
what Is lost in canvassing the hard parts, 
and so make a just distribution.

Sickness has compelled us to lay aside our 
pen for some months, but we are on ■ the 
mend and ready for business again. 

"The Billboard" is brim full of good 
things from cover to cover, and we eagerly 
look for each number. 

The distributing business has been fairly 
good. Among the firms -who have done dis- 
tributing the past months are Wool Soap 
and Madame Yale. This, was the poorest 
distributing we ever saw done in Omaha. 
Children bad their hands and pockets full 
of the picture cards of Wool Soap, and they 
were stuck into every crevice that could be 
found. We counted twenty-five on one tel- 
graph post. 

Madame Yale's books were put out by a 
department store, drug department, and 
thrown everywhere, not even church doors 
being exempt. The Celluloid Starch Com- 
pany put out a large amount of samples. 

Pink Pills Co.. Miles Nervine Co., Hood, 
Chattanooga Almanacs; Bajantyne Remedy 
Co., Dr. Morses' Almanacs, Dr. Joynes & 
Sons Almanacs. Lydia' Pinckham and a local 
company are being put out together now. 
The Morse Almanac was poorly done. 

The Dr. Chase Company, of Philadelphia, 
are now distributing, and are having a fine 
pile ofwork done, both in Omaha and Coun- 
cil Bluffs. 

The Miles Nervine Agent is using the lo- 
cal distributor, as we saw four band on one 
street yesterday, but fully one-third of the 
houses in the north-east and south-east 
parts of the city are not visited, apparently 
owing to lack of system and the ignorance 
of the distributors. 

The Peruna Company are reported as hav- 
ing done a lot of distributing in February- 
three to a coal shed. 

That the fools are not all dead, and that 
frauds continue to reap a rich harvests, is 
evident from the advertisements that appear 
in our Sunday papers. 

Ten dollars and twenty dollars (per M) 
are 'offered by Chicago 'parties- for vehicle 
distributors, and they only ask ten cents 
and a stamp for posting to us. 

That $10 and $20 would be a very accept- 
able price to all 'poorly paid distributors, 
but none in ours, thanks. We do not bite 
so easily. 

"Responsible Distributors— $10 per 1000. 
Send ten cents for particulars, contract and 
samples. Crescent Co., 1451 Montana street, 
Chicago." 

"Reliable man to tack up advertising 
signs: $12.50 -weekly; steady work; send 10 
cents for postage, samples, etc. Young Med- 
icine Co., 2429 North Colorado street, 
Philadelphia, Pa." 

Yae above two ads. appear n the Omaha 
Bee for March 20th. None of our wholesale 
druggists ever heard of the Young Medi- 
cine Co. 

The bill boards are full of all kinds of 
posters, and the bill posters are evidently 
reaping a harvest, while Gunning, the only 
Gunning, is covering the vacant lots with 
bulletin boards. Where, oh where, is $am

Dear Sir— I have been distributing for the 
past four years in Dayton, and have only 
received two complaints from 'advertisers, 
and these advertisers were new in our city, 
as previous to ray advertising their goods 
they bad seldom been .heard of. On both 
occasions the advertiser complained that 
there were positively vio results whatever, 
and charged me with having wasted the 
matter intrusted to me. I knew positively 
that the matter was -honestly distributed, 
as I personally conducted the distributing, 
and knew that not a piece was wasted. 1 
was astonished and chagrined upon receipt 
of the complaint, and immediately went to 
work to investigate the matter. When I 
found on both occasions that the goods were 
only to be had at a very few drug stores, 
two or three dealers were the only ones who 
had the goods. The - jobbers here are not 
up-to-date, in fact, they do not carry a full 
line of goods, and are very slow in stocking 
new goods, and as the retail dealers had 
trouble getting the goods, the advertising 
only created a demand that could not be 
supplied. And. as one dealer informed me, 
be did not want to lose a sale, he sold other 
goods that were recommended to cure the 
same trouble. Thus you see one firm's ad- . 
vertising was selling another firm's goods. 
Whose fault was it? Was It mine or the 
advertiser in question? Much better results 
would be obtained it the goods were on sale 
at all or a majority of the dealers before the 
distribution is commenced. I do not guar- 
antee that my distributing will compel deal- 
ers, either wholesale or retail, to imme- 
diately stock the goods advertised. .1 can 
only guarantee my service, and do guarantee 
that all advertising matter placed with me 
will have my oersonal attention, and by 
keeping everlastingly at it it is bound to 
bring good results. But some advertisers 
are like some distributors, they advertise 
once and expect to get a car load of busi- 
ness.

If your posters fail of their ptir|>ose. 
blame it on the iiostcr; don't blame it 
on tlie bill-iKkster. 

Yet, your |»oster may be a. commer- 
cial success in execution, and a total 
failure in adaptation. If it is. vmi 
have made the mistake. Had you" se- 
lected a professional poster, your suc- 
cess would have been complete, and 
the puritose of the poster carried out. 

Thorough i>oster advertising is both 
expensive and consequential. It 's ad- 
vertising that should never be done bv

halves. Thousands of dollars have 
been paid to lithographing houses for 
IKvsters that, although frappant ex- 
amples of the pictorial ait of adver- 
tising, were as dodgers floating in the 
gutters. Why? The advertiser made 
the mistake of placing his trust with 
wildcat bill-posters, whose only privi- 
lege was their gall; whose claims to 
legitimate bill-postering were nil; 
whose only aim was to squeeze out a 
few dollars for work that had better 
been left undone. 

Therefore 1 say: Fight shy of the 
fakir in the bill-poster business. His 
only claim to existence is that the 
American people will be humbugged. 
He lives u|kiii the gullibility of "the 
American advertiser who has uot 
learned to be wise. 

In conversation with a whisky dis- 
tiller. 1 elicited the following facts: 
Since the bottllng-in-bond law went 
into effect, distillers have obtained a 
positive advantage over under-proof 
and other compounded or counterfeit 
bottlings. The Government stamp 
guarantees the distiller's l>ottliiigs to 
1m> pure and up to the legal proof un- 
der all couditons. To acquaint the 



public with this package, the poster 
offers superior advantages. The most 
convincing newspaper ad. would not 
have so frappaat an effect upon the 
public eye: neither would any other 
form of advertising, save the package 
it.-elf. And every wide-awake distiller 
at ouce adopted the poster to protect 
his rights, and to proclaim the merits 
of his goods. I say. every icidc-awalce 
distiller. These may be numbered by 
the score. Yet there are a hundred 
or two of distillers who now bottle, or 
will bottle, in bond. Every one of 
those ought to resort to poster-adver- 
tising. The issue is too important 
io be dealt with in a niggardly fash- 
ion. The distillers have been lighting 
to obtain this Governmental protec- 
tion for years. Now, since securing 
it. they ought to adopt the most feas- 
ible means by which to convince the 
public that the whisky they bottle in 
bond is the only simon-pure artiele. 
To accomplish this within the shortest 
possible time, and to accomplish it 
wholly, the "speaking" poster is the 
most serviceable medium. 

The liquor trade, as a whole, is so 
prolific, of occult advertising features- 
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that mean business, that the advertis- 
ing philosopher often, wonders why 
the owners of these features are so 
blind to their opportunities. Here's 
an instance in point: A Sandusky (O.) 
manufacturer of a domestic cham- 
pagne vainly sought to popularize his 
product. True, he advertised in the 
newspaper press. But it was only a 
cold, somber ad. When putting out 
this wine, the manufacture adopted 
a package so original and artistic in 
idea, that all other champagne pack- 
ages, foreign and domestic, faded Into 
insignificance. On this package he 
would build his fortune, knowing its 
contents would stand on its own merit- 
But the public was mighty slow of ap- 
prewiation. One day the disconsolate 
manufacturer passed through the 
streets of a metropolis, and presently 
his attention was attracted to a poster 
exhibiting the intrinsic and extrinsic 
merits of Cook's Imperial. The sight 
fostered a thought, and the thought 
the action. Within a fortnight the 
manufacturer's product was postered 
in all the cities in which it was sold. 
'Hie result was as magic. The demand 
for his product multiplied in an as- 
tonishing fashion, and much of it was

mous outlay not only in cash, 
hut in brain-sweat. Mr. $am

them on the boards. 

The billposter who grumbles 
over allowing him a commis- 
sion under these circrm- 
stances is a very narrow, 
short-sighted and selfish per- 
son.

This man is to-day the 
most enthusiastic poster advocate 
within my scope of acquaintances. 
And he says -when he dies, a i>oster 
will announce the event. 

Now, for a wade among cigar manu- 
facturers. Every owner of "an illus- 
trious brand of cigars has at some 
time or other been a poster advertiser. 
This field is still more prolific than 
The lkiuor industry- Most of the 
American brands of cigars are dedi- 
cated to some historic celebrity, or 
i locality, or Americanism. They often 
trade on these attributes. Take, for 
instance, the many brands which de- 
rived their names from histrionic- 
celebrities— those you have noted time 
and again on theatrical posters. 
Was n't it a smart idea of the cigar 
manufacturer to resort to poster ad- 
vertising? Wasn't it the only idea 
that could snggest itself under such 
conditions? And wasn't it the only 
thing he could do in order to perpet- 
uate the character of a label and trade- 
mark, whose future was based, neither 
essentially nor morally, on the merit 
of the merchandise it represented, but 
on the publicity pre-assured by those 



very theatrical posters? The cigar 
may be ever so meritorious; the pack- 
age ever so attractive; the label ever 
so artistic: it will all avail but little it" 
you are intent that the name or pack- 
age should advertise the cigar. You 
may resort to pictorial, magazine, or 
newspaper advertising; but no engrav- 
ing will have so pleasing an effect 
upon the pubKc eye as the color 
litho. designed by a clever artist, har- 
moniously executed and posted by a 
legitimate poster. 

Then in the tobacco industry. For 
years the only "outside" advertising 
the tobacco manufacturer indulged in. 
was a painted wall or fence sign. But 
this mode became obsolete in these 
days of jaded tastes and palates. The 
modern wants a change, and the 
oftenerhe can get it. the better he is 
pleased. The painted wall sign thus 
became a nuisance in bis eyes, and 
he came to pass it unnoticed. This 
phenomenon introduced the poster to 
the tobacco manufacturer. Though 
slow in appreciating its merits, he has 
already furnished a representative 
(inota of recruits to the poster adver- 
tising merchants' brigade. The Ainer- 
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icau Tobacco Co.. whose personnel is 
made up of the business men obtain- 
able, now. as ever, carry poster adver- 
tising on their banner.

Ward Society and the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union. 



Posters Ordered to Be Removed. 

County Commissioner Preston It lege] . of 
Lower Sancon, is a friend of the news- 
papers. He believes that the newspapers are 
the proper mediums for advertising. On 
Saturday be gave orders "to M. W. Snyder, 
caretaker of the Lehigh bridge, not to allow 
any more advertising on the bridge and to 
remove all the posters. Thousands of these 
were torn off the bridge and thrown into 
the river. A notice forbidding any more 
posting of bills has been posted. And that 
is the only advertising that will allowed on 
the bridge.— South Bethlehem (Pa.) Star.

Indecent Posters. 

One or the interesting papers at the City 
Council meeting Wednesday evening was 
Mayor Perry's communication regarding in- 
decent theater potters on the bill boards. 
The communication, which was referred to 
tho Committee on Ordinances, was wended 
as follows: 

"It becomes my duty to Mil your atten- 
tion to the indecent character of some of 
the theater posters which have been dis- 
llaytd of late along the streets and in the 
j-ublic scuares of this city, and to suggest 
tiiat stcj .j be taken to prevent future ex- 
hibitions of a similar nature. On several 
01— luslcns during the last few montlis 1 have 
seen en bill boards in Gilman Square .tud 
»*n i'onitrvillfc avenue, and in a f.-w oth.r 
sections of the city, advertising placards <f 
the most disgusting character. Such pic- 
tures serve no .worthy purpose. They vio- 
late eveiy canon of good taste, pander to 
mc-ibid impulses, and are calcai.u.d to 
poison the minds of the young. 

"I have spent many pleasant hours at the 
theater, and have no desire to iiiUM-te 
with any legitimate method of ad. .>iM!is 
wliicl, the nianagets of our playh.eiits «..• y 
adopt: but it seems wholly unri^es^ try ;-:d 
improper to deface our streets and imblie 
squares with pictures which are suggestive 
only of Hastiness. < In many cases the inde- 
cency of the placard is enhanced by inscrip- 
tions and mottoes of vulgar import. 

"I am not disposed to make any attack 
upon the portrayal of the nude, or partially 
nude, human body in proper places and 
under suitable conditions. On the contrary, 
I heve a high admiration of those master- 
pieces of art, exhibited in our great metro- 
politan galleries, which reveal in matble 
aid on canvas the matchless grace and 
beauty of the human form. But the highly- 
colored caricatures of the female boi v. <m-- 
played on some of the bill boards of she city, 
prurient tastes. In the name of A:aern-a.i 
nothing but obscenity, and app'il only to 
arc a traversity of art. They stand lor 
nothing but obscenity, and appeal only to 
prurient tastes. In the name of Amerieair 
womanhood, which is insulted by such in- 
decent exhibitions, and in behalf of our boys 
and girls, who are entitled to moral pro- 
tection at our hands. 1 ask for such legisla- 
tion by your honorable body as shall pre- 
vent further public displays of these shame- 
provoking pictures. 

"This very week I have received a letter 
from one of our leading clergymen, earn- 
estly protesting against these obscene pla- 
cards, and 1 am sure that right-minded peo- 
ple throughout the city will approve of 
prompt and decisive action on your part. 

"Permit me to recommend that the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances be requested to repot t 
an ordinance, to bo drafted under the direc- 
tion of the City Solicitor, providing for a 
reasonable censorship of placards and pos- 
ters, and affixing penalties for its violation. 
If legal objections; to such legislation are 
disclosed, the Solicitor may be able to sug- 
gest some other course of procedure which 
will mitigate a rapidly growing evil in our 
city. 

"'Let it be distinctly understood that my 
strictures relate to comparatively few of the 
placards displayed ; upon public bill boards. 
Most of the posters are, in my opinion, rea- 
sonably free from objection. 

"I should not trouble your honorable 
boards with this matter if it were not that 
the provisions of the general law, relative 
to the printing and publishing of obscene 
and indecent pictures, do not afford a 
speedy and certain remedy for abuses of 
the nature heroin mentioned." — Somerville 
(Mass.) Journal. 
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The sensitiveness of some people on some 
matters reaches to a peculiar degno. There 
is a set of reformers in Pawtucket. R. I., 
who have been making -war on', what they 
call indecent posters displayed by some 
theatrical companies. The Y. M. C. A. of 
the place bad arranged for a free entertain- 
ment last Sunday, to be given bv a South 
African family. Posters announcing the en- 
tertainment were displayed about ine c;ty. 
and on them some of the family were shown 
in native .dress. This was too scanty to 
nie-et the approval of the poster rcfori'i^rs, 
ao 1 they immediately declared that tli-? ros- 
ters must ; come down. They carried the 
matter to the police, an the posters were 
torn down. Their firmness in opposing such 
a ditplay by a religious organization is com- 
mended • in some quarters, but we have to 
doubt that most of those reformers hatre in 
their libraries books of travel by Living- 
stone, Stanley, Astor. Mrs. French Sheldon 
or other African travelers in which the ja- 
tives are shown in as scanty costumes as 
they were on the bill board.— Moiitpelier

As soon as I 
learned the nature of the business I made 
up sketches and went to Troy, and was in- 
troduced to Mr. Fitzgerald by Hagan. The 
sketches did not suit, and I made more and 
other visits, till finally a design was agreed 
upon and a poster ordered. 

In the conversation had with Mr. Fitz- 
gerald it seemed to me that he did not 
know of the existence of McAllister, or that 
there was any bill poster in Troy besides 
Mrs. Dundon. 

Now, then, what do the bill posters of 
America want? Hustlers who will get out 
in their own towns and dig up work for 
themselves and others, as Hagan did? Or 
do they want to encourage the men who sit 
idly on their office stools waiting for some- 
thing to" turn up? 

So far as I am able to "discover McAllister 
has no more claim on this business than 
has my office boy. Yet he is howling like 
a stuck pig because some one With a little 
gct-up-and-get has the Troy posting. 

So far as I am able to discover, there has 
not yet been a bill poster that cared to throw 
over any of this paper, and I hardly think 
* would run any risk ir. betting a large red 
apple that Fitzgerald has no trouble in plac- 
ing all the paper he wishes to pay for.

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ADVERTISING THE FAIR.

Paper read before the Western Ohio Fair 
Managers' Association at the Lima meeting: 

There is probably no other subject of as 
much importance* to fair managers as that 
of properly. and Judiciously advertising the 
fair. And while 1 do- not expect to do the 
mr.tier justice, I am In hopes that some- 
thing I may say will bring out discussions 
that will fully cover the ground. 

Printtng" and 'advertising is one of. *he 
large items in the financial report of every 
association, and upon the judicious disburse- 
ment of the five, six or seven hundred dol- 
lars 'that are aevoted to that purpose will, 
to a. certain extent, depend the measure of 
your, success. Hut theie" are other, things 
thaS""do net deperd vrr-n r-*- .- ." .>,■ ^ - 
largs amount of cash that I deem, of primary 
Importance, and if' not properly attended to, 
will "cause you -losses financially, and event- 
ually bring you into disrepute, with the pub- 
lic at large. •-. , 

We are so prone to follow the example of 
our i predecessors, =o much- creatures ; of 
Imitation, that if we are not careful we will 
get into & rut and stay there. 

In fact, some Ohio fairs are today living 
in the past, following customs and prece- 
dents that were in vogue. twenty-five years 
ago; -printing their premium lists in a news- 
paper, sending men over the country with 
paste pot and brush to put up fence stream- 
er. Adhering to the old local custom of 
three 'prominent citizens" to place their 
n-wurds, paying their premiums after sixty 
a.- ninety days, excluding all amusements 
that could not properly be conducted at a 
can>!> meeting or a Sunday school picnic, and 
a halt c!or.en other foolish customs that ad- 
vertise their fair only as a "freak" and a 
back, number. This is an age of progress: 
peopit are locking and expecting something 
new and bftter each year. 

Get the confidence of the people and then 
keep it. Do as you agree with your ex- 
hibitors und visitors, be courteous, kind and 
firm in all your dealings with the public. 
Ren.emher that one contentious and dissat- 
isfied exhibitor in a neighborhood will en- 
large upon his many grievances and do your 
apsct-iaiitm no small amount of harm. 

A good many secretaries and fair officials 
seem to think that- when they have hung 
up a lot of Honing posters: when they have 
3ent the last bill or bundle of entry lists 
alom; t!.<> raKroad, thai Uiey are -hrough 
advertising. wr.C they may tell you, rather 
boastingly.how many thousand pieces of mail 
malt' •- tiu-y have sent out; how many towns 
and villages contain their bills. .«nd how 
man/ ptrM>r.al invitations they have ex- 
tended to the "prominent and :n2u«ntijl 
citizens"' of their county, and say "we have 
the b»st advertised fair in Ohio," -vben, in 
fact. th*y are pronouncing their verli^t one 
wt>e!c too soon. They seem to fonjet that 
the visitors, horsemen, privileged men s-nd 
exhibitors will set as a jury on their iase. 

if they auruit you of any inteVioual 
wriig o* neglect, you can test taat your 
fciir hv- tvia properly advertised. 

v«» eia*: of men that follow the fairs con- 
irlV.U: to rnseh towards their 3uccs3 i:i a 
finan, iai way as do the horsemen, an.l:io 
aus-u-iaiiou can afford to give them *- *' bad 
deal." Close your entries nearly or uuit- a 
v»"t tefcre your races. Then, if certain 
class*. ' do not fill, notify those by wire that 
h.-vre tiitt led that their race Has bctn fe- 
cial «l off. Do not allow a little ns,jlect upcn 
your part be an expense to the owner for 
freight and loss of time, and perhaps 
make you an enemy instead of a friend. 

Treat your priviledged men with firmness 
and respect, and above all things, protect 
them in. their rights, and then, if they do 

not make any money, they can not say the 
association was to blame. 

Look out for the care and comfort of your 
exhibitors. There are a great many little 
courtesies that you can extend them that 
will mate them remember your fair with 
pleasure, even though they are not success- 
ful In the show ring. 

Pay jour premiums promptly on the last 
day of the fair, and you will soon acquire 
a reputation for honorable dealing that will 
bring you increased .exhibits with each suc- 
ceeding year. See that your home exhibitors 
have the same treatment as your foreigners. 
Compliment them upon their success and 
sympathize with them over their defect. 

In caring for the "welfare and comfort of 
the live stock, exhibitors of your fair, do not 
forget that the ladies' department is an im- 
portant feature. As exhibitors, more tact 
and patience is required in dealing with 
them than with the same number of men. 
Pay them as promptly as the men, and if, 
through some mistake of the judge or super- 
intendent of that department, one woman 
may be awarded the premium and another 
given the red card, pay them both rather 
than have dissatisfaction. If you do not 
you will never get done explaining why Mrs. 
Jones did not get her money when her cur- 
rant jelly or apple butter had the red card 
on. The foregoing suggestions will apply to 
any fair, at any time or place, and if prop- 
erly adhered to will bring you better returns 
than a. lavish expenditure of money invested 
in show bills and window hangers promis- 
cuously distributed over three ef four coun- 
ties. 

Now as to the plan you shall adopt in your 
respective counties in regard : to lithographs 
and newspaper work is a matter that you 
must very largely decide for yourselves. 



What would suit three or four German town- 
the Welsh settlement in Van Wert County, 
and vice versa, but, on the whole, a very 
liberal use of printers' ink will be a good 
ships in Mercer County might not "go" in 
investment.. No fair can hope to long pros- 
per-and keep abreast the waves unless it has 

.at least the moral support ' of the press of 
the county. 

A few mean insinuations regarding the 
financial part of your fair by some promi- 
nent member of your eounty press who has 
ah imaginary grievance will be repeated and 
enlarged, and if followed up with others of 
a. similar nature will, soon create a senti- 
ment that will be antagonistic to your fair 
and; eventually detract from Its success. In 
distributing . your patronage among the pa- 
pers you must be sure that personal or poli- 
tical feelings do not influence your actions. 
Personally you may dislike a certain organ 
and its editor, and have- a just -cause "for 
complaint against them, but you must under 
no circumstances slight them or. ignore their 
influence. 

. I do not wish to. have it understood that I 
am opposed tothe proper use of lithographs. 
A certain amount of them are absolutely 
necessary to the success of "your fair. . and 
you "011181" not discontinue- their" use too 

r rapidly, . but: by .degrees; drop 'off- a certain 
portion of this line and expend the. amount . 
in newspaper advertising, and send it. direct 
to the houses of -your people. The present 
postal laws are quite liberal along this line, 
and under the guise ' of "sample copy" you 
can put twenty or twenty-four columns of 
fair news into every home in your county 
for a very nominal sum. 

I once saw a couple of verses that seemed 
to be so applicable to all fairs in this re- 
spect that I could not forget them. They 
ran about as follows: 
Advertise well, you will never regret it. 
There's nothing more wise that a fair can do. 
Stick to the motto, and don't you forget it. 
Auvertise well. It will pull the fair through. 
Advertise well, it will bring the big crowds. 
Nothing pays better than paper and ink: 
The fair that neglects it will -muchly re- 
gret it. 
When over they count up the chink.

Talk About Festival of Mountain 
and Plain. 

The Celebration Had the EiUet of Increasing 

Deposits *° » Sta* 1 * Bink h Y $ , » 000 ' 000 
— Masquerade Features not Objection- 
able siys Secretary McNamara. 

John McNamara. Secretary of the Festival 
of Mountain and Plain of Denver. Col 
since the Inception of that annual event In 
l^S. talks very enterlttlnly of Denver's 
famous carnivals. 

••The idea of tho Festival of Mountain and 
Plain grew out of a bountiful harvest in 
Mo" "aid Mr. McNamara. when asked 
about the carnival. "It seemed an excellent 
lime to have a celebration, and so In Sep- 
tember of that year the cuostlon was first 

•There were only thirty days In which to 
make preparations, but plans materialized 
rapidly, and the affair was a great success. 
At the start It was desired to have a suitable 
"ametor the carnival. A prize was offered 
for the best name, and numerous sugges- 
tions were received. The name adopted 
seemed to be the most appropriate. Den- 
ver vou know. Is at tho foot of mountains, 
and is called the -Queen of the Plains.' Its 
mountain products furnish means for a large 
proportion of its Industries. At the same 
time the country about there has its plains 
and theirproducts. 

-On the first year, as on the succeeding 
ones the carnival lasted for three days. 
The chief feature of the first day s parade 
were the floats and other things represent- 
ing Colorado products exclusively and tho 
floral division. 

••The second day has been each year de- 
voted to the masquerade features. The 
parade would commence at 1 p.m. From 
•hen till the close of the parade at 3 p.m. 
no one would be allowed in the street; that 
is not on the sidewalk, without a mask. 
From 3 p.m. promiscuous masking on cer- 
tain streets only would be allowed until 6 
om when all masks must disappear. Last 
fall, for the first time, there was a mas- 
querade ball on the evening of that day. 
This ball was held on a part of a street car- 
peted with canvas and specially lighted for 
the occasion. We have had practically no 
objectionable featuress in connection with 
the masquerading, and our best families 
have participated in it. The third day each 
year has been occupied with a military pa- 
rade and other interesting features, con- 
cluding in the evening with a procession 
representing 'The Slaves of the Silver Ser- 

"ln our floral parades we have requested 
that each turnout be driven by its owner, 
rather than by his coachman. Our most 
prominent citizens have taken great inter- 
est in the carnival, and have contributed In 
a large measure to its success. Admission 
to all parts of the carnival, except for the 
grand stand, has been free. 

"Ab a circumstance tending to show the 
benefit which the festival works upon the 
city of Denver. I would mention the fact 
•he' In the first year the deposits of the 
First National Bank alone were during the 
carnival season Increased by xi.00" <«»'. • ■ 
ttmates from the railway people show that 
lost year the number of people coming to 
Denver from outside points during carnival 
time was Increased by 45.000 over the regu- 
lar every-day traffic.'* 

"Have you had to contend wltr any on- 
position from the smaller towns In the 
neighborhood of Denver?" 

"The merchants of those towns have many 
of them endeavored to discourage the fes- 
tival .Idea, contending that the celebration 
resulted In a considerable loss to their trade. 
But when the carnival time came these same 
merchants, as a rule, have closed their 
stores and come to Denver to enjoy the 
fun." ,

Exhibits competing for each premium 
will be arranged by themselves in groups 
and none of such specimens shall compete 
for any other premium except when dupli- 
cated. Entries must be made on or before 
Saturday. August 20. so that proper space 
may be reserved for each class. Exhibits 
must be in place by 11 a.m. on the opening 
day, Monday. August 22.

Editor "The Billboard:" 

Dear Sir — In the matter of prices I must 
coincide with our worthy President. I do 
not believe the time is at hand when a 
schedule of prices is either advisable or 
possible. Of course, 1 have in mind a fixed 
or rigid scale of prices — a schedule which 
shall be unbending and. unvariable. 
- Aside from the fact that the cost of house- 
to-house work is scarcely the same in any 
rop cities In the country, there is the more 
important fact that the cost of various mat- 
ter is hardly ever the same. 

I distribute for about fifty different firms. 
The matter they employ differs greatly. No 
two of them are just alike, and no two of 
them cost the same to put out. There is 
always a marked difference. It may be in 
size or shape. In weight or bulk, but it is 
always there. 

I think that the members of the Inter- 
national Association of Distributors ought 
to base their prices on actual cost. 1 am 
sure that actual cost varies in every town 
and on every class of matter. 

The discussion of this matter is a good 
thing. I hope every one of our members 
will give it though^. If they will but look 
into the Question carefully and come to the 
convention with carefully matured opinions 
and a determination to express them. I have 
no doubt that a correct and final solution 
of this problem may be had 

There is a well-defined idea prevalent that 
a minimum price of $2 per 1.000 should be 
established and maintained. The argument 
to support it is that a man to work thor- 
oughly and well can not put out OTer 600 
pieces a day (one a minute). 

In some cities this may be true, but it is 
not true in Cincinnati. I have carried the 
sack myself, and In the tenement districts 
of the city I nave personally pnt out from 
S50 to 1,400 pieces per ten hours, depending 
on the weight of the matter, season, etc 

I think every distributor ought to know 
exactly what work costs him. and base bis 
prices on the actual cost of the work. 

This plan it seems to me will In the end 
prove far more satisfactory to advertiser 
and distributor alike. Respectfully yours.

TOPICS ON THE WING. 



Tim Christian Mocrlein Brewing 
Company, of Cincinnati, lias opened 
its liraiii'li at Cleveland with a poster. 
Contrary to its custom, it did not 
start out with newspaper reclamation. 
The poster lias done its work well, ll 
was a good, attractive, speaking post- 
er, posted by Bryan & Co., who know 
how to post. This experiment is a 
strong testimonial for the poster— the 
rift dive poster. 

In conversation with the manager 
of a lake summer resort, I elicited the 
information' that lithograph advertis- 
ing had built up the patronage of the 
place. It was the only advertising the 
resort ever contracted for, and the in- 
formation is, therefore, doubly val- 
uable. 

"I have done poster advertising all 
my business life," Doc Beeman, the 
■Cleveland gum man, said, "and 1 
ascribe one-half of my success to my 
posters. But I believe in method even 
in poster advertising. If you go into 
this sort of thing, go in with a deter- 
mination to stay. It's the only way 
to make poster advertising a continu- 
ous success." The doctor is right. 
There is scarcely a man, woman or 
child, with eyes to see or power to ob- 
serve, in all this broad laud, that has 
not beheld the doctor's poster portrait 
some time during the past decade. 
Familiarize your business with the 
public through the poster, and the 
poster will never fail of results. 

The distribution of advertising mat- 
ter through the channels of family lift 
lias become a business of its own. The 
professional distributor of advertising 
matter is to-day its important as the 
circulation manager of the largest 
daily. In fact, his scope admits of re- 
sults which cannot 1m? computed as 
readily as newspaper circulation, but 
which, from the nature of things, 
ought to be more satisfactory than 
newspaper reclamation. This is only 
theory. Can it lie verified V Here's a 
demonstration: A Chicago druggist 
was wont to advertise in the newspa- 
pers various specialties. The results 
were very uncertain. Then he got out. 
ii handy loullot. The distribution or 
it wtis entrusted to a professional, 
after he had tired of paying non-pro- 
fessionals for work half done. The 
professional systematized the territory 
naturally tributary to the drug store. 
Within a weak he had a copy of the 
ballet in the hands of every house- 
holder within the tributary radius. 
Thereafter the leaflet was steadily 
heard from. The entire outlay was 
JfLtMi. The druggist had paid to the 
newspapers $1,000 annually, and iti 
I>"( a dozen instances could he trace 
to or imply results from this expendi- 
ture. 

N'ow that the beer tax has- been In- 
creased, cheap beer and cheap meth- 
"<ls will fall into desuetude with the 
heller class of trade. The introduction 



of five-cent bottled beer lias greatly 
decreased the use of labels, hangers, 
etc. Fifty per cent of the beer in 
glass is now sold without a label or 
any other insignia. The new tax will 
compel brewers to charge more for 
their product, thus enabling them to 
furnish style with the goods; it will 
induce a keener competition, and that 
always means work for the printer 
and lithographer. The fraternity may 



What do you think of fashion post- 
ers? was asked of the manager of a 
large department store. "Well, I 
think they are an indispensable fea- 
ture of our advertising department. 
Here's our hat poster. We could not 
do business without it. Clothing post- 
ers are not so valuable, for the reason 
so much unsatisfactory and snide 
work has been put out that the public 
eye has been detracted to things of

look for more work from the brewers 
nnii bottlers during the next twelve- 
month. There are already indices of 
this contingency. 

Be as patriotic as you may, but 
don't let patriotism run aw*., with., 
your business sagacity. Keep on lut- 
vertising. Americans will pay for it. 
We all keep on eating, wearing wear- 
ables, enjoying ourselves. If you are 
short of ideas, give tlte "Maine" a 
place on your posters during the pe- 
riod of your patriotism. Do as the 
"down Kast" Yankee did. He got out 
ii scenic poster with the "Maine" in 
the foreground. Below it read: "Ke- 
ineiuber the 'Maine," but don't forget 
.lack .Tones. He still does business at 
the old stand." This he'll follow up 
with a "Dewey" poster. And lie won't 
Dewey thing to his competitors! 



more beauty and joy: but still they 
should be a feature of every up-to- 
date clothier. The millinery poster is 
the most delicate of them all. The 
good thing in this line brings the best 
of results. Recently we put in a eor- 
•set. It would not sell well, it had su- 
perior merit, was chic and modish, 
and we placed these points in the 
hands of a clever artist. The result 
is a poster that has captured the fe- 
male eye and the female patronage. 
It now outsells all others. In conclu- 
sion. I will say that if we wish to ex- 
press anything forcibly, or demon- 
strate some distinguishing feature, we 
always resort o the poster. But we 
draw the line on' the cheap poster." 

Blotter advertising is reaching" the 
acme of evolution. In fact, it has al- 
ready begun to degenerate. It's the 



cheap, no-good blotter that's doing the 
harm. If you will do this sort of ad- 
vertising, do it well. Then it will pay 
at least the bill of the printer. And, 
to do it well, it is imperative to dis- 
tribute it well. This is, first and last, 
the main point. There's a great deal 
of method in distributing blotters so 
that they will do the most good. The 
distribution of blotters at hotels and 
public places should always be done 
by a professional. It's no small trick 
to make the hotel and janitor gentry 
do your bidding. The professional 
distributor knows these tricks from 
experience, sad, sadder and otherwise.

Advertise When Others Stop. 
By $ am W. Hoke. 



In 1893, at the close of the World's 
Fair in Chicago, the times got hard 
and harder, till finally very much of 
the display advertising was discontin- 
ued in that city, as well as elsewhere 
throughout the West. 

Just at this time the General Arthur 
cigar people concluded they would ' 
take advantage of the general stagna- 
tion of business and catch some new 
trade for the General Arthur, a cigar 
that had been scarcely heard of east 
of the Pacific slope. 

They started in at Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, Minneapolis, St Paul, Omaha, 
Kansas City, Cincinnati and other im- 
portant points; posters and painted 
signs were used, and large appropria- 
tions and twelve-month contracts 
were made. 

The very boldness of the scheme, in 
the face of the severe depression, 
made the trade talk; and right here 
don't forget that "the trade" who 
handle the goods are a very important 
matter to consider. The trade talked 
of the heavy advertising, and inci- 
dentally bought sample orders of the 
goods. 

All other cigar advertising had 
ceased, and the smokers began calling 
for the General Arthur, and before 
the year was over, and before "good 
times" had come again, the General 
Arthur was an established success all 
through the section, and its makers 
had had nothing but "good times" 
during all the dull season. 

The same general condition exists 
to-day to a certain extent; many of 
the large advertisers are cutting down 
their appropriations, or stopping en- 
tirely for the time, and the few' who 
remain will be the lucky fellows that 
we will be telling about, a year or two 
hence, as having made a fortune dur- 
ing "the war." 

Luck, however, will have had very 
little to do with the case; it's the pluck 
that counts. 

I hope that some one who reads this 
may be among the successful ones.

VILLAGE BILL POSTING. 



To All Advertisers and Bill Fosters: 

I see in almost every issue of "The Bill- 
board" some article on Tillage bill posting. 
Some are all right, and some are written by 
people who never were in a village to see 
how it Js- I have been connected with a 
bill-posting: plant f6r seven years, and 1 very 
nearly know how things go. 

' ABOUT A LICENSE. 

You will strike a bill poster once in a 
while who wants a license, for his small 
town, and he sometimes gets it and when 
he finds out he is keeping advertisers out of 
his town he will be kicking himself and his 
license. I don't believe that there is a more 
independent man living to-day than the li- 
censed bill poster or distributor. He will not 
take good care of his paper when he puts it 
up; he thinks he can do just as he pleases 
with it, as he is the only one in town. 

I would advise all bill posters not to get 
anv' license.as it will do him more harm than 
good. As I said before, I have been tn the 
business for seven years, and I found It hard 
work to do muchr the first year; in fact, I-did 
not do anything for the National Advertiser 
at all. but since then I have had all I could 
do. and to-day I claim to have one of the 
very best plants In Indiana, bar none. 

A bill, poster wants to look after his paper, 
and. if it gets to look bad. write to the ad- 
vertiser for paper to cover it with, and bv 
looking after It you will find out you will 
have. your boards looking; welL I would also 
advise bill posters to blank all their dead 
paper, as shabby-looking paper on a board 
does not look welL 

' DISTRIBUTING. 

Is another thing the bill posters should 
look after more than they do. as It is one 
of the best ways to reach Ehe public to-day, 
and a bill-poster should make it a point to 
do only good house-to-house distributing. 
Sometimes an advertising: agent will want 
you to do it for half price, but do not do it 
for less than good wages. BUI posters in 
small towns, can In connection with- doing 
distributing in their town, cover their county 
and. make good money. Get a wagon and 
make your country trios regularly: and. if 
you can not get work from the National Ad- 
vertiser, you can look after the local trade 
of your county and sell them posters, cir- 
culars or. in fact, anything you can make 
money out of; and. in connection with this. 
rrn can pet out an advertising sheet and 
*"Ftribute it over your county. I have been 
doing it. and find there is good money in it. 
You can also get out your local theater 
programme. There is very good money in 
that, and If a Tillage bill poster would only 
think of these things he would have no 
room to kick. Feme say we do not get any 
work from the National Advertiser. If you 
do not get any work from them ft is because 
von did some one a bad lot of work, and that 
man has told some one else about vou. 

One man can keep you out of lots of work; 
s«v yon villaee bill oosters should treat all 
advertisers alike. Give them good, honest 
work, and vou will hear from them again. 
I. win be glad to furnish anv information to 
-r village : bill posters upon receipt of card. 
LOCATION OF YOUR BOARDS. 
Bill posters should take special care to e=t 
good locations for their boards. Some bill 
posters have lots of alley showings. I do not 
believe a board put In an alley is worth the 
nails you. DUt it up with. My advice would 
be to put them on- the most oromlnent streets 
and corners, and you will find that your 
boards will be full all the time. Bverv bill 
poster should try -to sell his local merchants 
some posters; when others see them they 
will want some.

mercial Bill Posters' Company, Bowling 
Green; W. H. Cutter and Baughman Bros., 
of Clrcleville. and Union Advertisement Com- 
pany, of Bellefontaine. Ail were accepted 
but the last three. The Union Advertisement 
Company was rejected on account of their 
not having bill boards, which the constitution 
reruires. The applications of W. H. Cutter 
and Baughman Bros, was laid upon the table 
until the morning meeting for Investigation. 
both being from the same city. 

Under the head of election of officers the 
old officers were all re-elected. Charles 
Baetz. Charles Vogel and S. E. Rlblet were 
elected delegates to the National Association 
meeting to be held In Buffalo.

to Vansyckle— not to the firm which the at- 
tic'" advertised. He had scarcely mailed Ins 
lc-tter before Vansyekle'S: prompt rc-pi> cau.c 
with a complete analysis of his success. ending 
with the words: :" Do not think of commenc- 
ing business until you have joined th« 1. A. 
; * I). I notice that the franchise Is n;.vit in 
\i.Ui city, and you should write Secretary 
Stelnbrenner at once. If you nre successful 
please inform me." This man had a standard 
reputation, and so It was not long until In-, 
or, I will say, I. became a member of the in- 
ternational Association of Disttibutots. 

Mr. Vansycklc's kindness in telling me cn- 
aetly what to do had highly cheered my spir- 
ias And then letters began to come in fiom 
Messis. Steinbrenncr, Case, and others ol ihe 
association, and you may be assured 1 be- 
came almost certain of Euccess. The only 
thing 1 needed was the business. One oi the 
district telegraph companies was payini; a 
heavy yearly license and rental, the saint y 
of its manager, of eight to twelve boys. «,t 
three clerks; of four to ten men. and besides 
this was paying a regular dividend to the 
stockholders. Almost all this was made ov 
the distributing they did. for with four <..;m- 
pcting companies, and with the popular »i>c- 
cial delivery system of the post-office, there 
cruld not be any such money iu the messen- 
Ret business. 

In all the advice given me the main Tia« 
tures agreed. Flist. I must advertise mjso.t: 
second. I must let every advertiser k. o\v 
that I was a member of the International 
Association of Distributors: thitd. I uiu*t 
have good stationery; and last. I nius-t be 
fearful of using too little tathcr than tun 
much or It. ' 

I now proceeded to stait the ball rolling. 
First I got one of the official cuts of the 
association, nnd had Ictter.-heads, business 
cards and cltculars piinted. Next. ■ mv adver- 
tisement was placed iu the principal adver- 
tising journals or the land, and subscribed 
Tor the "Billboard.'" Right here I wish to sty 
that I have always maintained my ad. in the 
"Blllboaid." and I believe that It has ma- 
terially assisted me In gaining a siatul m 
among the advertiseis of the land. ••The 
Billboard" has always stood most fnttlifu.lv 
by the Interests of the I. A. of I), in Us ad- 
versity, and undoubtedly will continue to do 
>» In Its prosperity. 

I now commenced to write letters at the 
rate of from twcnty-llvc to seventy-live a 
«»y t continued to do so until 1 had sent 
out over twelve hundred. In these llrst tel- 
lers I made.lt a prominent fact that 1 was a 
member of the I. A. of D., and that 1 was in 
the business to stay. Also, that I Intended 
loglyo, only the. most faithful of service U;.der 
all circumstances. Since then I have mv let- 
ter-heads with the three offlcial cuts at the 
Si' a tno membership, printed on the 
hack which I consider enough notllleatlori 
mat I am a menibc- of thr- International As- 
snciatli'ti or Distributors. No matter what I 
»iay hrve printed now. the llrst thing 1 sec 
to is that a cut of the association uppeais 
on the same. 

I had not finished writing all my letters 
when an Inquiry came from Mr. Talbeii. 
agent of the California Fig Syrup Co. Ho 
said that he had been Informed that I was a 
member of tho I. A. of D., and that he was 



glad to write to me as such, ending by ask- 
ing my terms. As I was then a new man in 
the bmincss he seemed somewhat fearful of 
entrust'ng the work to me. Mr. Case came 
to the front however, and wrote a strong 
letter. This was an I. A. of II. letter, and 
the fact that 1 was a member of the I. A. of 

D. secured my first contract of 50,000 pieces 
from the Ca'.irornia Fig Syrup Co. While I 
was waiting for this shipment, Mr. W. A. 
Waters or the G. G Green Med. Co., Wood- 
bury. N. J., arrived in tho city, and came 
to mc with a letter from President Clough. 
wlrch gave me strong endorsement. After 
some consideration I obtained 3-S.Q00 pieces 
from tt*e C5. G Green Med. Co. of Woodbury, 
X. J., and this simply because I was a mem- 
ber of the 1. A. D. Then the llamlin"s Wiz- 
ard Oil Co. wrote for terms, and though my 
price was twenty-five cents higher than that 
of n v competitors, yet I received 60, 000 
pieces. 1 was an I. A. D. man! So it went 
all down the line. Dr. Miles Med. Co.. Lydia 

E. Pinkham Co.. E E. Sutherland Co., W. 
T. Hanson, a'l indorsed the I. A. D. by say- 
ing that they understood that I was a mem- 
ber. 

Since October last, there has not been a 
day that I have not had at least four men 
employed. Since the first of the year I have 
done all the work here except four small jobs. 
There are eicht firms who pay a yearly adver- 
tising license of 5250. Four of them are agents 
for corporations such as the American To- 
bacco Co.. Liggett & Meyeis. etc. Three of 
them are my direct compet'tors. and yet on 
account of the I. A. D.. about the only thing 
they get is the local work. This I do not 
make any attempt to get. since the old firms 
have established n piicc of from forty cents to 
one dollar per thousand for home distribu- 
tions. It does not pay an honest distributor 
even t* think of accepting vvoik at such a 
price ir this hilly and rough territory. 

I now have about twenty-five of the largest 
advertisers of the world on my list, and the 
amount ot matter I have distributed runs up 
close to three million pieces. 

There are two causes lor my success. Firs-t. 
my membership in the International Associa- 
tion ot Distributors, obtained by baviug a 
standaid reputation at home. Second. 1 hus- 
tled while I waittd. and to use the motto of 
Brother Ca?e. "Everything comes to him who 
hustles while he waits." I feel I must yet 
add a third cause— the fratemal spirit dis- 
played by the members. I was constantly re- 
ceiving their gocd wishes and advice. This 
kept me in good cheer and hope, and hope 
and cheer are the basis for ail success. 

As to the success of the 1. A. D. all honor 
to w. H. Steinbrenncr and \V. H. Can.. 
They have struggled hard and faithfully lor 
three years, and now begin to see their effoiis 
crowned by lilving us the strongest and most 
powerful adveitisir.g association of the United 
States. 

SPECIAL. 

A few months ago I noticed an advertise- 
ment in the Kansas City Star, offering fic- 
titious inducements for distributors. 1 see 
this same advertisement in many of the ad- 
vettisiug journals of the land. More recently 
1 notice a like advertisement in the Indiana 
News, an Indianapolis paper. This party, in 
his correspondence, claims to be a member of 
the International Association of Distributors, 
and unfortunately for the associatiou Ins 
membership can not be denied. 

The correspondence of this party, going out 
as it does. Would indicate that the Interna- 
tional Association of Distributors had au in- 
ner wheel sustained by the association for 
the purpose of faking all its members, and 
any others that it might reach, out of an ad- 
ditional membership fee and bill for supplies, 
stationery, etc. 

This Is all in direct violation of our consti- 
tution and by-laws, and should not prevail' 
and as a member of this association I wish to 
here register my protest against any member 
of the International Association of Distribu- 
tors placing any such advertisement in 
any paper or periodical in the land, or other- 
wise advertising for distributors or members 
to v distributing associatiou that neither fur- 
nishes distributing matter, or. in fact, even 
exists! 

I have had several letters of inquiry about 
this mntter. asking whether or not we are re- 
sponsible for this association, and if so what 
was the object of it. This conduct on the 
pail of our members is fast bringing the in- 
ternational'. Association ' of Distributors into 
disrepute, ano except we bring about an Im- 
mediate step to this matter we will justly 
t^o down as one of the fakes of the land. 

The ubove is intended for the benefit of the 
members of the International Association of 
Distributors, both he who is imposing upon 
and they that are being imposed upon.

The Celebrated Litigation Between 
the Gty and the Rochester Bill- 
posting Co. Probably Ended. 



A Case Stubbornly Contested for Over Four 
Years and Fought Through Three Courts 
Has, in All Likelihood, Been Finally Dis- 
posed Of— Judgment Against Manager 
Robert West Sustained by the Appelate 
. Court, as Is Also the Penal Ordinance. 



The Fourth Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court handed down a decision Satur- 
day, May 7, at Rochester, which piacti- 
caily ends a celebrated case— the UU^atKn 
between the Rochester BUI Posting Co. and 
the City of Rochester, which has occupied tha 
courts for over four years. The cty wins, 
largely owing to the exceptional ability witn 
which Edward R. Foreman. Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel, handled the case. By a 
decision- in witch' all the members of tne 
court concurred, the city penal o.dir.anC3 le- 
lating to bill posting and bill boa.ds was up- 
held and the judgment of the county cou t 
against Robert West, the local manager of 
the Rochester Bill Posting Company, was 
sustained. Justice Adams wtiting the opinion. 

In 1894 tbe common council passed a le o- 
lution authorizing the fire marshal to remov-a 
the large bill boaid belonging to the company 
on Main street at tile corner of University 
avenue. The bill posting company at cnci 
procured an injunction restraining the city 
from, so doing. Soon after this the common 
council, in the process of revising the penal 
ordinances, adopted a new ordinance regulat- 
ing bill posting. By the terms of this ordi- 
nance- no bill board couCd be erected with n 
the city over six feet in height, without ih3 
consent of the common council, and no struc- 
ture could be used for the regular display of 
bills without like consent, and Hie consent of 
all owners of property situated within two 
hundred feet of the proposed bill board was 
necessary before such action by the council. . 
The Rochester Bill Posting Company re- 
fused to comply with. 1 the provisions of th"s 
ordinance. In open violation of its terms, 
the company erected a large bill board on 
Lake avenue near Spencer street. As soon 
as tie company attempted to use this board 
the local manager was arrested- and convicted 
in police court before Judge Ernst i-rrm r-»'-s 
conviction an appeal was taken to the county 
court, where the judgment of conviction was 
sustained by Judge Sutherland. 

A further appeal was at once taken to the 
appellate-division and the company started a 
new action in equity to restrain the city from 
interfering with its Lyell avenue bill board. 
A temporary injunction was procured which 
was modified upon the city's motions. Upon 
being brought tc trial the complaint of the 
. company in this action was c'ismissed t>y 
Justice Nash on the ground that there was an 
Justice Mash on the ground that there was no 
adequate remedy at law. 

The decision of the appellate division just 
rendered has disposed of the legal questions 
involved by affirming the judgment of the 
county court previously mentioned. 

Several weeks ago the common council re- 
considered the resolution directing the fire 
marshal to remove the bill board on Main 
street, and consequently all the issues be- 
tween, the company and the, city are probably 
at an end. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Edward R. 
Foreman conducted the- litigation on b fci'f of 
the city, and ex-City Attorney John R. Fin- 
ning for the company. 

Disappointment over the final outcome of this 
case will be general, but to our notion It 
pre ves nothing at all save the fact that Ed- 
ward R. Foreman, Ego.., is an exceptionally 
clever and able lawyer. 

Owing to the interest taken in the case we 
give the bill posting ordinance in full, viz.: 
An Ordinance r Iating to Bill Posting and Bill 
Boards, (passed Dec. 22. 1896k: 

The Common Council of Rochester do enact 
as- follows: 

Section 1» No person shall carry, on the 
business- of bill posting, bill distributing or 
sign advertising within the city of Rochester 
Without having procured a license as required 
by the terms of this ordinance. 

Sec 2. The words ''bill posting, bill distrib- 
uting or sign advertising" contained in ; this 
ordinance shall be construed to cover the act 
: of going upon any of the public streets or 
Into residences or places of business in said 
city for the purpose of circulating pamphlets, 
circulars or advertisements of any kind, or 
posting or painting advertisements of any 
nature whatsoever, except notices required 
by law. 

Sec 3. The Mayor of the city of Rochester 
may grant to any person a license to carry 
on the business of bill posting, bill distribut- 
ing and sign advertising within said city 
upon payment to the City. Treasurer of the 
sum of ten dollars and executing a bond to 
the city in the penal sum of 3ve hundred dol- 
lars, with sureties to be approved by the 
Mayor, conditioned for the faithful observ- 
ance of the ordinances of the- city of Roches- 
ter now or hereafter enacted relating to said 
business. Such license shall expire one year 
from the date of its issue and' shill not be 
transferred or sold. Any person licensed 
hereunder nmv act t-y employes. (As amend- 
ed May 11. 189T.) 

Sec. 4. Ev»ry person engaged in the act or 
bill posting, bill distributing and sizn adver- 
tising shall wear conspicuously a metal bade"? 
of sufficient size to admit the number of the

license to be engraved thereon, together with 
the words "licensed advertiser." 

Sec. 5. No person shall place any advertise- 
ment upon any sidewalk, hydrant, lamp-post, 
tree, telephone, telegraph or electric light 
pole or public building in any public street 
or place within the city of Rochester. 

Sec. 6.. The Mayor of the city of RocneUer 
may grant to any religious organization pei- 
mission in writing to advertise meetings call- 
ed foi divine worship, or permission in 
v.rit*ng to any person residing snd transact- 
ing business in said city to distribute adver- 
tisements from house to house, or store to 
store, advertising the business in which i-aid 
person is directly engaged. 

Sec. 7. No person shall distribute Adver- 
tisements of any nature, except newspapers 
and periodical publications, to pedesttians in 
any public street within the city of Roches- 
ter. 

Sec. 8. No person hereafter shall erect any 
bill board more than six feet in height within 
the city of Rochester without permission of 
the Common Council. Every applicant for 
permission to erect a bill board more than 
six feet in height within said cit7 is required 
to give one week's notice in writing, person- 
ally or by mail, of such- application to the 
owners, occupants or agents of all houses 
. and lots within a distance of two hundred 
feet from where such bill board is le be 
erected. No such application shall" be con- 
sidered by the Common Council without veri- 
fied proof of the service of the notice herein 
described, or the written consent of such own- 
ers, occupants or agents, to the erection of 
said bill board. 

Sec 9. No fence or other structure within 
said city shall be used as a bill board without 
the consent of the Common Counci.. Th| 
same notice and proof required by. Sec. 8 of 
this ordinance shall be necessary to obtain 
the consent of the Common Council to use 
such fence or structure as a bill beard. 

Sec. 10. Any violation of this ordinance 
shall be punishable by a fine of not less than 
five dollars nor more than one hundred do.- 
lars, and in default of the payment of such 
fine any person so convicted shall be impris- 
oned in the Monroe County Penitentiary for 
a term not exceeding one hundred days. 
Upon such conviction the Mayor may revoke 
any license granted hereunder. (As amended 
May 11, 1897.) , 

Sec. 11. All ordinances and parts of ordi- 
nances inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. (As amended May 11. 1897.) 

Sec 12. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately. 

Our space will not permit of our quoting 
' from the respondent's brief, save the foLow- 
ing few excerpts, viz.: 

This action was brought in the po.ice court 
of the city of Rochester on April 30t>h, 1897, 
to recover damages for a violation of the 
penal ordinance "relating to bill posting and 
bill boards." Judgment was rendered in 
favor of the plaintiff and against the defend- 
ent for five dollars on June 4, 1897. An ap- 
peal from said judgment was taken to the 
Monroe County Court June 14th, 1897. The 
Monroe County Court afflimed the said judg- 
ment of the police court on Dec 14th. 1897. 
An appeal was taken from said judgment of 
affirmance cf the MonToe County Court to 
the Appellate Division on Dec. 20th, 1897. 

The action was regularly instituted by a 
Warrant (fols. 8. 13) issued upon the affidavit 
of D. K. McCarthy, a member of the Rota- 
ester police force, charging the defendant. 
Robert West, with having erected and used a 
bill board more than six feet in height witain 
the city of Rochester on April 26th. l?»i. 
without having obtained the consent of the 
common council of said city and without 
having made application for said consent, 
as recuired by the terms of the penal ordi- 
. nance' of said city entitled "an ordinance re- 
lating to bill posting and bill boards" (fols. 
8-11). Upon the trial before the police justice 
the defendant conceded the regularity of the 
proceedings (foL 13) and the existence of the 
ordinance under -which the action was 
brought (fol. 14). which ordinance appears in 
full in the return of the police justice (fols. 
14-27). Defendant also conceded that ne had 
violated said ordinance as charged (fols. 
27-28): that he was acting as local manager 
of the Rochester Bill Posting Company (fol. 
29). and erected and used the bill board in 
ouestion as the agent of said company (fol. 
30). These concessions, were made for all 
the purposes of this case. 
FIRST. 

The penal ordinance in question is valid 
because (a) it was passed under express 
grant of power, (b) it was a proper exercise 
of police power, and (c) it is reasonable. 
SECOND. 

Defendant admitted the violation of sa'd 
ordinance and therefore judgment was prop- 
erly pronounced against him. 
THIRD. 

The judgment appealed from should be af- 
firmed, with costs to the respondents. 

The penal ordinance in question is valid 
because (a) It was passed under express 
grant of power; (b) it was a proper exercise 
of police power, and (c) it is reasonab'e. 
(a) It was passed- under express grant of 
power: - 

Judge Dillon defines the powers possesed 
by municipal corporations to be (1) those 
granted in express words; (2) those necessar- 
ily or fairly implied in, or incident to. the 
powers expressly granted: and (3) those es- 
sential to the declared objects and purposes 
of the corporation, not simply convenient, but 
indispensable. (Dillon's Mun. Cor., 4th ed., 
par. 89.) 

Taking this to be a correct statement of the 
law, it follows that if the charter,ef the city 
of Rochester gave the common counci! au- 
thority to enact the ordinance in question, 
then said ordinance is valid. 

Section 40 of the city charter reads as fol- 
lows: 

"The common council shall have the man- 
agement and control of the fiscal and pruden- 
tial affairs of said city, and of all property, 
real and personal, belonging to the city, and 
may make such orders and by-laws relating 
to the same as it shall deem proper and 
necessary: and. further, it shall have power 
to make, modify and repeal such ordinances, 
by-laws and regulations as it may deem de- 
sirable within the said city for the following 
purposes:" (L. 18£0, ch. 14). 



Subdivision 15 of said Section 40 reads as 
follows: 

"To compel all persons to keep sidewalks in 
front of premises owned or occupied by them 
clear from ice, snow, dirt, wood or obstruc- 
tions, and to prohibit and prevent the erec- 
tion or placing of or suffering to remain any 
barbed-wire or any other fence that is likely 
to cause injury to animals or persons or their 
clothing, within the city of Rochester, situ- 
ate, built, or constructed upon any line of, or 
adjacent to any street, avenue, alley, lane, 
square or place therein, and also to regulate 
and provide the manner of constructing - and 
maintaining division or line fences within 
said 'city and the mode and kind thereof, and 
to apportion the construction and mainten- 
ance of such fences by and between owners 
of the lands forming such division or bound- 
ary lines." (As amended L. 1S90. ch. 561). 

Subdivision 21 of said Section 40 leads 

'** • * * To license and regulate butch- 
ers, hawkers, peddlers, common criers, bill 
posters, and runners for stages, railroads, 
taverns, and other houses, junk-shop dealers, 
pawnbrokers and dealers in second-hand ar- 
ticles, and the business of pawnbrokerage: 
to prescribe the terms and conditions upon 
which any such license shall be granted, and 
to prohibit all unlicensed persons from act- 
ing in such capacities, and to exact a license 
fee aforesaid, in such an amount as the said 
common council shall deem reasonable, not 
exceeding, however, five Hundred dollars per 
year, from any pawnbioker, and not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars a year from any other of 
the persons above enumerated, except that 
a fee of not exceeding ten dollars for each 
wagon, carriage or vehicle used in any of 
the business aforesaid, may be charged for 
any one year; to license and regulate bill 
pasters and bill distributors, and sign adver- 
tising, and to prescribe the terms and con- 
ditions upon which any such license shall be 
granted, and to prohibit all unlicensed per- 
sons from acting in such capacity, and to 
exact a license fee aforesaid, in such an 
amount as the said common counci: s-ha.l 
deem reasonable, not exceeding, howevr. 
one hundred dollars per year." (As amended 
L. 1S94, ch. 28). 

(b) Said ordinance is a proper exercise of 
police power: 

Tne basis of all license ordinances is police 
regulaticn, and all are valid which do not 
exceed the proper limits of such regulation. 
Not only was the ordinance in question 
passed under express charter powers, but it 
is also a proper exercise of the police power. 
While the contention that the business of 
bill posting is a lawful business is not ques- 
tioned by the respondent, nevertheless this 
business might easily be conducted in such a 
n a ner as to be injurious to the public safety, 
morals and welfare, and is therefore entirely 
within the scope of police powers. 

Judge Cooley in. his work on "Constitution- 
al Limitations." in discussing police powers 
at page 705. says: 

."No definition of the power can be more 
complete and satisfactory than some which 
have been given by eminent jurists in de- 
ciding cases which have arisen from its 
exercise," and ouotes the language of Chief 
Justice Shaw, in Commonwealth vs. Alger, 
7 Cush., 84 where he says: 

"Rights of property, like all other social 
ami conventional rights, are subject to such- 
reasonable limitations ' in their enjoyment as 
shall prevent them' from being injurious, 
and to such reasonable restraints and rrgu- 
latlons established by law, as the legislature, 
under the governing and controlling power 
vested in them by the constitution, may think 
necessary and expedient. * * * It is much 
easier to perceive and realize the existence 
and sources of this power than to mark its 
boundaries or prescribe limits to its exer- 
cise." 
<c) Said ordinance is reasonable: 

It is freely conceded by the respondent that 
all charters, laws and ordinances to be valid 
for any purpose must be capable of construc- 
tion and must be construed in conformity to 
constitutional principles. 

In the case at bar the legislature has given 
the common council of the city of Rochester 
power "to license and regulate the business 
of bill posting, etc." This language implies 
a power nf restriction and restraint. "To 
regulate the erection, use and continuance 
of slaughter houses" has been held to in-: 
elude the power of total prohibition within' 
specified limits or localities. (Cronin vs. Peo- 
ple, 82 N. Y.. 320.) 

. A by-law for the regulation of trade and 
imposing particular restraints as to time 
and place is good. (Village of Buffalo vs. 
Webster. 10 Wend.. 98.) 

The ordinance in question cannot be pro- 
nounced void as unreasonable, for it is in no 
sense prohibitive. Any person can post bills 
or erect bill boards- of any height under prop- 
er -egulations. The situation confronting the 
common council at the time of the adoption 
cf the ordinance in question involved consid- 
erations of public morality, public safety, 
the rights of adjoining property owners and 
a reasonable regard for the appearance of 
public streets. The system of modern ad- 
vertising had given rise to the display of 
enormous bills ten and twelve feet In height 
and many feet in length. In consequence, 
plaintiff's principal. The Rochester Bill Post- 
ing Company, and other persons were led to 
erect Immense bill boards, in some cases 
twelve feet high and over 200 feet long, im- 
mediately adjacent to. and parallel with, 
the sidewalks on the public streets. Such 
structures were erected and covered with 
bills of every nature without the knowledge 
cr consent of the munic.pal authorities or 
the adjacent property owners. It was the in- 
tention of the common council In the passage 
cf the ordinance in question so to regulate 
the business of bill Dosting and sign adver- 
tising that the erection, location and use of 
bill boards should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the municipal authorities. In order 
that the adjoining property owners might 
have some voice in the matter, and In order 
that structures used as bill boards might be 
brought under the immediate attention of the 
municipal authorities, both as to t-helr saf»ty 
and the class of bills displayed thereon. Ar- 
gument is hardly necessary to establish the 
fact that a fence or bill board over six feet 
in height adjacent to a public street may 
seriously menace public safety as well as 
lower the value of adjacent property. Such 



structures should be erected and used under 
the supervision ot the municipal authorities. 
The common council has power to regulate 
the height of fences adjoining public streets 
(charter, par. 40, sub. 15, supra), and this 
has been done ("ordinance relating to build- 
ing." par. 151). The same ordinance relat- 
ing to buildings requires the consent ot trie 
common council before any building shall tie 
erected, remodeled or moved within the city 
of Rochester, and forbids the erection or re- 
modeling of a wooden building without tne 
consent of all adjacent property owners with- 
in 200 feet from where such building is to Da 
erected— etc., etc. 

SECOND. 

The defendant admitted the violation ot 
said ordinance, and therefore judgment was 
properly pronounced against htm. 
THIRD. « 

The judgment appealed from should be af- 
firmed with costs to the respondent.

The Judge's opinion we give in full, as fol- 
lows, viz.: 

Supreme Court, Fourth Appellate Division.—' 
The City of Rochester, respondent, vs. 
Robert West, appellant. — Argued at March 
Sitting, Decided at April Sitting. 1838 — 
Hardin. P. J.: Follett. Adams. Green and 
Ward, Associate Justices: 

Appeal from a judgment of the County 
Court of Monroe County, affirn.ing a judg- 
ment of conviction rendered in the Police 
Court of the City of Rochester. 

Edward R. Foteman for the respondent; 
John R. Fanning for the appellant. 
Adams. J.: 

The defendant, who is the local manager of 
the Rochester Bill Posting Company, was 
upon the 4th day of June. 1897. convicted 'in 
the Police Court of the City of Rochester of 
a violation of an ordinance of that city re- 
lating to bill posting and bill boards. 

This conviction was subsequently affirmed 
by the County Court of Monroe County and 
from the judgment of affirmance the defend- 
ant brings this appeal. 

The ordinance above referred to was adopt- 
ed by the Common Council upon the 22nd day 
of December, 1S96, and among its provisions 
are the following, viz.: 

1. No person shall carry on the business of 
bill posting, bill distributing, or sign adver- 
tising within the City of Rochester without 
having procured a license as required by the 
terms of this ordinance. 

81 No person shall hereafter erect, any bill 
board more than six feet in height within 
the City of Rochester without permission of 
the Common Council. Every applicant for 
permission to erect a bill board more than 
six feet in height within said city is required 
to give one week's notice in writing, per- 
sonally or by mall, of such application to 
the owners, occupants, or agents of all houses 
and lots within a distance of two hundred 
feet from where such bill board is to be 
erected. No such application shall be consid- 
ered by the Common Council without veri- 
fied proof ot the service of the notice heiein 
described, or the written consent of such own- 
ers, occupants, or agents to the erection ot 
said bill board. 

It was conceded upon the trial that the 
Bill Posting Company was duly licensed to 
carry on the business of bill posting in the 
City of Rochester, and that in the conduct 
of its business the defendant did upon the 
26th day of April. 1897, and while the above- 
mentioned ordinance was in force, erect 
upon premises leased by the company upon 
Lake avenue in that city, a bill boa-d more 
than six feet in height without permission of 
the Common Council and without having 
made any application therefor as required 
by Section 8 of the ordinance in question. 

it was also conceded that the structure 
thus erected was substantially constructed 
of new materials and that on the 26th day of 
April, 1897. it was used by the defendant as 
a bill board without his having either ap- 
plied for or obtained the necessary consent 
of the local authorities. 

It is perfectly apparent, therefore, that the 
defendant was properly convicted of the of- 
fense charged against him, and that tne 
judgment appealed from must stand, provided 
the ordinance which the defendant admits he 
has violated is one which may be lawfully 
enforced by the municipality which enact- 
ed It. 

In considering the question which Is here 
presented it Is to be noted that the business 
In which the defendant, as the agent of the 
bill posting company, was engaged Is In Itself 
perfectly lawful. Moreover, it appears that 
the company has leased premises and ex- 
pended money <n the erection of the structure 
thereon to facilitate the conduct of Its busi- 
ness, and It necessarily follows that If the 
ordinance in question were to be enforced It 
would operate as a restraint upon and an 
interference with the company's business 
and property to an extent which can only 
find justification In the fact that such en- 
forcement was a reasonable exercise of the 
police power of the municipality. 

An attempt to define the term "police pow- 
er" either accurately or satisfactory Is 
sometimes attended with no little difficulty, 
and it has been said by a learned jurist that 
"It is much easier to perceive and realise 
the existence and sources of the power than 
to mark its limitations or prescribe limits to 
its exercise." (Oh. Justice Shaw. In Com- 
monwealth vs. Alger. 7 Cushlng. 84). 

Generally speaking, however. It may be 
characterized as a power whlrh Inheres In 
the State and In each political division there- 
of to protect by such restraints and regula- 
tions as are reasonable and proper the lives, 
health, comfort and property of Its citizens. 
It constituted an essential feature of some of 
the enactments of the Twelve Tab'cs. and It 
has for ages been adopted and enforced by 
all civilized nations as a cardinal rule of tho 
Civil Law. 

What is a reasonable exercise of this power 
often depends upon the circumstances exit- 
ing at the time It Is called into operation, but 
in every case the fundamental principle upon 
which It rests Is expressed by the maxim, 
"talus popult supreme lex est:" and Its only 
limitation Is that it "must have reference 
to the comfort, the safety or the welfare of 
society, and it must not be in conflict with 
the provisions of tho Constitution." (Pot- 
ter's Dwarris on Statutes, p. 458; People vs. 



liudd 117 N. Y., 1-28; matter of Jacobs, 98 
'.I.. 108). 

The question, therefore, with which we 
•ire Immediately concerned Is; Does the ordi- 
nance which the defendant has violated con- 
n inplate the exercise of the police power 
, f this particular municipality to an extent 
beyond that which may be regarded as lea- 
soiiuble? 

It la a fact so patent that judicial notice 
may fairly be taken .of Its existence, that 
i lie modern system of advertising by pesters 
,- such that one can bard.y pass along the 
meets of any large town without being com- 
I-tllcd to gaze upon advertisements which 
u i e enormouB in size and not Infrequently 
iiitc-nslve in their character. It is true that 
there is nothing In the record before us to 
indicate that the defendant or his company 
i-M-r made any improper use of th.s particu- 
lar bill board, but the mere fact that ll is 
liable to be so used would seem to afford suf- 
ficient reason why in the Interests of decency 
and morality, the police power of the city 
mlKht very properly be exerted to restrain 
and regulate the business of bill posting 
in some such, manner as Is provided by the 
ordinance we are considering. 

ISut bill boards of the size and description 
of those which the defendant claims the right 
to erect are more than an annoyance to the 
people who reside near them : they are like- 
wise a constant menace to the lives and limbs 
of those who are obliged to pass along in 
front of them, for it -is obvious that If the 
municipality has no right to place any re- 
striction upon the size and character of suoh 
structures, one might be erected of such di- 
mensions as would render it liab e to suc- 
cumb to a violent gust of wind and fall upon 
and kill or injure the passersby. Many cases 
might be cited where the exercise of the 
police power as a restraining influence in be- 
half of the health and safety of a community 
has been held to be entirely proper, such, for 
instance, as the storing ot gunpowder and 
other combustible materials In remote and 
Isolated places: the non-erection of wooden 
buildings within specified fire limits, or the 
exclusion of slaughter houses from certain 
portions of a city. But the reason for its ex- 
eicise in this particular case is so manifest 
that the citation of authorities in support of 
the validity of the plaintiff's ordinance seems 
to be unnecessary. 

We have not overlooked the cases to which 
cur attention has been directed by the brief 
of the learned counsel for the defendant, but 
after a careful examination of the same we 
are unable to discover that they have any ap- 
plication to the facts of this case, for th^y 
were either decided to meet exceptional and 
well known local conditions, or else they 
were adjudications which were affected by 
circumstances which are nut here present. 

There is. however, one contention upon 
the part of the defendant which should not 
be permitted to pass unnoticed, and that Is 
that the ordinance we are considering 'is not 
authorized by the plaintiff's charter. It is 
undoubtedly the rule that a municipal cor- 
poratlou can not accomplish by ordinance 
that which i. not permitted by its charter; 
and consequently If this particular ordinance 
Is. as the defendant claims, without organic 
sanction. It must be regarded as "ultra vires" 
and void: (Lyth vs. Hlngston. 14 App. Div.. 
11) but by reference to subdivision 21 of 
Section 40 of the present city charter. It will 
be seen that among the general powers con- 
ferred upon the plaintiff's Common Council 
is that of licensing and regulating bill post- 
ing, bill distributing and sign advertising, 
and prescribing the terms and conditions 
upon which any such license shall b» g:ant:d. 
(Laws of 1894. Ch. 28. Sec. 9). 

It Is insisted, however, that while the char- 
ter does confer upon the legls'ative branch of 
the city government the tight to license and 
regulate bill posting. It does not confer upon 
It the power to determine the size and char- 
acter of the contrivances or app lances by 
means of wh'ch this method of advertising 
may be accomplished. 

We think there are two complete and ob- 
vious answers to this proposition, one of 
which is that the charter expressly provides 
that the Common Council shall prescribe th? 
terms and conditions upon which the 1 cense 
shall be granted, and that Is precisely what 
the ordinance In question Is designed to ac- 
complish, for It first declares that no prrsrn 
shall carry on the business of bill posting, 
etc.. without having obtained a license, and 
then it provides the "terms and conditions" 
upon which the right to erect certain struc- 
tures and appliances for the carrying on of 
the business shall be granted. But ^ven If 
the power thus expressly conferred were 
e.imlnated from the charter, we think the 
right to regulate the business includes the 
right to prescribe the means by which It shall 
be conducted. 
.. Th< \ Century Dictionary defines th^ verb 

regu.ate" to mean "to govern by or subject 
to certain rules or restrictions." and It was 
said In a case where the right to control the 
business of slaughtering animals was In- 
volved that, "to regulate Implies a power rf 
restriction and restraint" which rclats not 
only to the manner of conducting a sprclfl d 
burinesB. but also to the "eiectlnn cf the 
building In which It Is conducted." (Cronin 
vs. People. 88 N. Y.. 318). 

But without prolonging the dlscu;s'on. It 
Is on. y necessary to add by wav of summary 
mat the ordinance In ruestlon Is. In our 
• mnlon, a perfectly valid one. and that the 
power which It authorizes was not Imp-operly 
or Unreasonably exercised In this Instance. 
The judgment appealed from should there- 
fore be affirmed. 

Judgment affirmed. All concur.

Memphis. Tenn., May 3, 1898. 
Editor "The Billboard:" 

I dislike, very much, to get Into a contro- 
versy of any kind, but at- times feel as 
though Z can not he!p myself. 

This is one of the times, add the subject is 
"Uniform Scale of Prices." 

I am most decidedly against our associa- 
tion taking any stand whatever upon this 
subject further than to Insist that we adopt 
as a motto. "Good work deserves good pay." 
Let that be our watchword, and then let 
every one be governed by the circumstances. 

1 decidedly agree with the stand taken by 
brothers Steinbrenner and Reid on this sub- 
ject. Before I settled here 1 put in several 
years on the road, and personally superin- 
tended the distribution of a good many hun- 
dred of thousand 'of circulars, and I know, 
from my own experience, that in cities like 
New York, Philadelphia. Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, and nearly all the New England cities, 
that a distributor could get rich at rates 
that wruld mean starvation In Memphis and 
many other towns. Why then endeavor to 
compel us to work at rates we could not pos- 
sibly make money at? 

If the rates are made to fit conditions I 
have noticed as existing in the large cities. 
It will force many of us out of the Associ- 
ation. If. however, rates are made to fit 
conditions as they exist here, then our mem- 
bers in the larger cities will all be inviting 
opposition if they stick up to the rates. 
Right here I want to say that the brainy 
distributors in towns like Pittsburg, will not 
live up to a rate such as we must make to 
fit Covington, Tenn. 

It is worth from $2.50 to $3.00 per thousand 
to distribute Covington. Is friend Hudson 
going tc ask any such rate for his town? In 
the vernacular. "I guess nit." He does net 
want opposition. I do not know what Brother 
Hudson's charges for Pittsburg are, but I am 
sure that the man in Covington will not do 
the work for the same price. I have walked 
for. miles, in Philadelphia, Pittsburg and 
other towns, and never stepped off the side- 
walk to get matter In the houses. Here, 
however, at a rough estimate, I should say 
that I have to open 5,000 gates for every 10,- 

000 that I distribute. 

There is another side to the question. This - 
mdnth, I have put out two jobs of distribu- 
tion that I would like to compare. For one 

1 charged fifty cents per thousand more than 
I did on the other, and yet made more money 
on' the cheap job than I did on the higher 
priced one. This may seem strange but it 
is true, nevertheless. The reason is not hard 
to | find. The size of the matter makes all 
the' difference. Both jobs were the same in 
number. One, however, weighed 2,700 pounds, 
and the other about 270 pounds. When dis- 
tributor Btarted out in the morning, 'they 
could put 1,000 of one job and 120 of the other . 
joo in their sacks. With the lighter work 
they; could take enough to- wear them down, 
and they would always.bring back some with 
them at end of a day's work. 

With the heavier matter, distributors could 
only take enough to last them a couple of 
hours, and'they would either have to .lose 
time walking back to the bill room, or 1' 
would have to hire a horse and wagon and 
driver, at a cost of $1.50 to $2.00 per»day. • 

Would there be any sense in making a - 
uniform-' pefee for these twd jobs? '-T' think 
not, .and tor oney I do not intenH. to-: do so. 
If, however, we had a rigid, scaja or prices, 
the man I charged the highest- price' would 
be perfectly justified in saying! "Your As- 
sociation prices are not that much, and I 
will only pay your Association prices," and 
for the sake of being loyal to our Associ- 
ation. I would have' to work at prices that 
would not pay me as .much as ft would cost 
me to do the worfc- "»- 

I. honor our Association. I believe it, has 
been a good thing for distributors. It l as 
given us a standing distributors have never 
had before." I am proud of the fact that I 
am an officer of the jfssociation, and I never 
allow an" opportunity of saying a good .word 
for' It to pass by, and yet I feel that mem- 
bere advocating a. uniformity of prices are 
trying to take such action as will drive me 
out of the Association, and I do not want to 
be forced -to leave it. It has done me in the 
past, and is doing me now, entirely too much 
good for me to look with pleasure on any 
such suicidal policy as a unform scale of 
prices. "

I am distributing 10,000 circulars and sam- 
ples of Celery Seltzer for the Edward R. 
Marshall Co., Philadelphia, Pa. I was of- 
fered $1.50 per thousand by Dr. Burkhart of 
Cincinnati to distribute his samples of Veg- 
etable Compound, but I sent him a reply that 
I would do honest work for $1.75 per thou- 
sand by putting one in each occupied dwell- 
ing house and that it would take 81,005 sam- 
ples. For business houses it would require 
8.750 samples; for farmers attending market 
2.C00 more, making a grand total of 91.755 
samples required. Not hearing from him in 
a given time, I . concluded that he objected 
to-my price, and not wishing to lose his work 
I wrote him again that I would do it for $1.50 
per thousand, as I was satisfied that he would 
always give me his work in the future:- Of 
course, I meant that he should give me $1.75 
' per thousand if he should want Baltimore 
distributed again. I mentioned the fact to 
him that to give him honest work I would 
have to take twelve hours instead of' ten 
hours per day to distribute. My select men 
agreed to help me twelve hours at the same 
pay. but, alas, I discovered that the Doctor 
had given It out tc some one else. Well I 
shall say nothing further than this: I don't 
ernp.oy boys and I have made up my mind 
that if I see good, bad or indifferent distrib- 
uting in the future. I will say nothing pro or 
con. as I do not care to repeat my experience 
of a few months ago. 

I was told by. a supposed friend of some 
crooked distributing, and not having any idea 
of undermining the party who did It and not 
knowing but that some of his men were 
only careless, I wrote the firm the facts as 
they were given to me. The firm sent my 
statements to the party doing my work, who 
obtained a statement from mv friend!?) that 
he was only joking with me. It placed me in 
a false position, as I reported the matter 
from pure motives and not to get the work 
and I do not care to have the same expe- 
rience repeated.

First, one very strong objection to me fix- 
ing of a uniform scale of prices is the lact 
that papers, advertisements of every descrip- 
tion, vary much in weight, some being cards 
others email booklets, easy to carry; others 
large- papers, often so htu-ry that five Hun- 
dred 'Ts all a man of ordinary strength can 
comfortably carry. - 

That the price for distributing such heavy 
papers -hould be higher than the price tor- 
Email matter must strike all as a foiegone 
conc.usion. 

Another subject to be laid In the balance 
when the matter of a fixed scale of prices 
is being discussed is that some advertisers 
ignore distributors' prices and fix theli o*n 
prices, regardless of the difference 'in the 
conformity of the country or the lay of the 
houses. Two firms who claim such arbitrary 
rights have lately offered Mr. Fischer work 
at their own fixed prices. One firm sent him 
a contract to sign, but sent no hint as to the 
size or weight of the papers. Had he rjeen so 
hasty as to sign it at once, as requested he 
wou.d probably have found himself burdened 
with a heavy job at a price which would 
n°t_have given him a living margin. 

The other firm wanted him to put out a Job 
in a section of Omaha that is particularly 
bad at a price per thousand less man h» 
usually pays experienced workmen, ami 
which would have left him In debt, 
■it o'strlbutor whose district is easy, say

tANTA MONICA, May 13.-(Regu:ar Corre- 
«,Ymdcnce.)— The new sign ordinance, which 
will be ln effect next Monday, is approved by 
,„j.-iy citizens, but is creating a small com- 
uotton ln certain quarters. The ordinance. 
which was recently adopted, says: All signs 
■uiil advertisements extending across the pub- 

i, sidewalks In the town of Santa Mon.ca 
an- hereby declared to be a public nuisance." 

The ordinance further provides "The Mar- 
shal of Ohe town of Santa Monica is hereby 
.stiucted to notify all ownere of signs or 
"advertisements extending across the pub.ic 
sidewalk to cause the same to be removed 
c or before the 15th day of May, 1898. and 
h, any case where the owner shall fail to 
cause the same to be removed the said Mar- 
shal is hereby Instructed to proceed against 
said parties under the law for maintaining 
a public nuisance." ,.,.., . 

The apparent Intention of the ordinance is 
to do away with tthe unsightly signs which 
have for yeais been a. .owed to remain in 
front of some of the business places. That 
such signs should be removed is generally 
aumitted. but an Impartial enforcement of 
the ordinance compels the removal of other 
signs which are not especially obtrusive. In 
front of some of the business places signs 
have been hung and provided with orna- 
mental illumination. A few of them have 
been put up at considerable expense. To 
compel their removal Is, by the merchants 
who placed them, looked upon as a hardship. 
In some instances signs are painted upon 
wooden awnings extending over the sidewalk. 
In other cases the signs are hung over but 
parallel with the sidewalk, thus, it might 
appear, not being "technically "across" tne 
sidewalk. With all these peculiar conditions 
to be met, an attempt to impartially enforce 
the ordinance is beset with difficulties. 

Another ordinance recently adopted by the 
City Trustees makes provision for signs ln 
front of saloons. This ordinance says: "Nor 
shall any person holding a license for the 
sale of spirituous, vinous, mixed or other in- 
toxicating liquors place or maintain on or 
near bis place of business any sign or adver- 
tisement, except that said sign or adver- 
tisement be first approved by the Board of 
Trustees, in style, size of letters and loca- 
tion."

TERSELY TOLD. 
LITHOGRAPHY MADE PLAIN. 



The following lucid and plain exposition of 
the mysteries of lithography is taken from 
The British Stationer and Printer. It is the 
best we have ever seen: 

Thf rrinciple underlying all litho. printing 
's simply this: Drawings made with a greasy 
Ink upon the polished lithographic stone will 
remair. greasy when the surface of the stone 
Is damped: a printer's roller charged with 
Ink passed over it will only "catch" on the 
greasy lines of the drawing, the damp stone 
resisting the deposit of ink from the print- 
er's roller. In this lies the whole mystery. 
The stone ts slightly porous, absorbs oil or 
grease and water, which mutually resist 
each other, and thur enables the printer to 
take off, in his press, impressions in black 
or other colored printing ink. The beauty 
or excellence of the work so printed is purely 
a matter or «klll. and the use of the right 
means In the process of drawing by the 
llthr. artist. Much, however, depends upon 
the quality of the lithographic stone, the 
best kind being procured from Solenhauteu, 
In Bavaria. This Is a species of limestone, 
of very fine regu'ar texture, and capable of 
taking a very highly polished surface, on 
which the artl*t makes his drawing, each 
color being done upon a separate stoii.. 
Here the practised mind of the lithographer 
comes In. He must have a true eye for the 
nuances of color and tone, and be able to 
analyze the original painting into Its com- 
ponent number of colors, and by his syn- 
thesis to build up In his reproduction the 
perfect fac-simlle of the original. Each color 
stone ts separately printed ln Its proper col- 
or, one after the other.

Successful advertisers are pretty gen- 
erally agreed that its most salient 
principle is iteration. If the peddler 
cried his wares hut once, what sales 
would he effect? But keeping it up in- 
cessantly works wonders. Logically, 
therefore, those mediums which yield 
the most repeated reminders at the 
least cost are the best media— ergo, 
bill boards, bulletins and house-to- 
house, work are the best mediums. 
There it is, so plain, so palpable that 
there is no getting away from it. The 
force of the reasoning must be plain 
to every unprejudiced person.

On another page we give an ex- 
haustive and complete history of the 
celebrated litigation between the city 
of Rochester and the Rochester Bill 
"Posting Company. Without reference 
to the outcome of this famous fight, 
we think the ease itself should point 
a moral to bill posters generally. 
There has been too much of a disposi- 
tion manifest among the knights of 
the brush to build boards any old way. 
All too often they are slung together 
crudely, out of refuse, sticks and culls. 
There is nothing to be gained from in- 
flicting these eyesores on the public, ■ 
but, on the contrary, there is consid- 
erable to be lost A man who delib- 
erately erects . an unsightly ram- 
shackle solely because he has a right 
to is adopting a foolish and mayhap 
an. expensive course. There is noth- 
ing so cheap in the long run. as neat, 
well-ordered, well-kept billboards.

H. & M. on the back.

Mr. Al G. Field, the minstrel man, has 
brought suit in tile Ciicuit Court of St. 
Louis. Mo., against the proprietors of sub- 
urban gardens of that city. 

In Mr. Field's affidavit he charges that the 
proprietors of the above named gardens used 
his name in an illegal manner, to wit: By 
billing the Al G. Field minstrels and insert- 
ing notices in the local papers wherein the 
name of the Al G. Field Minstrels was used. 

Mr. Field claims he was in the city of New 
Orleans, attending the Grand Lodge meeting 
of the B. P. O. E.'s, when he became aware 
that his name and title had been appropriated 
by the managers of the Suburban Gardens. 
He telegraphed the managers of the gardens 
to ascertain by whose authority they had 
billed his m'nstrel show, and also wrote 
them. Mr. Field alleges no answers were re- 
ceived to telegrams or letters, hence tihe suit. 

The affidavit of Mr. Field contains a great 
deal that is interesting to advertisers. He 
avers that the Al G. Field Minstrels were 
established November 2, 18S6; that the adver- 
tising expenses the first year were J3.00U; 
the second year, $4,500; the third year, $7,500, 
increasing yearly,, until the past year the 
expenses for advertising reached $15,000. This 
applies to bill posting and distributing work, 
and is exclusive of the newspaper advertis- 
ing. 

The gross receipts the first year of this 
ccrnpany, according to the affidavit, were 
$U,E00, the season lasting from November 25 
until April 10. The second year the receipts 
increased J20.0CO. accoiding to the affidavit. 
The past year the gross receipts were $136,- 
430.70. This is an illustration of what print- 
er's ink will do when put on bill boards- 
Attorney Rufus J. Delano filed a petition 
for an injunction on May IS. The court 
granted it immediately, placing the bond at 
$5 CC0. A suit for $5,000 damages will follow. 
Mr. Field claims he has a common law title 
to the name — Al G. Field Minstrels— and he 
has spent large sums of money in establish^ 
ing this trade mark, and it is his only source 
of income. Without it his business would 
net be profitable.

The proposed National Exposition r.t Amer- 
ican Products and Manufactures at Philadel- 
phia In 1899. promises much more than an 
ordinary exposition, and it is to be hoped 
that It will obtain government recognition.

The c.unmeiclal museum sends out special 
commissioners to all neutral maikets or the, 
world, and they cot full reports, which can 
not be had from any other source. 

Now. It Is because our practical manufac- 
turers have c-xpeTienced the benefits of this 
work that they are supporting it so strcngly. 
It is the settled policy of the authoiltles of 
the museum not to apply to the Congress for 
a single dollar of aid in mainta'n'ng the 
work. If the walk is well done and of real 
value to the manufacturers thev will surely 
rupport It. The whole management of the 
commercial museum is based on this broad 
nattoral Idea. . 

Chambers of commerce, bcaids bf trade, 
and commercial organizations cf this country 
are In ofiloial relation with the Institution, 
and ev»ty chamber of cammeico appolvts two 
of Its leading membeis as its representatives, 
en the governing boaid of the museums. The 
board meets annually In Phllade'phia, elects 
the officers, appoints the executive commit-

The march of American export trade to 
the T>osUion which It can rightly claim In the 
world's commerce, has been hindered and de-' 
layed by two causes.

2. Lack of information on the part of for- 
eign buyers respecting the superiority of 
American prrduets. due to the abse-ce of any 
systematic attempt to enlighten them.

the States and Territories of the trans-Mis- 
sissinoi region, and a few States in the East 
and SouS. such as Florida. Georgia. Illinois. 
Indiana. Maryland, New York, Ohio and Wis- 

"rhe^tract of land flrst selected for the ex- 
position comprised only sixty acres but «his 
was soon found to be inadequate and sixty 
acres more were secured, separated trom tne 
original ground by one of the principa. ave- 
SS» leading from the city to the suburb 
ThT country lying about Omaha was aJ 
platted in suburban additions during the real 
estate boom period, so that it was impossible 
to secure any large bs.. lying convenient 
to the city Which was wholly unoccupied by 
bulldogs, and the grounds utilized embrace 
a number of groups of suburban residences^ 
whose inhabitants now find themse.vas fenced 
in, and will of necessity be dally visitors to 
the fair when they go home from their busi- 
ness in the city. Tnese people wiU no doubt 
all receive season tickets: 

The exposition enterpiise has thus far beep 
managed with gieat intelligence and zeal, 
yet up to this date no Director-General has 
been appointed. The members of the board 
of directors appear to be unwilling to ' relin- 
quish their power to a single, official, yet 
they wiU have to do so before -ong. if they 
are going to avoid inextricable confusion. A 
great fair requites a single head, as much 
as does a military campaign; there must be 
some strong, executive bind capab.e of 
quick, just, and aibitiaiy deciUons, to deter- 
mine promptly a thousand que^t.ons which 
cannot be argued before a boaid without pro- 
ducing damaging delays. 

The central feature o! the grounds Is a long 
artificial lagoon; this Is sunound.d by a 
broad esplanade, paved with brick, and upon 
this esplanade front all the chief buildings ol 
the exposition, with the exception of that of 
horticulture, for which there was no room. 
The lagoon, is about one-third of a mi.e 
long. At one end stands the government 
bui-ding, which- is the most imposing of ail 
the structures, and at the other there is a 
broad stairway leading to a viadu-.t 'which 
crosses Sherman avenue and gives commu- 
nication with the annexed tract, whicfc 
stretches along the bluff overlooking the Mis- 
souri bottoms. At the top of the sta rway are 
*wo restaurants, so placed that their patrons 
can enjoy a view in one direction of the main 
buildings and the lagoon, and in the other 
look off across the turbid flood of the river 
to the Iowa hills on its eastern shore. ,-Tfce 
view from this point along the leng.h of the 
lagoon embraces the facades of all the prin- 
cipal building,s and Is exceedingly striking 
and attractive. On one side of the artificial 
sheet of water are the buildings of agricul- 
ture, administration, manufactures and elec- 
tricity, and on the other are those of the 
fine arts, the liberal arts, the auditorium, 
and the arch of the States. In all the con- 
struction work the white "staff" is employed, 
which has the effect to the eye of marble, 
and was. it will be remembered, very suc- 
cessfully used at the World's Fair in Chi- 
cago. There ha» been no attempt at build- 
ing for permanency, and the whole group of 
edifices has cost less than J300.0CO. They are 
sufficiently large and architecturally Impos- 
ing to produce a genuine World's Fair effect. 
Quite separate from the main group of build- 
ings, and occupying the bluff tract, are the 
numerous State buildings, the large structure 
devoted to horticulture, two immense beer 
halls, and the streets of Cairo; while In an- 
other direction, mingling with the cottages 
of suburban residents, are the concession 
buildings, the purpose of which is to adver- 
tise various business concerns, which deal 
In knick-knacks, curios, and souvenirs that 
exhibition visitors like to carry home with 
them. 

On the Midway there will be a great jum- 
b*e of sights and shows. The Chinese are 
constructing a village: colored pecple are go- 
ing to represent Southern life by a typical 
p'antation heme, with Its' grouo ct negro 
ruarters; there Is to be a Moorish village: a 
German village and an Iri'h vi..aget a. show 
rf trained animals: a "shooting-the-dhutes 
contrivance;" a Wild West snow, and a num- 
ber Qt oth.«r devices to capture tits quarters

of the country visitors. It was rightly thought 
by the management that a serious display, 
illustrating the arts, industries and pro- 
ducts of the West, would not of Itself be a 
strong attraction to Western visitors; there- 
fore, to this display there will be added a 
great variety of amusements and entertain- 
ments. To increase the attendance, arrange- 
ments have been made with no fewer than 
eighty-six associations, national and State, 
to hold their annual meetings for 1S98 on the 
grounds. These conventions and congresses 
cover a very wide range in importance, run- 
ning from an association of postage-stamp 
collectors up to church gatherings and meet- 
ings of dentists, musicians, doctors and ed- 
itors. 

The exposition grounds are about three 
miles from the business center of Omaha 
and transportation will be provided by steam 
railroads, and by numerous lines of electr.c 
cars. The managers were a little alarmed 
for a time lest the Spanish war should prove 
a wet blanket on the whole scheme, and 
should so diminish the attendance as to make 
the fair a financial failure; but they have 
now recovered hope and confidence. They 
believe that large numbers of Eastern tour- 
ists, whose customary summer trips to Eu- 
rope and the Atlantic Coast resorts will be 
interrupted this year, can be persuaded to 
come West, and visit the great Weste n fair. 
The exposition certainly will give the Eastern 
visitors a better idea of the West than they 
have ever had before. They will find that 
this is no longer a region of bankrupt fann- 
ers, clamoring for Populistic ideas of gov- 
ernment, but that it has the varietv of in- 
dustries which accompany a high civilization, 
and is inhabited by a very independent, pro- 
gressive people, who are as keenly alive to 
everything that makes for culture and com- 
fortable living as are the people or any of_t>e 
old Eastern States. They have the!r artists 
and writers, their architects and engineers 
their great preachers and educators, and if 
good prices for farm products continue for a 
few years longer, they will soon pay eff in 
full their debts to the East, and make the 
prairies and the mountains of the trans- 
Mississippi country the wealthiest section of 
the United States. 

LOUISVILLE. 



The open meeting of the Commercial Club 
and the Board of Trade held In the Board of 
Trade Building resulted in a decision to raise 
money and hold a big State fair in Louisvi.ie 
this fall. The meeting was well attended, and 
over $2,000 was raised. About flO.OCIO more is 
needed, and this will be raised by the plan 
of assessment used in providing for the 
Commercial Convention. 

Mr. R. W. Knott was elected Chairman of 
the meeting. Mr. J. A. Kinney was chosen 
Secretary. Mr. Kinney read the report of 
the committee which Mayor Weaver ap- 
pointed for the purpose of investigating the 
cost of holding a fair. The commit.ee report- 
ed that $10,000 over and above the expenses 
of the fall trots of the Louisville Fair and 
Driving Association would be needed. This 
would make the total cost 139.000. 

Mr. Kinney said that since this report was 
drawn up the Louisville Fair and Driving 
Association had decided to increase its purses 
fcr the trots by Jlo.OCO, making the total 
$74,000 for the dates between September 26 
and October 1. The report cone uded with 
the suggestion that tickets be sold m ad- 
vance. It was also recommended that the 
programme of the Louisville Fair and Driv- 
ing Association be indorsed. 

Mr. Knott asked for remarks on the report 
and Mr. W. L. Lyons suggested that the in- 
dorsement - be made. This " was done unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Ed. Bacon moved the appointment of 
a committee to have charg? cf the details 
of the sale of tickets. Mr. Knott, in present- 
ing the motion, said that the sale of tickets 
which was to be by subscription would de- 
termine whether the fair feature should be 
added to the fall trots of the Louisville Fair 
and Driving Association. If enough money 
was subscribed to cover the extra expenses 
the fair would be held. Otherwise, the fair 
would not be held. The rail trots would be 
held In any case. 

Mr. Knott said he believed the fair could 
be made a complete success. like the May 
Music Festival and the 'Commercial Conven- 
tion. 

Tne report having been unanimously adopt- 
ed, the manner cf raising money was 'dis- 
cussed- It was finally decided to adopt the 
assessment plan, but with the understanding 
that all who wished to do so could subscribe 
at once for as many tickets as desired.

France vs. America. 

The proposed retaliation upon France for 
her obvious sympathy for Spain and hostility 
toward the United States is to assume more 
formidable prcpoitions than meie refusal of 
Americans to buy goods of French manufac- 
ture, which of itself means the loss of mil- 
lions of dollars annually to the people of 
France. Opposition to any measure appro- 
priating money for an American exhibit at 
the big exposition in Paris in 1900 nas de- 
veloped in Congress. Gen. Grcsvenor rs lead- 
ing this opposition, and is receiving cordial 
support from his colleagues and constituents. 
Should the United States refuse to make an 
exhibit. France would endeavor to evtn 
scores by treating the visitors from this 
country coldly, or worse. Congress has al- 
ready appropriated $25,000, siniDly to procure 
space and prepare for an exhibit, but unless 
there is a decided change of sentiment in 
France as a nation and in the people and 
press, not another cent will be appropriated, 
and a corporal's guard will not be apt to at- 
tend from this country. 



kill off every one of them that makes these 
disgraceful exhibitions principal among Its 
features, they will have done the world a 
distinct service, and the cause of agriculture 
will profit by it. 

"The agricultural fair has a distinct mis- 
sion, and nothing should be permitted to in- 
terfere with that mission.

We are 
pleased to note that the tendency of late 
years tc prostitute them to low purposes is 
resentrd by the people, and that they have 
signified their disapproval by a general with- 
drawal of patronage where this has been 
done. 

"The rural fair will only be strengthened 
and made more valuable by thus refusing to 
maintain other than a high standard of moial 
excellence, as well as an exhibition of merit." 

The Farmers' Voice is wrong. It has only 
been the fairs with a mis-Ion— fairs that 
have been run under lue impression that a 
fair was a sermon— that have failed. 

A fair is like a newspaper. If it bangs 
away over the heads of its supporters cr If it 
wearies them, it will not b? well attended, 
and if it is not well attended it ran never 
exert any considerable degree' of influence.
